JANUARY. 

Tins is oTift of the most pleasant months in the year: its temperahire is cool snd ro. 
freshing, and extremely conf^enial to all but the victims of font and rheumatism. 1'ho 
air at inid<da> is general]/ clear and wholesome, but the morninits and eveningaurti 
sometimes damp and foggy. 

Tbe thermometer ranges, in tbe shade, from 52^ In tbe morning to 65^ in the afternoon. 

A northerly M’ind prevails diiHng this month, but seldom blows with much strength = 
when it doe&, and is accompanied with rain, the cold is very disagreeable. 

In the meat market there is a plentifu] supply of beef, mutton, veal, lamb, pork« 
kid. poultry, etc , of the most superior kinds. 

Gajne also is to be had in great abimdance^snipe, duck, teal, etc. 

The fish market is well supplied at this season, with beckty, or cockup, ^the salmon of 
tbe East,) monmee, rooe, cutlab, quoye, sowle, selliab, bbolab, eels, ^sojes^ ppid n^ny 
others of inferior descriptiona - , v 

Vegetablesof allkindsarc now in tbe highest state of perfection; the markets abound 
with grtgn peas, cauliflowers, cabbages, turnips, potatoes, asparagus, yams, carrots,^ 
spillage, greens, encumbers, radishes, celery, lettuces^ young onions, knobkhple, 
kutclino. French-beans, seem, brinjals, red and white beet, etc., etc. 

Fruit trees, lo general, begin to show their budd and blossoms ibis month: mangoc. 
peach, pmnplenose (shaddock), rose-apples, etc. 

The fruits m season are Sylhet and Chinn oranges, loquats, plantains, pine apples^ 
long and round plums, large guavas, pumplenose, tipparab and a few others. 

N. B —The following fruits and vegetables, are procurable not only iu tins month 
but throughout the whole year, viz.— plantains, sugar-canes, cncoariuts. guavas, pmo 
apples, papiah-s, custard-apples, inck, country almonds, tamarinds, omrali, burbutty, 
mint, sage, parsley , ouions, radishes, lettuce, etc. 

FEBRUARY. 

This month is gcncrnllv cool and comfortable, particti In rly if the northerly wind I 
prevails: the Meather afterwards becomes disagreeable, till a ebange^f season takes 
plore about (he end of the month. 

When tbe weather is variable, the wind blows principally from the N. W., veering 
round occasionally to the N E attended with clouds and dtiz/.ling nun: this rontinues 
till about the 20th, Avheii theSoutheily mindsets in. The weather now becomes mild amt 
genml , the days, however, sometimes rather hot, and the nights cold, with heavy dews. 

The thermometer, in the shade, ranges on a medium, from [nS*' to 7f>*. 

The measles in children, are very prevalent during Bie whole of this month 

Rheumatism and gout become lest troublesome after the southerly winds have set in. 
Warm clothing becomes rather unpleasant to new coiners, but not so to old Indians, . 
whose blood IS not so easily heated. Sometimes this month is rather ibowery, wlNcb 
protracts Mu' cold season until the midulle of tbe following month. 

' Meat continues good and abundant. ^ * 

The flsh market has the addition of the small bBsab, (the Indian mackerel ) 

The additional vegetables are pumpkin gnd young tucombers : and the froilo 
eustard-apples, mulbeririei, and small water-meloni.

^ Various np(f.-ntions of hilYtandry. generally commence this inoiilh,so soon as the 
Croqt^d is inoisteilLd by rain: ^tlus, hovrever, sometimes haiipens at the latter end of 
February, anfl then it is ocQasianed by an Unusual quantity of rain^ 

The meat market toiitmiies good. t 

Fish to be had in abundance, and the market has the addition of tke gooteah, a small 
• but well flavored fish. 

Green peas and turnips disappear at the end of ^tjf.s month ; s|Uad, cabbages, carrots 
and celery are on the decline, but asparagus and potatoes' continue excellent greea 
muiigues and unripe inusk-melloiis are to be had ;/i)so omrafa, greens, and water'Cresses 

Fruit is also plenyful— large water-melons appear about the midtiie of the mouth, 
and continue in perfection till the middle of June. 

The noi’tb- westers with thunder and lightning, and raiii, generally appear towards 
Ike end «f this mouth. 


APRIL. 

The beginning of this month is somelimespleasTnt. particularly if the nirtli-westers 
are frequent; hut the middle and latter part are disagreeable in the extreme ; it is on« 
of fbe worst months in the year 

Tbe thermometer ranges in the shade from 80® m the morning to 90^ lii the afternoon, 
but wben exfMised to the sun. it rises to 110®. 

The wind blows from the south, and is very strong throughout the month; and 
when the wind is hot. ft-om the Hbsenceofrain.it becomes oppressive. This state of the 
weather is very unfavorable to vegetation. 

The btbrth- westers arc ai times attended with dreadful storms of thunder and light- 
mug. during which rain and hail fall m torrentR these storms sometimes ocoiisioa 
rimcb dainagb The north-wesUrs continue at intervals till the beginning, and some- 
tiiWes tiH the middle of May. » 

Tills Is an nnfavorable season for meat, which begins to be flabby and poor, the fat 
spungy and yellow. 

llie flsh market has the addition of the mangne flsli, so called from its annual visit 
to all the Bengal rivers, nt this fthe mangoe) season, to spawn : it appears as soon ns 
the inangoe is formed on the tree, and disappears at the close of the season, that is 
about the middle of July. This fish has, perhaps, the most agreeable flavor of any in 
the world, and is so much sought after, (by natives as well as Europeans) that, allhougb 
not so large as a middle sized whiting, they are sold at the beginning of the month, at 
from 3 to 4 rupees per score. Before the end of May i as thev bei oine pleiitilul, they aro 
sold at one rupee per score; and in June, Iw'o to three score may be had for a rupee. 
The flsb market, has also the addition of the carp and magonr. 

Potatoes, asparagus, onions cuoiirnbers and a few cabbage sprouts are the only 
vegetables to be procured. 

Waler-melf^ and musk-melons are in great perfection . but there is not much fruit 
BOW to be had m the market Green mangoes for pickling, and cortuda for tarts are la 
great abundance. 


MAY. 

The weather, during this month is most oppressive, especially the latter half 
of the month . the wind contini^^s southerly, and theheot is scarcely bearable. Of all 
mouths in the year, the present is the inOst trying, particularly to those whose avoraf ions 
scimpel them to be much out of doors. To be exposed to the sun without a covering, is 
extremely dangerous at any hour ; from 10 to Ti o'clock, ii w'ould be ruin to any conatU 
tutioii , except to thot ot a native, inured to the climate by birth and practice ; and e vea 
natives sonieliines tail a saertflee to the poHlrerfuI influence of the sun The heat in tbp 
lirst half of the mohth is sometimes relieved by noi tb*wpstera^ accompanied by reft’esbing 
iho we rs : ti\ id lightning uiid loud fhunder at times attend the north- westers. 

The tJl^prmometef raiiges in the phade, on a medium, from 83® in the morning o 98® 
in the afternoon if exposed to the full influence of the suntieaidSj, it will glae t 140*S 
and sometiiDef hi jber.

Fish continues good and ahundant, the beckty exceptafF, which, fmA the dHRcnl^e^ 
its ra^ichin" the mailt^ in a tinn state, becomes scarce. Mangoe dsli is in greater* 
fcctinii this month. « 

A.sparagus, potaioes, aniPoahhage sprouts, with indilTcrent turnips, sarect pntttteef^ 
cucudibers and onions, are nearly ail the vegetables now iif the market. PumpLJiis and 
several roots are however procura]^e. 

JUNE. 

The periodicalg’Bins set in about tffe middle of this month. ReAreshing ikowetiS, 
fcUuccnsionally, which cool the air and encourage vegetation. ^ 

'I*he thennnineter tlnriiig the Hrst half of this month, freiiiiently rises to IMP, jn the 
vhade, at noon, but, in general, the I'aiiis, which commence about the 15th, keep the 
lemperature much below this 

The weallifTthioiighout the whole of this month, is oppressive, in proportion to the 
quantity of ram which falls, il the w'eather be dry the heat is scarcely bearable; it is 
generally very close , not a breath of air from any quarter. 

Meat, as must be expected, is now very ludiflerent. 

The fnl) market is much the same as during last month. 

Mangoes are in great abundance and perfection. The Maldah mangoes arrive m 
r.alruft’i about the middle or hitter end of this month, and they are considered to be 
the best that can be proeuw^d lU Bengal Grapes, peaches, lichees, etc., disappear 
towards^the end of this month. Custard-apples, pine apples, and guavas are in great 
perfection 

Asparagus, potatoes and onions, are the principal vegetables that remain 
JULY. 

This r«mtlj is attended with much rain: the winds are light and variable; the wea- 
ther frequently gloomy, and soinotimesstormy, with heavy fallsot rain; whilst at inter* 
vals It IS fair and mild. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from S0‘*inthc morning (o8!P in the afternoon. 

The showery w'enther of the present and preceding month, is productive of the mos 
beneflcial effects to the grain 

Meflt continues lean and poor. 

The tlsh market continues good The moonjee, rooe, cutlab, quoye, sowTe, magoor. 
ehingree, tangrah. and i lioonah, are procniable in this nionlli, and indeed all theyear 
round Thehilsa (orsable) fish now makes its appeHnince This fish is delicious, either 
bo led, baked, or fried but it is generally considered very unwholesome. I'hc natives 
devour it insui’h quantities, ns to occasion great mortalitv among the^. The fish, On 
being cured wMli tomaruids, forms a good substitute for herrings It is then known 
by the appellation of the taniariiid ti.^h. 

Mangoes and mangoe fish disappear this month. 

Fine apples, custard apples, and guavas continue in season. 

The vegetable market is very indiflerent— asparagus is in perfection, but potatoee 
become poor and watery. Young letliices.cuciimbers and sweet potatoes are now pro- 
curable , also the cumrunga and corinda. 

AUGUST. 

In the present month also there is abundance of |Rin the weather continues 
much the some as last Tint and the preceding month are remarkable for heavy falla 
of rain, iiemg the wettest in the whole year. 

Tiie thermometer ranges m thr shade from 80^ in the morning to Off* in the afteraooik 

Liglitand variable winds and cloudy weather, with smnrtand light rain, prevail at 
^he faeginau'£: of the month; the middle is sometimes fair, and tol^ably cool: tba 
remainder variable, attended, at tiiiiee, with strong wands and heavy rain. 

From fhe combined heat and moistuve in Chismtath and thegprececUiig, vegttatMB 
•prings up and spreads with astonishing rapiditj^ * •

The meal and flib markets are much the aame aa last month. 

The puinplenose (shnrtd'jck) appeara thia month: pine-ap|>leS( citstard<applei, and 
fuavas continue in perfection. * 

^ The vegetfimlcs procuraoleare salad, asparagus, cucumber, briujal Is, kidney beans, 
rad^bes, turntp^fi cabbage sp/outs, and indifferent potatutes. . Indian corn, cuciiiiibers. 
and spinage, are to be had now and all the year rc'aind, but they are tasteless, 
except at this season, when they become Arm, good, and very paiatable. The avigato 
pear is sometimes procurable at thia period. 

' SfiFTEMBER 

The rains subside considerably during this month. 

The wind continues light and variable, attended with occasional cloudy weather. 
The days are sometimes fair, mild, and bright, —and the temperature agreeable. 

,^he tberinoinetQ'* ranges from 7S*‘ in the morning to B5" in the olteruoon 
The meat market is much the same as in last month 

The fish market experiences Imtslight improvement; for although there is abundance, 
offish, yet it is not always firm and good, except the beckty, which bet omes larger and' 
better flavored. The following are also in the market the bliolnh, dessv tangrah, 
kouteh, lihengirs, giiugtorah, kowell, toontee, pyrah cliundali, and crau fish. 

Vegetables and potatoes are very indiifei ent ■ yams come in season about this tune. 

In the fruit market, small oranges make their appearance, hut they are very acid. 
Custard-apples, pine-apples.giiavas, and pumplenose coutiuuc in season 


OCTOBER 


The first half of this month, generally yields a good supply of rain, and introduces 
fche powerful influence of a second spring season upon all vegetating bodies 

The rainy season bieaks up generally between the lOlb and 20lh of this month; 
sometimes, bow'ever, it cnnlmues a little longer, but this is sohloin the case ; the coii' 
eluding showers are frequently heavy, continuing from six to twenty four hours, inces- 
santly , after which the weather becomes fair, calm, and settled 

The thermometer ranges, in the shade, from 75'=’ in the morning to m the 
afternoon. 

The winds are in general light and variable during this month, icenng Irom south 
to north-west thence to north and north east 

The monsoon changes about the 31st of this month, after which, light breezes set in 
from the north and north-east 


As soon as the w'eatber sets in fair, the season becomes propitious for preparing 
the kitchen garden. 

The meat markets begin to revive, and the fish market to improve; the bef;kt> be- 
eomes firm, and the other fish proportionabiy good, snipes make I heir appeaninee 

Vegetables and fruit continue much the same as last month, till the latter end of 
the present inrnth, when, it the season is favorable, both experience a i oniiulerabie 
improveiteiit Oranges become larger and better flavoured, and cu.stHr(J-applcs are lu 
great perfection 

Young potatoes, sometimes, make their appearance this month. but they have very 
little flavour;— they arc small and watery, rumegranates are procurable, also sour 
wood-apples. 

NOVEMBER. 


The weather is clear and settled and the temperature temperate. Sometimes the 
days are warm, but the mornings and evenings are cool and agreeable 

(f the rains cease early in October and the cold weather follows shortly after. No- 
vember oexoines a beautiful a^'^dd elightful month. Nothing can he more favorable than 
this season for the renovation of- he health of the vuletudinanaji, after having expert, 
•need the debilitating effects ot the hot weather. 

Light northerly winds prevail this month 

The thermometei ranges from 70*’ in the mnrniag to 7^ in the afternoon. 

The seeds committed to the soil during the last and present month gtart into life, 

With a vigour unknow'nto other climes.

The thei mometer ranges from ">8® in the morning toes'* in the aflernoon. 

The meat and li.sh markets are in great perfection, both as to quantity and quality; 
game of all kinds in abChdaiue. 

The vegefalile initrket is excellent, vielditig green peas, young potatoes, lettuces, 
young onions, radishes, small sallad, sueet potatoes, French beans, seem, brinjalls, 
yaiB. carrots, turnips, greens, young cabbages and raulifiovvers. 

The fruit market confiniies much the same as Inst month — Drarillian gooseberries 
(tipp ire.ah-s) make their appearance this imiath, together With wood-apples and other 
traits.

January. ( 

' Tlie tcAtoii tsilio fftr to sotv the generality ft regetabllt with mvch piwf- 

pect of success; but turnips, carrnts, love-apples, vegetable mC.rrow, all sorts of pump- 
|:ins,letture, endive, raffish, mii^ard and cress, spinage and Nepaul* 8 pinase may bo 
sown during alt this month, also sneressive crops of late cabbage and knol-khote every 
forinight. Turnips are said to succeed best when pincetfin rows : they should be thiniied 
to a distance of six inchta from each otPer. Carrots rarely succeed well when planted 
at this season ; they shnuhl bo thinned, but not tratsplanlcd, except when required for 
peed. Love apples, wli^ l\\ o or three inches high, should be planted oi!h in beds at five 
Inches apart, afterwards transplant in rows two feet from earh othes-, with a frame 
work to run apon. Vegetable mnriow should be sow'd in rich light soil, eortli up the 
•teuis as th' y increase, and peg down the leading branches at a joint. Lettuce and 
endive sli.nild be planted in boxes or beds, and liansplanted at foot apart from each 
other; they may also be snw'ii in beds, and thinned to the proper diKtniire— a few 
days before use they should be blanched by tying (he tops of the outer leaves over 
the rest Radish, mustard and cress may be sown every week or ten days the 
two last throughout the year, Spinage, to be sowm in beds and (hiiiiied until (he 
plants are one foot apart Nepaul .spniaga slioiilil be planted in rows, with trellis 
W'otk to rnriover: this vegetable continues to flow'er and bung forth fresh leaves 
Ihrottgliout the year, and requires no care Cabbage and knol-Khole should be 
planted in boxes 01 beds, and transplanted into cUier beds about three or four inches 
apart in three weeks or a month : thev may bt transplanted a second or third time; 
especiaUy the latter ; when tiansplniited ftir the la&t time they should be put ii% well 
manurcil tren('he.s at two teet from each other Horse maniiie and giound bones are 
strongly recommended for all the cabbage tribe. With care roinmon cabbage and knol 
khole may be prncuied duiing every iiioiitli in the year ; but those produced from the end 
of Ocloher to the middle of FebnmiT, arc iiir superior to any others. 

P' tntoes may be planted iluniig the fir&t week of this month also , and if tb. .season 
prove cool they may be expected to arrive at considerable perfection. From the mid«llo 
of July to the early part of September, i: the most favourable time for planting potatoes. 

In this month the follow mg vegetables and fruits arc procurable in the market , in 
large quantities and at very cheap prices,— (iirrofs, turnips, cabbage, knol-khole, beets 
Bombay nnd country onions, country double French, white and wondsor bean.s, and peas 
Pumplenose, Sylliet and country oranges, pomegraiintes, guavas, cnstord-apples, limes, 
plontaiii. long plums, tippareah orBrazdlinn gooseberries, and several other kinds ol 
coniuion fruits and vegetables. 

Peach trees should be slightly pruued during this month, and the small fruit thin* 
ned, where too thi^k 

The finest flowers are now in bloom, and at the end of the month the collection of 
flower seeds should commence Indeed early mignioriette and larkspur seeds inny be col- 
lected in tlic begiiiiiing of the month. Sow early melon and water-melon seeds, alsotha 
last crop of red pumpkins 

February. 

The remni-ks on last month apply generally to this ; but there is less chance of 
Success in rearing vegetables, as they seldom acquire miuh strength before the hot 
Winds set in Turnips nnd carrots rarely .succeed, but radish, mustard nnd cress, lettuce, 
endive, spinage, and some of the cabbage tribe, may ail be planted in this mouth and 
throughout the year. Throughout this month the collet ion of flower seeds is carried 
on rapidly. 

All the fruits, vegetables, and flowers, mentioned as procurable in the market in 
January, may be had in as great perfection and as cheap or cheaper during this month. 

In this month speas are plentiful, and the following may be obtained of good 
quality .'-Jenisalein aitichokes, asparagus, duflin nnd French beans, scarlet run* 
ners, beets brocoli, cabljpge, carrots, cauliflowers, celery, endive, lettuce, knol 
kbole. onions, parsnipi, spinage, turaipspand yams. Also the following fruits,— costard 
apples, llraxU goosebenics, guavas, lemons, mulberries, pumplenose, raspberriei*

* night or three weeks, the roots of pelicJi trees, to harden^ and preserve them from being 
destroyed by white ants. Use house-pi aister rubbish . as mandre when posing the ro^^ 

I March. * ^ ^ 

But few Tegetablls come to ^nj perfection that are sown in this month ; but H is 
desirable fo sow succr.<i8iv* crops of cabbage and lettuce which may be planted in 
beds which are partly proiected ft-om the sun, and transiflanied into rows as required^ 

in the market, hrinjal, carrnts^nd turnips may be procured in considerable qiino' 
ti ties and pretty good. Turnips are generally very stringy towards the end of March. 
Country radish and all kinds of country greens maybe had in large qnunlities, and 
all the kinds of ^nit procurable iii^Fehriiary are obtainable with (he addition ef 
^reen mangoes and jukes, loqnots, a few dates and blackberries. >b)ung plants should be 
weeded in this month, andencircled with a slight embankment, to retain the water which 
they must be afforded dnnng the greater part of this and the two succeeding months. 
Melons and cucumbers, should be sown duiiiig this month also as Avell as grape and applo 
s<*edf , ludian-corn and sugar-cane. Still gather winter flower seeds. 

April. 

Tlie remarks on March apply equally to this month ; tmt as the hot season adiancrs 
(he chances of success m rearing moat kinds of vo^getables dimmish. Lute melons and 
cucumbers may be aown during this month likewise. Sow melons in rich light soil, giving 
the plants plenty of iH>om to run. When they have thrown out four leaves stop them by 
pinching oir the leading bud : (hey will then produce tu o lateral shoots, which stop in a 
siinllHr manner ; and so continue to treat each new formed .shoot, stopping it at the 
second pr third joint. When the plants begin to show fi'uit, stop the fruiting branches two 
joints before the fruit. Cover the ground with leaves or straw to keep the roots cool, 
and to prevent the fruit from becoming spotted. 

In this month plantains, pine apples, pumplcnose, black berries, ripe mangoes* 
peaches, lichees and nil the other fruits procnruble in Mafth are abundant in the 
market, di^arrufs, tiirmps, beans and cabbages are reduced in quantity, and (heir prices 
are considerably increased, when good. Brinjal, radish, water pu ink ins. and greens m 
plenty are to be had. Musk-inelous. and several other country melons, come into season 
about the niuldle of this month. 

In the latter part of this month plant all the amarv His or lily tribe, and in fact all 
bulbous roots and plants, should be .sown or planted. Sow early cur umbers, okra, 
Indinn corn, sugar-cane, grape, apple, and all country fruit seeds, no (hat the plants may 
have the advantiige ot the rain to grow up a igorously. Gather Avinter floAAer seeds and 
comnieace grafting and budding. Plentifully water young plants. 

JUai/. 

Mangoes, pine apples, piimplenose, plantuin.s, and all the frnit^ procurable last 
moiitli are supplied abundantly. Briiijais, greens, and summerflowers of almost all sorts 
arc to be had plentifully in the maikct. Mn.sk and waltr-mcloiis, etc, aie plentifully 
supplied to the market about the end of this month. 

Grafting and budding, of all kinds, should be performed during this month, which is 
(he most favorable for such operations. And the gatheiing of (lie seeds of winter floAAers, 
should be t’luished at its cud. Water young plauis. Luhees and peache<« get scnrie 
at the end of this month, but wninpces, wild lichees and melons, continue pleutitul. 
Sow long cucumbers and white pumpkin seeds, grape seeds, peach stones and fruit 
seeds generally. 

June. ^ 

Asparagus seed should he sown in boxes towards the lattorend of the month, and 
transpluntod in November, in rows two feet npnrl, and the plants one foot from each 
other. soil ohould be mixed with a large portion of rotten horse manure, it is 

scarcely ponsiole to make the ground too rich for asparagus. Fixssh asparagus seed 
should be sown whenever procurable, and especially between the end of June and the 
beginning of December. ^ * 

In this month mangoes, oranges, pine-apples, pumplcnoses, plantains, pomegra-

•f berries and other fi^uits ore abundantly supplied at low prices in the market Gar^ 
fots. turnips, cabbage, and other fiuropeou vegetables, ore vefy scarce and dear

Young and tender plants should be rarcftilly’ watered every evening during this 
nc'ntb, and chillip, okra, (ndian-corn, pea-sticks, jfite, red mid China spillage and- 
the 6Vminon iiadi'e greens in general, including pulbul, kijf.rala, Jhiiigah, burbuttee aud 
chichingah, should be sown. The planting of cuttings of 'all kinds^of fruits and flowers, 
Should be commenced at tlie end of this month. Sor/ peach stones and fVuH seeds 
geueraily. Sow long cucumber seeds at the end of the month. 

July. 

At the end of this month it is desirable to sow seeds for early parsley, beats, kno'- 
khole, cabbage, can 1 1 flower, brocoli, asparagus, endive, lettuce, carrots, turnips and 
other winter vegetables. *■ 

Celery —Sow in boxes in this and the flve following months. Remove to beds when 
about three inches higli, and into trenches, as required, after being a month in ihe beds. 
The trenches should be ‘Ji feet deep, Ailed up with n foot of light soil and stable munure. 
and afterwards gradually, as the plant grows, with light soil, till within about six inches 
of the top. Wafer for the first two mouths with the hand, after which tlicy may be 
occasionally flooded. 

A?toiJiee way.— Ha^wg sown and transplanted as above, remove into trenches 
four feet apart, and about 18 inches deep, nearly filled with horse manure and rich 
earth. As the plant grows, bank up into ridges with light soil. By this method the 
root of the plant, and not the stem, is watered when flooded. 

jrtio/-JtA/>/e,ra/>f>aye,cau/Olower, and iroe/>/i. Sow in boxes during this and five 
following months. Remove in beds when two inches high, and transplant the cnbbnge 
and knol khole twice, and cauliflower and brocoli at least three times, allowing ibe 
f rowth of a couple of new leaves between each plantirg. r 

Sow in beds iu July, and remove the plants in November, into raised 
beds of one or two rows. When the berries become red, cut the plants txvo inches above 
the ground and top dress, when they will be ready to cut in ten days. By dressing 
the beds in succession, ft paragns may be produced for the table all the )eur —stable 
manure is the best, and the plant should invariably he watered by the hand, t nd never 
flooded except in very hot weoiher. Plants if taken care of w'lll produce for eight or 
ten years. Tliey should, however, be wintered (roots oioaied of the earth and exposed 
for some days) and the ground dipssed every second yeai . 

/.ellr/ce a^/if ey/ilfi^’e.—Sow in boxes or pots surrounded with water, till the plants 
appear, otherwise the small red ant will destroy them. Plant out as required, and tie 
up a few days before you cut for use. 

Carrots.— Sow in a light deep saiid> soil 

TVirwips.— Sow in a rich soil, well inamired. 

In the market all Europe vegetables aie very scarce and dear this month. 
Brinial, greens, and other native vegetables are supplied. Pineapples, and melons are 
getting out of ^ason. Plantains, pumpkins and cucumbers, are plentiful. 

Mangoes continue till towanlstheend of the mouth. Pine .ipp1es,jakes,monkey'jakes, 
bonch, and guavas are very abundant. Young plants and grafts should alt be planted out 
during this month, and the tiees pruned as noon as they have done bearing, as that is (he 
only time when it can be done with benefit to tbein. Cuttings of all trees and shrubs 
should be put in this month, ns well as slips of artichokes, which, as soon as tliey hnvo 
established themselves, should be cut down close to the ground. Standard flower and 
dahlia seeds sIinuM be sown. Balsom seeds should be sowm in the beginning of the 
month and until tlie end of October. 

All grafting and budding should be finished this month, so that the rains of the two 
succeeding months may cause ^cin to shoot up with vigor when planted out. Wampees, 
blackberries and wJId-lichees go oat of season during *he early part of this month. Sow 
mangne, jnke, blackberry, date, and all kinds of siiminer fruit seeds during this month — 
they will thrive well— likewise sow gooseberries. Expo.He the room of young plants from 
the middle ot this month to the middle of September, to harden then, or they may fall 
sacrifices to white ants. Sow the irregular early crop of potatoes. 

/lur/ust. 

Successive crops oiflell the vegetables sown in luly should bo planted at the end of 
ibis month, more especially celery auc^beet, which should be fit to transplant a second 
iRue before the monspoiu These tw o vegetables are less likely to suffer by excessive 
fain than most others. Artichokes should be sown in beds during this month, three 
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)ochei between each seed, so as to allow the removal of the i^ants in November, without ^ 

• dislurbiog the roots To propagate suckers .—take oif thb suckers, and prick thenr 
out six inches apart; and when they become well rooted, (innsplniitinto deep rich soilt 
setting them two feet apart. If large, suckers may be planted at o^^ where they ^ 
intended to remain. ^ # 

*To prevent artiehokes running to leaf, and producing small heads, when the 
plants are from ten to fiftee^inclfes high, cut them otf close to the ground, and cover 
them over with liglA dry old manure : when they have t^vanced a few inches repeat 
the operation. If the young plants are tied up for a few days before being cut off, they < 
wjII become blanched and may be #aten as salad, 

. French beans and scarlet runners may be sown daring (his month, and until 
February. should be planted in i»ws two feet apart, north and south, and to bo 

supported with sticks, or with an arched bamboo trellis, whi<||i is very ornamental 
Sow also early radish, turnip, cabbage, cauliflower, parsley, celery, onions, tobacco, and 
curly flower and vegetable seeds, generally at (he end of this month. Sow the first re^ 
gular crop of potatoes. 

Mangoes are very scarce. Plantains, pine-apples and guavas continue in abun- 
dance; and custard-apples, kumrungahs, punuiallas, avigato- pears, and corrondas, come 
into season. 

Insects are excessively numerous and destructive. The orange tribe should b« 
budded and marched, and propagated by seeds. ’Continue grafting mangoes. Trans- 
plant cotton. Propagate carnations and pinks by layers. Finish cutting peacb and 
lichee grafts. About tbe end of this month sow dahlia, balsom, early inignoDette, sun- 
flower, cux-comb, polyanthus, bybisciis, bolyhock, larkspur, lupin, poppy, sweet-sultan 
anion, cabbage, saUafy, caubflower, lettuce, and all the other seeds sown last month. 

• September. 

Continue to sow all the vegetables mentioned for August- Transplant early cabbage, 
cauliflower, brocoli, beet, celery, endive, and lettuce. Two or three crops of peas may 
be sown during this month, if the weather is favourable, but not with much prosi>ect 
of suGcesMinlcss sown at the latter end. 

Peas should be planted in trenches, in double rows, about two feet apart. They 
should be watered by hand for the first fortnight and afterwards flooded until they arc 
two or three feet high, by which time the winter dews will be snlHcient to separate them. 
Peas rcri Hire no manure, but should be planted in good soil. Sun- flow'cr seeds for the 
winter should be planted now ; but this flower grows all the year round Coxcomb, 
larkspur and inignnonette seeds might be sown. 

Avigato-pears still continue, and early loquots, and sour oranges begin to make 
their appearance about the end of this month. A species of hard, tasteless musk 
melon is procurable in abundance. Sow avignlo-pear stones. Young potatoes 
in season. The American cotton sowuear’y in fulllruit. Plant Cape bulbs, either 
in the ground, or in very deep pots well drained. The turnips and cabbages are much 
Infested by a small dark caterpillar which may be destioyed by sprMklingthe plants 
with powdeied lime. The rice begins to flower. Put down cuttings of geraniums, roses 
violets, liearts-ease, etc. Flowers in great perfection As most of the peach trees will 
have lost their leaves, the roots should be opened and exposed for 14 days, audthen 
strongly manured. Potatoes should be sown during this mouth- The whole of the grafts 
should he cut this month, if possible, so that they might still benefit by the showers of 
rain that full at this time. 

October. 

llie remarks on last month apply equally to this. Continue to sow all kinds of 
vegetable seeds in boxes ; transplant tWmi tbe boxes iii^ beds ; and immediately after 
the first heavy fall of rain remove into beds, rows and trenches, more paiticularly celery, 
beet, cabbage, knol khole, cauliflower, and brocoli. Care should be taken m finally 
transplantinv all the cabbage tribe this montli, to provide against heavy falls of rain, 
by making trenches to carry off the water. Crops of peas should be sown every week 
or ten djU’s from the beginning of this month until the end of December— peas sown 
after tmF time seldom pod. ^ * 

Onions and leeks should be sown during this month also, in light rich earth, care* 
fully covering the. seed. When leeks are a fewMiphcs high, pladf th^in in drills, eighteen 
inches apart, and nine inches, from plant to plant. As they increase in size draw up the 
earth to their stems. In order (o blanch them, as leeks are mueff improved by bianobing. 
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Sow pariiupi in rich deep soil. Trench the fOt>und two feet deep, sow the seeds ia 
drills one foot apart; and thin the plants so as to leave ei^ht inches from each other. 

The main beds for strawberries should be planted.. Oranges begin to get palatable 

month, anh the cutting of the sugar-cane ci^mences. Brinjals and native 
gree^p become plentiful, and the last crop of Indiaa-ct^n is gathered. The last 
the graAs should positively be cut, and suckers transplanted. Fla^t larkspur, mangold 
sweet-8ultaii,migiinouette. pinks, carnation, asters, avd all annual plants during this 
month. Profmgate geraniums by slips; and sow all kinds oh vegetable and flower seeds 
every six or eight days, throughout the month. 

November, 

This is the month for activity in the vegetable gardens, as but few things arrive a 
much perfection which are not planted before ine end of this month. The principal 
crops of peas shouldsbe sown during the first week; and continued every six days 
during the month; also scarlet runners, French, Broad and Windsor beuns. .Sow 
beet, knol-khole, cabbage, brocoli, and cauliflowers, in beds, and remove from beds 
into rows. Transplant celery and remove into trenches. Plant out artichokes and 
asparagus. 

The middle crop of potatoes should be sown about the middle of this month. Tliey 
should be planted In light soil, in which no horse dung is mixed. The potatoe should be 
cut according to the number of eyes, taking care that each piece is of sutfleient size to 
nourish the eje, until it roots— twice (he size of a man’s thumb nail round the 
eye, will do well. When planted, not more than oiio inch, or one and a half inch, of soil 
should be placed over it; nod it should not be watered oAener than once in four days, 
even during the hotte.st weather. As it grows up. the soil should be banked up to the 
stalk. Great care should be taken not to give too much water, and not to put too 
jnnch soil upon the potatoe when first planted. 

This is the last month in which the generality of vegetables can be sown with 
advantage. Sow wmtci fruit seed.^ of all kinds, except oranges. Oranges, guavas and 
plantains and all European and Cape vegetables are abundant. 

December, 

In the beginning of the month sow French beans, scarlet runners, broad and 
Windsor beans Peas sown in this month produce scantily . Plant out late celery 
from boxes to beds, and remove from beds to trenches. Sow late cabbage.s and 
knol-kbole, and transidant as above. Vegetable marrow may be sown in (lie early 
part of (hismonthiu light rich soil Earth up the stems oflhe plants as (hey increase 
m grow'th, and peg the leading branches down at a joint, and tluy will strike root. 

Potatoes may be planted until the end of this month; but those sown during the 
first fortnight are most likely to succeed. When potatoes are planted whole, tfie 
produce is finer thau when they are divided into two or three pieces; but the same 
number of potatoes yield a far larger crop by the latter than by the former inethoil. 
Potatoes should planted la beds fully exposed to the sun In rather shady plat es the 
crop IS small, and when altogether excluded from the direct rays of the sun, they 
produce nothing. 

Europe and native vegetables arc plentiful during (his month ; and also all sorts of 
brinjals, sweet -potatoe, yams. Fruits are scarce, except plantains, plums, goose- 
brines, guavas and oranges. Flowers of all kinds are abundant. 

A good month tor sowing early niusk-iiielon and dwarf-cucumber seeds, as well as 
peas, radish, and spinage ; hut very few other vegetable seeds. Most of the exutic 
iants will also now be flowering.

].— Tbo tlmef Riven in tbit Alm^ec are the civil or common reckonipsr from 

MidniRbtto midnight. The column of the Siin't Meridian passage is calciiiirtetl (0 the 
Dearest hundredth part of a aeAilkd of time for every dnyof^the year, #iih the saioeei 
accii^cy as fa the Nautical Almanac i A watch ought to point exactly^ to the hour 
iuUicated for that day, when the dial marks twelve. There ia no need ' now to re- 
fer to a table of Equation of tgne ; should however this Equation be required, it may 
be had as readily : it is the time beyond I 2 A or the time wseiting to |2A , given in this 
column for eachlday of the year. The Moon will aerve as well to set or compare 
a watch by the same Sun-dial ; lei tiie shadow of the gnomon fall on i2A., a watch 
ought to show at the same moment the time indicated in the column * Moon on 
Meridian,* answering to the day the oba^vation is made, which time ia caicniatcd 
to the nearest tentl^of a minute. Should the shadow fail on any other hour, as 3, 4 
or 5, add to the time indicated in that same cnJumn, about 62 minutes for every hour 
after 12 , but should the dial show 6 A., 8 A., or ilA., as many minutes (62; must be de< 
ducted for every hour before 12 . 

2. —The column of Sun*B 'Declination at noon for each day in the year, heioR com- 
puted by second difTerences, is as correct as that given in the Nautical Almanac. 

3. — The present mode of denoting the times of Moon's Phases and Moon’s Meridian 
Passage, Afternoon and After Midnight, has been substituted for Morniug, Afternoon 
Evening and Night. 

4 . — Thetwocolnmus of the Sun's rising and setting include the refraction, which 
causes the Sun and all the heavenly bodies to rise on the eastern horizon about two mi- 
nutes earlier, and to set on the western, about two minutes later than they would rise 
or set were the Earth not surrounded by iiu atmosphere. Refraction is not exactly of 
the same duration throughout the year ; the duration is in proportion to the obliquity 
of the Sun’s rising or setting. 

6 .— At the head of each month, will be seen whether Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, nr 
Venus is visible in the Morning or Kvening, and on which days of the mniith the.se 
planets will be in coniunctioo with the Moon, also on wbirh days and whether at night 
or in the day Bores mH> be expected or will he of certain occurrence. In general 
they maybe expected sometimes for several days successively at every Full and New’ 
Moon; but when the Moon’s Parrallax is high, viz. when the Moon is about her 
Perigee or nearest distance from the Earth at the time of Full or New Moon, the 
Bores are of certain occurrence. 

6. — When the symbol (cP) denoting opposition occurs, such as on the 21st June 

1853, we are to understand that the Noon does not pass the ■Meridian of Calcutta, 
on that (civil; day. This is the case once or twice in every Lunar month, and arists 
from the cirrumstance of the Lunar day being longer than the Liemean Solar day; in the 
present instance the excess u 64^^ m. or the Lunar Day is equal to 25A. 4,^ m The 
Moon passes the Meridian on the 20th June in the evening atlkA,29^m. viz. 
30^ m. before midnight, and does uot return to the same Meridian until 33^^^ iw. after 
miduight on the 22m. ^ 

7. — And because the Moon does not pass the Meridian in every civil day, but fails 
ta do so, once at least in every civil month, and ns one Meridian passage of the Moon 
produces only two High Water tides, there are 111 every Lunar mouth not less than two 
High Water tides, someturies three wanting; therefore on two days every month, falling 
sometimes after Midnight sometimes after Noon, there is but one High Water given 
The march of the tide-wave over the surface of the ocean is of immense rapidity, tha 
crest of the wave travelling round the globe in every Lunar day. 

•. — In a place like Calcutta, so far removed from the Sea, the tides are strongly afTerlvd 
by the tiionsunus, occasmnal winds, the freshes, and various local causes, so that it will 
always reiiiaiii an impenectly solved problem to give the tunes of the High Water with 
accuracy. It will always, however, be found that for^ny period there will be only 
twice the number of High Water tides, as the Moon passes the Meridian. 

9.— It should be recollected that the time of High Water ia not that when the ships 
in the river turn round, hut that when the water is actually highest, which always bap* 
pens about hr.ii an hour before the current la changing ite direction. 

• 

10 — At the head of each Month, the observations of the Highest and Lowest Pressure 
and Temperature are Riven ; they are the average of eiRht precediqg years. The Least 
Temperature is at Sunrise, the Ctreatest Pressure^t 9A. 50et, a.*m. Greatest Temp. 
at2A. 40m, p.M and the Least Pressure at 4A. p u. The observaiioiia of the Bare- 
meter are recorded in inches and hundredth parts of an inch * 

The Temperature registered is ih^t of the air in the shade; >ut besides this, the * 
pewer of the Sun’s Rays at tba $iiiia of the graatcit tampernture is also givsBi

Solar Cycle 14 | Julian Period 6566 

The Solar Cycle, or Cycle of the Sun, is a period of 9.^ years, in which all Che 

Tarietios of t be Dominical Letters will haTC happened, and they will return in ilio 

sahie order as they did 28 years before. This Cycle commenced 9 years before the 
Birth of Cliriit. 

The Lunar Cycle, or Cycle of the Moon, commonly ealled the Golden Number, 
and sometimes the Metonic Cycle, (from Meton, an Athenian, Who invented it almut 
432 years before the Birth of Christ.) is a revolution of j9 yean ; in which time, tbe 
conjuncdOhs, oppositions, and other aspects of the Moon, are witbiu an hoar and a 
half of being tbe same as they were on the same days of tho months 19 years before. 

prnne. or Golden Number, is the Number of years elapsed 111 this Cycle. At the 
Birth, the Golden Number was 2. 

The Roman Indiction, is a period of 15 years, used by the Romans for the tiMe. 
of taxing their provinees.— Three years of this Cycle had elapsed at the Birth ot Chni^t. 

Tbe Julian perioil cont.*»ins 7980 years, and arises by multiplying together 2R, I9, 
and 15, being the Cycles of the Sun, Moon, and Infliction. This was also contrived as 
s penofl fur chronological matters, und. is assumed, as a correct and flxed rule in 
Calculations, by all the astronomers and chronolugers throughout the Chnstian world. 
Its beginning is BUf»posed to have commenced 7 1 0 years befSre the usual dace of the 
creation of the world, or 4714 before the commencement of tbe Christian Era.

THE CALENDAR and its SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 


The divitionn of time* such as thev are presenter) in the Calendar, are coia< 
poseri of days, weeks, inonths, and years The modes of cietenninins these divi* 
sioris, have been various amongs| the nations of antiquity, and there are still van* 
ations ID these modes in the modern world. 

The manner of reckoning the days by the ancient Jews, and which suhsiste 
amongst that people at the present time, is to commence the day at a certain hour 
of the evening, and to finish it on the next evening at the same hour. I'hus thnr 
sabbath begins on the afternoon of Friday, and is completed on the alteroooe 
of Saturday. The Roman Catholic church also commeneea its festivals in the 
evening ; and this custom is retained amongst ourselves in some of our popular 
observances, such as the eve of St. John, and Christmas eve. 

The civil day now commences at 12 o’clock at midnight, and lasts til^ the 
same hour of the following night. The civil day is distineuished from ilie astio- 
nomical day, which begins at noon, and is counted up to 24 hours, terminating at 
the succeeding noon. This mode of reckoning the day is that used in the Nau« 
tical Almanac, and it sometimes leads cp mistakes with peisons not familiar with 
this manner of computation: a little consideration will obviate ti»e liifHculiy. 
'i'liiis, January 10, fifteen hours in astronomical lime. January 11, 3 in the 
morning, civil time. In France and in most of the stales of Kurope, as with us, 
the hours aie counted up to 12, from midnight till noon, and from noon till mid* 
night, in parts of Italy, and of Germany, the day is held to commence about 
sun«sst, and the hours are counted on nil the next sun>»et. This mode is very 
inconvenient to travellers, as the noon of the ** Italian hours** at the summer 
suisiice IS 16 o’clock, and 19 o’clock at the winter solstice. 


The English names of the days of the wkbk ate derived from the Saxons ; 
and they partly adopted these names from the more civilized nations of antiquity. 
The loilowiog ingenious origin of the ancient names has been suggested in con- 
nexion with asirunomical science. The planetary arrangement ot Ptolemy was 
t hiis I , Saturn ; 2. J upiter ; 3, IVIars - 4, the Sun ; 5, Venus ; 6, Mercury ; 7 the 
Moon. Each oUhe^e planets was supposed to. preside, successively, over each 
nour of the 24 of each day, in the order above given. Jo this way Saturn would 
preside over ihefiist hour of the first day; Jupiter over the second hour; Mars 
over the third ; the Sun over the fourth, and so on. Thus the Sun presuiing over 
the fourth, eleventh, and eighteenth hours of the first day. would preside over 
the first hour of the second day. and carrying on the series, the Moon would preside 
over the first hour of the third day. Mars over the first hour of the fouith day. 
Mercury over the first hour of the fifth day, Jupiter ovei the first hour of ihe sixth 
day. and Venus over the first hour ol the seventh day • Hence. Ihe names of the 
days yet used in the learned professions throughout Europe. Thepieseul Euglisli 
names are derived from Ihe Saxon: —

Almo4 ail nations have regulated their monviis. in a great degree, the 
evolution or^yhe moon. Some have endeavored to uhite this division with the 
annual course^f thesun^byan augmentation o(. days at the end oteach year, 
or by adding a liiirteenih inooih at the end of every third year. I'he Jews and 
the AtheiiiaHS followed this kitter method; tire Macedonian*, and sorhe nations 
t>t Asia, assigned their inonihs 30 and 31 days;*the^lutks and the Arabs have 29 
and 30 days; the months nf th^ Anglo-Saxons weie governe<l by the revolutions 
ot the muon. Their common year oonsrated of twelve lunar mooihs, thiee 
months being appropriated to each of the touf seasons ; but every third year con- 
tained an additional lunar month, which was given to the summer season The 
names ot their lunar months either had reference tu their religious ceremonies, of 
to the naiuial appearances of the year. * 

A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amongst the nations of antiquity 
and still pariidlly prevails, with regard to the commencement of the year, 'i'he 
Jews dated the beginning of the sacred year in the month of March ; the Athenians 
in the month of June, the Macedonians on the 24th September ; the Christians of 
Egypt and biliiopia on the 29tu or SOth of August, and the Persians and Armeni- 
ans on the I Ith of August. The Jewish civil year tiegiiis on tlie first day of tlm 
month Tisrif which year corre<pou<Ui with our 9th of September ; the Mahome* 
dans* begins of the first of the month Jlo/oirem, Mhieh year rorref>ponds with niia 
HtbofJuly. Nearly aii the nations oi the Chris'ian world now commence the 
year on the Ist of .(aouary , but as recently as 1752, even in England, the year 
did not legally and generally commence till the 25ih of March. In Scotland, at 
that period, the year b gao on the hr^t ot January. The difference caused great 
practical inconveniences, and January and February, and part of March, some- 
times bore two dates, as we often find in old records, as 1711-12. This practice 
often leads to chronological mistakes; for instance, we popularly say — '*l'iie He- 
vulution of 1688,'* that great event happening in Febiuary of the year 1688, accord- 
ing to the then mode of computation; but if the year weie held to begin, as it 
does now, on the Ist of January, it would be** 1 he Kevolution of 1689*’. In the 
anniversaries given in the British Altm'mnaCf the alterations of style, made in 1752, 
have not been followed, as any correction of dale would have embarrassed the 
leader in historical and biographical refeiences. 

'J'be year, properly so called, is the solar year or the period of time in which 
theiuTi passes tlifoiuh the twelve signs ot the Zodiac. The period comprises 365 
days. 5 houis, and 48 minutes, 51 seconds, 6 decimals, and is called the astronomi- 
cal year. 

The Calendar is< a table of the days of the year, arranged to assist the dis- 
tribution of time, and to indicate remarkable days connecied wiin devotion or 
business. It (; very nation had adopted the same division of time, and a uniform 
calendar had been general throughout civilized states, history would present much 
fewer difficulties and contradictions. The progress ot astronomical science has 
necessarily produced great changes m the manner of dividing time; and thus, 
whilst some nation* have been ready to give their calendar every possible advan- 
tage of a scientific consiraction, the prejudices of others have rendered them unwill- 
ing to depart troin their accustomerl mode, however inaccurate. It may be curious 
and iostructive to trace, very briefly, the changes of the calendar, ordinarily called, 
the changes ot style. 

The Homans called t^e fiist days of each month. Calends, from a word 
which signified called ; because the Pontiffs, on those days, called the people 
together, lo apprise them ot the days of festival it. that month. Hence we derive 
the name of Calendar. 

The Roman Calendar, which has, in great part, been adopted by almost ail 
nations, is staled to have been introduced by Romulus, the founder of this city. 
He divided the year into ten months only; Mars, Apiilis, Maius, Junius. 
Quintilis. (afterwards called Julius,) Sextilis, (afterwaids called Augustus.) 
September. October, November, Heceinber. Mar, Maine. Qiiintius. and October, 
contained 31 days, aid each of the six oilier monihs 30 days: so that the ten 
months comprised 3U4 days.

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■tillmore correct, consulted the astroQomersor KJr time, who fixed Ihf .solar year 
as 3^ days, 6 hours, comprising, as lEey thought, the. peViod frommne vernal 
equinox to another. The six houw were set aside, and a‘t ihf* end oft f'opr years 
forming a day. (be fourth year was made to consist of ^6 days, ^he day thus 
added, was qalM intercalary, and was added to the month of February, by doubjini^ 
the 244h of that month, or accordiqj; to their way of reckoning, the sixth of thq 
Calends of March. Hence thii year was called Bissextile. This almost perfect 
anangement, which was denominated the .f\iiian style, prevailed generally 
throughout the Chriatiao world, till the time of Fope G regory X 1 1 1 . The Calendar 
of Julius Cesar was defective in thn parlicqlar; that the solar year, consiattnc 
of 36.5 days, o hours, and 49 minutes, and not of 365 days, 6 hours, as wassupposed 
in the time of Julius Cesar; there was a difference between the apparent year ana 
the real year, of eleven* minutes. J'his diffefepce at the time o6i Gregory XI If.; 
had amounted to teu entire daya. tho vernal equinox falling on the llth, instead 
of theftlst of March, at which period it fell corrgcily at the time of the Council 
of Nice, in the year 325. To obviate this incobvenisnce, Gregory ordained, in 
1582, that the 15ih October should be counted instead of the 5th, for the future; 
and to preveol the recurrence of this error, it was further determined that the 
year beginning a century, should not be bissextile, wilh ihe exception of the 
beginniegol each fourth century. Thys, 1700 and 1800 have not been bissextile; 
Dor will 1900 be so; but the year 200^* will be bissextile. In Hits manner, three day$ 
are retrenched in four hundred years; bocause the lapse of the eleven minuteh 
makes three days in about that period. 'I'he year of the calendar is thus made, ak 
nearly as possible, to coriespopd witj^the true solar year; and future errors of 
chronology are avoided. 

The adoption of this chaMe, which is called the Gregorian, nr New Style, 
(the Julian being called the Old Style,) was for some time resisted by states 
under the aullioruy of the See of Rome. The change of the style tn Kngland, wah 
established by an Act of Parliament passed in 1752. It was then enacted, that the 
year should comrueuce on the 1st of January, insie'id of March 25th ; and that in 
the year 1752, the dsys should be numbered as usual until September 24, when the 
day following should be accounted the 14lh of September, omitting i I days. The 
Gregorian principle of droping one day in every hundredth year, except the fourth 
hundiedtli^ was also enacted. J'he alteration was. fora long time, opposed by the 
prejudices of individuals; and even now, with ^ome persons the Old Style is so 
pertinaciously adhered to, that rents are made payable on the old quarter days, in- 
stead of the new. For this reason, and not in deference to the p'ejudice. the old 
festivals are mentioned iu the British Almanac. The Russians siill retain the Olu 
Style, thus creating an inconvenience in their public and commercial intercouiise 
with other nations, which, we trust, that the growing intelligence of the people 
will eventually be correct. ^ 

During the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entire change in the calendar, which was in existence more than twelve years; 
and IS important to be noticed, as all the public acts of the French nation were 
dated according to this altered style. The National Convention, by a degree of 
the .5ih October, 1793, established a new Era. which was called, in the place or 
the Christian era, the era of ihe French. The commencrinent of each year, of 
the first ‘‘ Vendiiniaire," was fixed at the midnight commencing the day, on whitfli 
the autumnal equinox fell, as deteimined at the observatory at Paris. This era 
commenced on the 92nd of September, 1792, of being the epoch of the foundation 
of the Republic ; but Its establishpient was not decregd till the 4ih “ Fiimaire^* 
of the year 1[. (4rh November. 1793). Two days afterwards the public acts 
were thus dated. This calendar existed till the Ipth ** Nivose,*^ year XIV. (the 
3181 December, 1805,) when the Gregorian mpde of computation was restored. '

1. DoMii'lfiCAL Letters.— The seven days^oMhe week, reckoned rs beginning 

on the let ot Jdnuary, ar^ de>ignated by the first seven letters o( the alphabet, A, 
B, C, D, £, F, G ; and the one ot these, which denotes Sunday, is the tjdominical 
letter. Thus, if the year begin on Sunday, A iu the dominical letter ; if i^ be^in 
on Monday, that letter 18 , G ; if on Tuesday, it isT; and so on generally Jo 
find the dominical letter, call New Year’s Day A., the next day H. and so on 
tiM you come to the first Sunday, and the letter that answers to it, is the duminical 
letter. If there were : 61 days, or exactly 52 weeks in the year, the dominical 
letter would be always the same ; but the year contains 365^ days; an excess 
of l^day over 52^week8. The day is taken into the account «very year, and the one 
fpuith makes a day in every four years; so that the dominical letter falls back- 
ward one for each oi the three years, in which the date or number of the 
year cannot be divided, without remainder, by 4, and. two tetters every fourth 
year, when the date can be so divided ; as in the year 1B28, it is divisible by 4, and, 
therefore, Februaiy will contain 9 days. The year began on Tuesday: count 
forward Tuesdays to Sunday, inclusive, is six days, and the sixth letter from A 
inclusive is F. Theietoreai first, F is the dominical letter; but the 29th of Fe- 
bruary, which is added, or intcrca/otod, throws the Ist day of March a day later 
in the week than it would otheiwise have been; and. therefoie, the Sunday letter 
for March and all the remaining months will be £. The years which have the 29 
days in February, and the two dominical letteis are called hUsettiles, for the reason 
already given or Jofip 1 /o/irs ; because the day of the month, alter February, leap 
overadayof the week. Inlaw, the ^^8th and 29lh of February are accoiinied day, 

2 . The Golden Number. At the end of every nineteen years the new and 

full moons happen at very nearly the same times of the year. 1'he ancients dis- 
coveieU ihis, and leckoned the nineteen years, or **cycle of the moon’’ as it is 
called, so that it terminated the year belore the Chiisiian era. I'his cycle was 
marked by the Greeks with letteis of gold, 'riierefore, to find the golden number 
or number of the year in this cycle, add 1 to the date; divide by 19: the quoti- 
ent in the number of cycles of the moon since the birth of Christ, and remainder 
s the golden number ; as the present year is 1828, add 1, is 1829; divide by 19, 
s 96 cycles, and there remains 5, the golden number, ' 

3. Tire Cycle OF uie 6un is the numlrer of years that elapse before the 
Sundays throughout the year, happen on the same days of the month. If there 
were 364 days in the year, that would happen every year; if 365, it would happen 
every seventh year; but because the one fourth of a day makes an alteration ot a 
day every fourth year, the cycle must extend to 28 years. Nine years of this cycle 
had elapsed before the birth of Chiist. Therefore, to find the cycle of the sun 
add 9 to the date divide by 28 ; the quotient i$ the number of cycles since the birth 
of Christ, and the remainder is the cycle of ihe sun ; as, for the year 1828, add 9 
is 1837, divide by 26, the quotient is 65 cycles, and the remainder is 17, the cycle 
of the sun. 

4. The Epact is the moon’s age for the first day of Jafiuary, or the equation 
between the beginning of the solar and the lunar year. ’The time from one new 
moon to another is about 29i days. Thus there are, in a year, twelve revolutions 
of the moon, and 11 days over, therefore, the twelfth new moon will take place Ji 
days earlier each year than it did the year before. In the lunar cycle of 19 years 
there are 12 new moons in each, of 12, and 13 in each of 7 ; because the 1] days of 
yearly difference in three years, exceed a lunar monili by 3|| days. If it were not for 
the odd mmutes and seconds, the age of the moon on the 1st of January, could al- 
ways be found, by multiplying the golden number by U, aud dividing by 30 - ihea 
the remainder would be the epacJ or age of the moon on the let of Jannary.' The 
following method will answer for the day of the moon’s age on the 1st of January 
till the end ofMie present century. 'J ake I from the golden number, multiply 
wliat is left by II, divide by the remainder is the cpacf, or moon’s age on die 
3Bt of January: as'/o- 1828. the golden number is 5; take away 1, leaves 4 - mul 
liply by 11,18 44 divide by 30, remains 14, the epact, oi moon’s age on the Ist 
January.

leaves So days after the Istof March, when the full moon preceding Easter takes 
place, which is the 31st, or last day of March, when the following Sunday is Eas- 
ter day. 'i'o find the day itself, add 4 to the number of the dominical letter ; sub- 
tract the sum from the limit, and the remainder from the next number of 7s. 
that IS greater than Itself ; this last remainder, added to the limit, will give the 
number of days from the first of March to Easter-day, including both : if less than 
31, It will show on what day of March Easter falls; and if greater, take 31 frotn 
li, and the remainder will show upon what day of April. Thus, for 1838, the 
dominical letter is E . the number of which is 5 Add 4 to 5 is 9 ; take this Iroin

It was 
establibhed by the Emperor Constantine, in the year 313, to regulate certain 
payments by the subjects of the empire; therefore, to find it for any year, sub- 
sfract 313 from the date, divide by 15, and the remainder is the Induction ; as from 
1628, suhstract 3i2, leaves 1516 ; divide by 15 leaves I, the Homan Infliction. 

8. Septuagesima Sunday is the ninth Sunday before Easter. 

9. Shrove Sunday is the seventh before Easter. 

10. Whit Sunday is the seventh after Easter. 

11. Trinity Sunday is the eighth after Easter. 

13. Advent Sunday is the Sunday nearest (he 30th of November, whether 
before or alter. 

When Easter is known, any of the days that depend on it can be easily found 
as, for 1838 Easter is April 6, Whitsunday is 7 weekB,tor 49 days, after; then ;

into ihe Liiurgy of the Church of England in 550. ^ ^ 
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6. ^f^phany . — The wdrd Epiphany sieaifles qppearanct or apparitiihi, ri'his 
festival is kent in commeinoraMon ot the “ Maoifestation’' of the Saviour of man- 
kind to the GVnttles, and appears to hkve been Hrst observed, as a separate feast 
in the year 81S. 1'he prhnitive C hristians celebrated the Feast of the Nativity 
fbrtivelve days, observing the iifst and last with the greatest solemnil^y. From 
the circumstance Of this festival being twelve dtys after Christinas, it is vulgarly 
dalled “ Twelfth days.*’ „ ^ 

12. Plough Monday is the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received this 
appellation from its having been dated uponr by our forefathers, as the period 
when they returned to the duties of agriculture, alter the festivities of Christmaa. 

2d. Septiiagesima iSu7i</A2/.— Septuagesirna Sunday, is a Sunday dependent 
npod Lent, as tha* season is upon Easter. It is to be constHered as the prepara- 
fion tor the fast of Lent. Its observation was instituted by Pope Gregory the 
Great. The name of the first Sunday tn Lent havin;g been distinguished by the 
Appellation of Quadragesima, and the three weeks preceding, having been appro- 
priated to the giadual introduction of the Lent Fast, the three Sundays of these 
weeks Wore called by names significant of 1 ) eir situation *. and reckoning by Oe- 
('tenths), the Sunday preceding Quadragesima, received Its present title 
Quin(]uagesima, the second Sexagesiina, and the third Septuagesima. 

3D. King Chtirles the Firsi^s Martyrdom. dedith of Charles 1., is cele- 
brated as a fast of the Church. 

FEBRUARY. 

2. Purification,— Th\9 day is kept in yie reformed Church, as a solemn festi- 
val, in memory of the Purification of the Virgin Mary, who submitted to the in- 
junction of the law, under which she lived, and presented the infant Jesus in the 
Temple. The festival was celebrated iti the Christian Churches with an abun- 
dance of light, and was originally called ** Candlemas Day,*’ as well as the Day 
of Purification. The practice of lighting the Churches has been discontinued in 
this country since the second year of Edward the VI. In the Romish Church, 
the orginaJ name and all its attendant cerimonies. are stdl retained. 

8* iSkt’otje Tuesday,- After the people had made the confession required at 
this season, by the dicipline o( the ancient Church, they were permitted to indulge 
itt fOstiye hmusetn'ents, although hot allowed to paitake of atiy lepast beyond ihe 
lisua) substitutes for flesh ; ahd hence arose the custom, yet preserved, of eating 
pancakes and fritters at Shrovetide. On these days of authorised indulgence, the 
most wanton recneatinns were tolerated, provided a due regard was paid to the 
abstinence coromauJed by the Church ; and from this origin sprang the Popish 
Carnival. From the loose pastimes ot the age in which the Carnival originated, 
are also to be traced Ihe nearly exploded diversions of cock-fighting, and cock- 
Uirowing. ^ . 

9. Ath Wednesday. — The primitive Christians did not commence their 
X.ent. until the Sunday now called the first io Lent. Pope Felix 111, in the year 
487, first added the four days preceding the old Lent Sunday, to complete the 
Dumber of fasting days to forty. Gregory the Great introduced the sprinkling of 
ashes on the first of the four additional days, which give it ihe name of Dtes Cine- 
rum, or Ash Wednesday. At ihe Reformation, this practice was abolished, ** as 
bieittg a mere shadow, o’r vain show.** 

13. Qnadragesiima, or first Sunday in Leaf.— Kreombert, King of Kent, 
Itrst appointed Hie fast of Lent in ihe year 641 ; .succeeding generations 
marked the distinctions Irq^ween the various foods. We find flesh to have been 
early prohibited during Lent, though Henry Vlll, published a proclamation 
10 I.‘i4S, allowing the use of white meats, which c% ^llnue(i in force until, by piocla- 
mations of James J.in i619and 1625, and by Charles 1, in 16<7 and 1651, flesh 
wag again wholly forbidden. 

14. St. The practice of choosing a Valentine,** as it is called 

on this day, is loo well knowq, lo need explanation. The origin of this custom has 
been much controverted : it is indisputnbly of very ancient date. Valentine was 
a presbyter of tbe(3buicb, who suffered martyidom under Claudius 11. at Rome, 
A. D*271.

6. Mid-lent Sir/tdaif.— This day received its appellation, because it is the 
middle ^Sunday b^«iween Qaadrage.ssima and Easter Sunday. It is hy some called 
the iVlotbetiog Sunday, | term expressive of the ancient usage ol visiting the Mo* 
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IheV or Caiherlral Churches the Mveral dioceses, when . voliinta|jr offerings 
Wiare made, which are now called Eagrer Offeiings. • ” 

17. 6t. FtttriekSt, Patriiffc, from the eminent services hi^eadered the 
Irish, ID converting them from raoiatrjr is called the Afiostle aniFFather of the 
Piiberni%n Church, and is the Patron or tutelar saint of that island. 

lit), Fci/m •Sundoi/.— Haim iBuaidaj is the Sunday preceding Easter, or the 
last Sunday in Lent. In the Aicient Church Palm Sunday, with the. whole of 
the week, which it commences was held in strict devotion, and deserved with 
greater rigour as to fasting and humdiatioo than any other part of the Lent season. 
The festival commemorates our Saviour*s triumphal eutry iuio Jerusalem, when 
branches of palm were spread before him. 

'24. Maunday /Tuesday.— Edward III in the year 1S63, appears to have 
been the drsl English monarch, who introduced into this counti^. the practice of 
feeding, clothing, and distributing money to indigent persons on Maunday 'J'hurs- 
day. The Custom has continued without intermission to the present period ; and 
yearly, on this day, the Lord Almoner, or in his absence, the sub*almoner, attends 
for that purpose, in Whitehall Chapel. 

^5. Anvunciaiion or Lady D/iy.-^The reformed Church celebrates this 
day as a joyful fesiivai from the connexion between the circumstance commemo- 
rated. and the incarnation. ** Our Lady*' is the ancient and popular name of the 
Virgin iVlary. 

'25, Good Friday,— From the earliest records of Christianity, this day Itas 
been held has a solemn fast, in remembrance of the Crucifixion. Its appellation 
of Good, appears to be peculiar to the«Church of England. Our Saxon forefathers 
denominated it Long Friday, from the length of the offices ami fastings on that day. 

*27. Easter Sunday is a moveable festival, held in commemoration of the 
Aesurrection, and being the most important and most ancient in observance : 
governs the whole of the other moveable feasts throughout the year. 

APRIL. 

28. Saint George. « Ed ward in, at the battle of Calais, in the year 1349 
joined to, England’s then supposed principal guardian, St. Edward the confe^^sor. 
the name of St. George, both ot whom he earnestly invoked to aid his arms. The 
next year, the Order of the Garter was esrablished, dedicated to St. George; 
and the Saint himself has, from that period, been considered as protector of 
England. 

25. St, Mark the Evengelist,—Oa this day the reformed Church holds a 
festival in comraemoiation ofihe benefits the Christian religion^ has received from 
the exertions of this Evangelist. 

MAY. , 

1. St. Philip and St. James^ Apostles, — The Church, on this day, comme- 
morates the sufferings of St. Philip; and also of St. James the Less, the first 
Bishop of Jerusalem. 

1. Bagatiora .Sunday, ~ Rogation Sunday received and retains its title from 
the Monday Tuesday, and Wednesday immediately following it which are called 
Rogation fjiiys, derived from the Latin Hogare, to beseech. The earliest Chris- 
tians appropriated extraordinary prayers and supplications for those three days; 
a preparation for the devout observance of our^ Saviour’s A-^cension, on the day 
next succeeding to them, denominated Holy Thursdav, or Ascension Day. The 
whole week, in which these days happen, is styled Rogation Week ; and in some 
parts It IS still known by the other names of Crop-Week, Gtass-Week, and Gang 
or Procession- Week. The perambulations of parishes are made in this week. 

5. Ascension-Day or Holy Thursday, \b the day on which the Church cele 
brates the Ascen.sioii ol our Saviour, th6 foriielh day after his resurrectiou from 

15. ’ IFfiitsuTiday.- On this day is celebrated tifs descent of the Holy Ghoet 
upon the Apostles, m the visible appearance of fiery cloven JcAigues. and in those 
miraculous powers, which were then conferred^ upon them Whitsuntide is seven 
weeks alter Easter. * 

22. Trinity Sunday*— Trinity Sunday is a festival observed hy the Lati^ 
and Protestant Churches on the Sunday next following Pentecost, or Whitsuntide, 
of which, originally, it was merely an Octave. * ,

?4. 5^. C'-»hn the Baptist,— The rerormed ^Church holds a festival on this 
day, ID rommei^-oraiion of .i.be ‘'Nativity of St. Joh'J the Baptist.’* 

2D. St. Peter the Apostle.— The Feast of St. Peter was instituted in ^the year 
813, per tiaps to celebrate the martyrdom of the^ Apostle, who suffered at Hume 
about 64. '' I 

JULY. 

3. Do^-dai/s fte^m.^The Canicular, or Choft-days, commence on the 3rd of 
July, and end on the llth of Auaust. Common opinion has been accustomed to 
reeard the rising and setting with the Sun, or Sinus, or the Dog-star, as the cause 
of eace<^ive heat, and consequent calamities, instead of view^/ig it as the sign when 
such effects migiit'^e expected. Of this notion. Dr. Hutton says, '‘the star not 
only vanes m Its rising, in every one year as the latitude varies; but is always 
later and later eveiy year, ill all latitudes ; so that in time the star may, by the 
Same rule, come to be charged with bringing frost and snow.” 

25. — t his Apostle IS called James the Great, to distinguish him 

from the other Apostle, who is called the Less. 

AUGUST. 

1. Lammas Day.— Lemmas is one of the four Cross Quarter-days of the 
year, as they are now denominated. Whitsuntide was formerly the first of tiiese 
quarters, Lariiriias the second, IVJarUnmas the next, and C'andlemas the last; and 
auch partition of the year was once equally common with the present divisions 
ol Laiiy-day Mid-summer. Michaelmas, and Christmas. Some rents are yet 
able at these ancient quarterly days in England, and they continue general in 
Stodand. 

‘i4. St. Bartholomew the Apostle.— The proper name of this Apostle was 
Nathaniel, by which, and not by that of Bartholomew, he is mentioned by St. 
John. The festival of St. Bartholomew wa$ instituted A. D. 1130. 

SEPTEMBER. 

21. St. Maftfieic.~This Evaogelisrs festival is of great antiquity. 

29. St. /Urc/msL—'J'his festival was, in the year 487. established in honour 
of Michael, the reputed Guardian of the Church, under the title of ” St. Michael 
and All Angels.” 

OCTOBRR. 

18. St. Luke the Evangelist.— The festival held in commemoration of this 
Evangeli.si, was first instituted hy the Christian Chuich in the year 1130. 

28. St. Stmon and St. Jude Apostles.— The two Apostles, St. Simon and 
St. Jude, are iobitly commemorated by the Cbuich on this day, as appears to have 
been the usage from the year 1091, when their feast was first instituted. 

NOVEMBER. 

I. iiff Saints. —All Saints, or All Hallows, in the Protestant Church, is a 
day of geneial commemoration of all those saints and martyrs, in honour of whom, 
individually, nO particular day has been expressly assigned.

THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OP THE YEAR. 

It is impossible for any one, learned, or unlearned, to live tliroiich the year; 
or even through the months, or the day, without noticing the influence which ihe 
changing po>4iiion8 of the heavenly bodies, have upon his own comfort, and upon 
the stale ot all things aiound him. This is the book of wonder, which, at the first 
dawning of reason, both individuals aniL nations, attempt to read. It is always 
open; no perception is so dull as not to be able to iiace its greater lines; and, 
from the magnitude of these, and Ihe unerring certainty of their recurrence at 
their regular and Ihe changes which they pioduce upon every thing that 

grows or lives. It IS didit'uU to imagine the existence of a mind, so incurious as 
not to from to itself some theory of flieir nature and causes. 

In a country like B/ngland. where the changes are so frequent, and the con- 
tract so striking, the subject is constantly before every body ; and be It in city or 
on common, in hall or in hut, the season, the day, and the weather, are among 
the veiy first topics of conversation. If even, lu the ceotre of a crowded city, 
where nature IS, as it wf^eie, excluded, and man and ait rule supreme, — if there, 
amid all the displays of manutaciure, all the bustle and occurrences of society, 
and all the news ot nations, the phenomena of the day and ihe year can claim 
the attention,— how much more must they do, this, to the peopl^ who are scat- 
tered over ihe country, and spend most ot their time in the open air? 'I'o all these, 
that volume, of which the Almanac is the index, is a daily book, to man; and 
especially to those who have not had the advantages of education, it is the 
only book. 

A subject, the appearance of which force themselves upon the notice of all, 
but of wliicli the philosophy lies in the depths ot science, must be the means 
either of great good or of great evil ; for, upon any subject that interests the 
mind powerfully, if knowledge be not planted superstition is sure to spring up of 
it own accord. J'hat he who knows nothing maybe made to believe any thing 
is found to be a maxim of but too geneial truth; eUtd upon no subject has its 
truth been more ireqtienly verified than upon the one under consideration. In 
the early ages of the world, and before revelation had substituted a moral and 
intellectual system for an ideal and superstitions one the phenomena of the year 
and more especially the luminaries that are attendant upon and produce these 
phenomena weie acknowledged and worshipper! as gods— suhsti«*ited in tlie pbice 
of Jlim whoie instruments they are, and who impianted in them those properties 
and assigned them those motions, in consequence of whi^i they produce these 
effects. In moulding them for this purpose, l^ere is no doubt ihat the artful por- 
tion of society employed all ibrir cunning, in order to enclave the minds of the 
multitude, and enable themselves to piofii by the daiknes*i which they occrisioned. 
Rut if the subject itself had not been the best adopted for,siiperstiijon, ihe vePy 
cunning which made use of it would have necessarily chosen that wirit'h answered 
its purpose betters. So far, however, as research can be mUde iij,to the early 
history ot inaakiiid the sun the moon, and such stars tliifve any thing remarks- 


I 
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'bie in theirUppearancQ, have been tlie objects ^of adoration; and that ai^ra> 
tion has alv^s been the more marked, in proportion as the appearance of the 
luminaries ha^? been the more varied. We fiod^it much more in the Laplander 
and the inhnbiihnt of Gr^nland who have theiif* montbR of summer’s day and 
winter’s night, than we do in those tropical countries, where the day is ^Iways of 
nearly the same length and where flooding rain and burning drought are the* chief 
phenomena that vary the ](ear. t 

But the superstitious adoration of the celestial appearance is not confined to 
the eirly and barbarous state of nations. When tins superstition was expelled 
from religion and the luminaries were deprived of their godship, they did not at 
once kose the whole of their consequence ; but held their place as the agents and 
arbiiars of huinanViestiny. Upon this arose a system of sufierstition, which left 
not a thing in nature, a member of the human body or an event oLhuman life 
upon winch it did not lay hold. 'I'he individual bodies had each their special 
virtues, their good or their bad influence; these were modified by the grouping of 
the stars into constellations apd from the positions of the sun, moon, and planets, 
among these there arose other compound influences till the system became as 
complicated as it was ridiculous. So tinnly was this believed at one time, that 
nothing could be done or undertaken without a previous consultation of stars, to 
find out whether it was their pleasure that the issue should be prosperous; and 
the aspect of the stars at a man’s birth was admitted to have ten times as much 
influence upon his success in life, as his talents, his education, and his conduct. 
Indeed it had much more ; lor if it was iiqjt the pleasure of the stars^and the 
revealing of that was commitied entirely to the astrologer— the man could not act, 
or be educated or even born. If one wished to know whether any substance 
would answer any purpose, he did not try it. he consulted the moon; and if any 
thing was lust search was not made for it the moon was questioned through the 
medium of the astrologer, who always contrived, by bis confederates to be in 
possession of asmaoy lost things as kept up the credit of the crait. 

By lhi« most absurd system of superstition the reason and common sense of 
the people were rendered completely useless; and which was far worse the foun- 
dation of morality was completely taken away, -•because, if the succe«s or the 
failure the good or the bad of human actions, did not depend upon men them- 
selves, but upon an unerring destiny, to be read in the aspect of the stars there was 
an end of all virtue and attempting to do rightly; because, as the destinv was 
fixed, no effort on the part of the man could alter it — indeed he could make no 
effort, unless that was also set down in the aspect of the heavens at his naiivity. 

VV hen superstition had thus destroyed both the intellect and the morals of 
mankind, the absurdities into which it led them were endless; and as any subject 
in Older to be Pondered at, requires only to be incomprehensible, the delusion be- 
came very general. Nor is it yet eradicated. Language contribuics a liitle to this ; 
even the well informed talk about *' stars" and rlestmies." and those who have 
bttle information believe that these words have a literal significBtion. The disposi- 
tion which all people have to pry into the future also tends to perpetuate this su- 
perstition. The proper key to the futifreis induction from the past ; but the proper 
sue of that supposes habits of observing and reasoning which cannot yet he regard- 
ed as general among the people of any country ; so, they who cannot anticipate the 
future, by connecting it with the present and the past, still follow after the delu- 
sion not only of astrologers— moon-aml-star men,— but fortune-telling impostors 
of all sorts ; an<l the delusioff is helped to be perpetuated by those publicatioos 
in which the nonsence of astrology is still retailed to the public. 

These circumstances render it necessary that the phenomena of the year should 
be explained ID the most simple and philosophic manner, that the real causes of 
those phenomena should be maile palpable jto the most ordinary capacity; and 
that it should be plain to every one, that there is no mystery in the matter,— that 
the reypiutions of the heavenly bodies produce the appearances of the seasons, 
and i^othing more. TIk motives of these have, in fact, no more influence upon 
the conduct and thi destinies of mankind than the motion of a river towards the 
sea, or the fall of a stobe to the ground, when it is not borne up by some thing 
^hat can support iis weight ; and it would be just as rational to calculate the 
nativity of iO man froth the nnPion' of the Thames towards the sea as from the 
motion of the moon or the planets. Nay, the revolution of ai coach-wheel upon 
Jhe road just as meqji to do with human destiny as the motion of the heavenly 
bi^ies; and when, in its reFolutioo upou the dial, the minute hand of a clocs. 
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pB^8 over the hour haod, that has just as much inBuence upoa the Uleloi Dations 
or individuals as ao eclipse of ttie 8UD #r the mooD. ^ * r 

With the exception of the iii'ftt and heat produced by the suo^nd the light 
of the moon, and still fainter ilTuntination ot the stars, i^ere is no nason to infer 
that ttie teleslial bodies exert any influence, other than that ol gravitation, upon 
the earth itself ; and as iheir influence is wholly of a physical nature, it can have 
no effect whatever upon the nflnds or conduct of men, a^y more than ran be pro- 
duced bv the natural or artificial motion of any other substances. So far as the 
luminaries make men more or less (nmfortabie at the time they have an influence 
— as the genial temperature of the day raises the spirits in the same way, and to 
the same extent that they are laised by a similar temperature of a common fire, 
or ihe light of the moon enables a man to find his way at mght, Ju.st in the same 
phvsical he would find it by the same degree of lamp light : hut beyond these 
way as effects, there is, and there can be, nothing. If the luminary is at the 
same distance, shines for the same length ol time at the same height above the 
horizon, it matters not in w haf sign of the zodiac nr in what part of the h«>aven$ 
it may make its appearance, any more than ii sij^nifies whether the fire hy which 
one IS warmed, or the lamp hy which one is lighted, ib one of the east or the 
we«t of St. Paul’s ; and It would he just a« philosophical to calculate the future 
destiny ot a man bom the “ house’* in which he happened to be born, as tiom 
the'* house’* of the planets at the time ot his hirih. Indeed it wouhl he much 
more so ; for if intelligence and gO(td sense happen to he lords of the ascendant in 
the house of the parent, they aie very rational grounds for predicting the future 
welfare of the child; and so, also ignerance dissipation, and vice in the parent 
are far more malienant espects for the infant that has the misfortune to be born 
under them, than any configuration which either the stara, or any thing else out 
of any family can assume. 

’j'here was a time when not the people merely but the titled and the learned, 
were thrown into the gieatest consternation hy an eclipse of the sjn or moon, or 
the appearance of a comet or the aurora borealis. And why ? Because they are of 
comparatively rare occurrences and when mankind do not know the rational cause 
of kny thing, they always from to themselves a superstitious one* A candle is to 
the inmates of a room at night what the sun i« to the inhabitants of the earth du« 
fing the day ; it gives them light, and. if the fiame be large enough it gives them 
heat. Jf, too, there be a mirror upon the wall and the candle be so placed as that 
the light reflecied by the minor is throne into a room which the cai.ille does not 
illuminate, the mirror will give a sort of moonlight to any one who happens to be 
there. Now, if one of the family were to stand between another of the family 
and the candle, the candle— their sun for the tune— would be jiMt as much eclip- 
sed to the one from whose sight it were hidden, as the sun of the world is when 
the moon comes between it and the earth ; and so also if any one placed liimself 
iusuch manner, as that hia shadow fell upon the mirror, that mirror— the tempo* 
rary moon of those in the dark chamber — would be just as much eclipsed, as the 
moon of the world is when the earth comes between it and the sun, deprives it of 
the light of that iuminary, and prevents it from reflecting that light to the earth. 
Well IS there any person in his senses that would say, that because one of a family 
had come between another and the candle, or between the candle and the looking 
glass, that some direful calamity would helal ihe family, or that they would 
inevitably have a brawl or a law'Suit with the lolks at the next cnitacej and yet 
the consequences just mentioned are precisely of the same nature with ihe eclipses 
of the sun and moon ; and from their neainess they Ifhve much more effect on tiia 
inhabitants of the cottage than the celestial ones can have upon the inhabtlauis 
of the earth. A temporary want of light is the whole effect in both cases; and 
as that of the celeetial eclipse is never so complete as in ihe case of the candle 
and the mirror, i' is, except as a matter of curiosity, or as fixing a point of time 
of much less cuusequeuce than the other, « 

« 

With regard, again, to a comet, it is much the same as ^f one were to come 
into the room with a burning torch or taper aisil then go oul again ; an occurrence 
which could do no harm, unless the bearer of the torch we^e to run again.«t some- 
body or set fire to ihe house. So also, if the cornet be a solid substance, and if 
be light which It emits beof the burning kind, (for cnmetg are so discmt, ar^l 
tpminue so short n tune, that we are unable to be ceitam about their uaiuiei) tt 
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might if it ^me in contact with the earth, shatter it as a cannon ball shalten> a 
house, or boYq it as a red'h^U short or a shelfdoes ; but as long as we are out of 
its way. we af^. just as safe from harm as we tvou^d be if we stood on a high cliff 
and saw rockets. let off ten^miles at sea. A rocket^let off in Vauxhalb Gardens 
has just as much iiifiuence on the fate of nations and individuals, as all tt^^ comita 
that ever appeared ; and if the stick of the rosket happened to lall eny 

body, it would have a goorj^deal more. < 

There was a time when the “ Jack-o’-the-Jantern'*— inflammable air over a 
fen, apiece of rotten wood, or a putrid flsh— both of which, in a ceitaiii slate of 
rottenness, give out a gas which becomes luminous, was accounied as sorneihing 
alarming; but as every bungler in chemistry can now produce the same appear- 
ances whenever he pleases, they have ceased to be regarded with any degree of 
aDorehension. 

All these follies, with which people wasted their time, disturbed their imagi- 
nations, and made themselves uneasy. resulted from the want of a tittle— a very 
little— sober and independent thinking. Effects must he similar to their causes; 
and every subject which IS matter cannot affect ibe minn in any other way than 
by affecting ihe body. The arsenic wbicli lies buried a mile under ground, or 
that which IS contained in the stores of the Apothecaries' Company, is just as 
deadly in Its nattiie as that which has. by accident, crime, or madness, got into 
the human «tomac’h. Rut while i t lemains there it poisons nobody; and though, 
by continually alarming hiiTiseff about it. a man of weak mind might, in time, 
bring himself to believe that it would; and (hough this should injure his health, 
or even frighten him to death (he aisentc would be quite innocent of the matter. 

hat would even the most ignorant man now living think, if be were told, that 
it a pinch of gunpowder were lo be stolen from the stores of the Giaud Signior. 
hrooghtto f.ondon, and burned according to the lules of art. it would instantly 
blow up all the magazines in Turkey? Well, there was a time when the belief of 
sur h an influence in powder was far mote prevalent than that of the influence 
of the appearances of the year upon human life and fortuue is now. 

The sun, and moon and the planets and stars, are merely masses of matter- 
inanimate. and. of course, without any power of thinking and acting as whole— 
though they may have different classes of growing and living beings upon them, in 
the same way that ihe earth has ; and it may be, that while we are fiightening 
onr^elves with the changing phases of the moon, (he people on that iumiuary are 
in the same alarm at our planet. But bodies placed at so great a distance from 
each other, as the planets and stars are, can have no influence upon each other, 
saving that of giavitation. and light and heat, winch will, of course, change with 
every change of posit )on and distance. As, if the moon be far north in the sky. 
it will he longe'i ^ up." or above the horizon, to us in the^e northern latitudes; 
if it be near to the sun, oo the eastern side, it will shine in (he early part of the 
night ; if it be near, on the western side, it will shine in the latter part of the night ; 
if it be directly oppo<iite to the sun, it will, if jwsi a^ar north in the sky, rise at 
sunset and set at sunrise ; if it be farther north, it will rise before the sun sets, 
and set after the sun Ti*e8 if sou'h of ihe sun, it will rise after sunset, and set 
before sunrise and if it he in the same partol ihe sky with respect to east and 
west, as the sun, it will rise and set at the same time with that luminary, and not 
be seen, unless it be also in the «ame part of the sky with regard to north and 
south ; and ih that rase it will come, in whole or in part, between the earth and 
the sun, according as their pikres are exactly or only nfarly the same, and occa- 
sion a total or a partial eclipse of the sun. All 'be changes of the moon, with 
regard to shape and time of appearance, take place in every lunar month, from 
one new moon to another. All the variations, of appearances, eclipses and other 
phenomena, recur in a period of about nineteen years; and any of them may be 
fore (old by one i^lio has a knowledge of astronomy. 

There are some ether particulars in the moon's appearance, upon which 
supersUtion is still apt to lay hold, avid predict, if not something as to human lite 
at feast something aboii^ ibo weather which is a fertile subject for imposture. One 
ol them is the position ot ihe cusps, or points, of the new moon when first seen. 
[Jfhese are always both, at equal distances Irom the sun. and, of course, then .stand- 
ing straight, or feantng backwards, or for wards, depends upon the distance that 
Ihe niooo la^norfh^i south of the sun, Any one can see this by a very simple 
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exl^riment. Take ao orange or ao apple* or any ihini; rounrl, and lidfd it in your 
lettiiaod between you and liie^candief only as tar to ihe left as that '>^e light will 
shine on a part of it in the shapp of a new moon. 1 his moon^nay be much 
narrower or broader, acocordiifg as you liohl it nearer^or iuilhepfroro the line 
between^jpou and the candle. If you hold u just as high as the candle, the line of 
the pnlm will be upright ; if you^move it higher the candle, the line will lean 
backwsias* more and more as^t is raised; and it you move it down lower than the 
andte» the line will lean forward, more and more as it i% lowered. 


Two other peculiarities of theenoon. that occasion a good deal of speculation 
among those who arc ignorant ot the causes are, the harvest moon,” in Septem- 
ber, and '* the hunter’s moon,” in March; the former of which, when near tne 
full, rises for several igights at nearly the same hour, and the letter, at the same 
age. is equally remarkahte for the difference between the tunes of its lising. 'i'he 
moon moves nearly to the same distance from the sun every day.*but it moves in 
a path, the uue>hait of which is much nearer the north than the other; and this 
is the case also with the apparent annual path of the sun ; that luminary appear- 
ing much nearer to the north in summer than in vrinter. Thus, when the moon is 
moving nuithward at the most rapid rate, it escapes from the horizon northward, 
and rises earlier ; and when it moves southward at the most repaid rate, it ap- 
proaches to the horizon, and sets earlier. The full moon can be in the former 

{ msiiion only in September or October, and in the latter iu March or April ; and 
lus the harvest and hunter's moons are occasioned. 


Such are the principal changes in the moon's appearance ; they are all to be 
explained upon the simple facts of the* motions of the moon and the earth ; and, 
therefore, they neither have* nor can have, any of those inthiences which supersti- 
tion, the child of ignorance, ascribes to them. 

The planets being all much more remote fioro the earth than the moon is, and 
having little difference in their appearances, saving what arises from their ov^n 
motions and that of the earth round the sun, have little about them that claims 
attention, as connected with the appearances of the year. Influence upon the 
earth, upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way affects 
the coratort or the ordinary pursuits of mankind, they have none whatever; and 
therefore, the explanations of their appearaoces and motions may very property 
be left to the study ol astronomy. 

Thus, the only thing that remains in order to complete this simple notice of 
the phenomena of the year, is some account of the annual appeaiances of iha 
sun — that grand sourse of light, and iiie* and enjoyment, to all the animal aoil 
vegetable tubes. 

In order that the whole may be clearly understood by those who have not 
jmuch knowledge of geography and asiironorny it may not be imf roper to begin 
With the apparent revolution of the heavens, every day, as arising from the real 
rotation ot the eanh. When a round body, such as an orange, or a billiard ball. 
U made to whirl lound in the $ame place upon the table, by spinning it. although 
there may be do mark upon it, one can easily peiceive that there is one point in 
the middle of the upper part oi it, round which all the rest turns, jnst as a wheel 
turns upon an axle; and if one could see it from below, there would he found a 
similar point in ilie middle of the under part, round which the whole would be 
seen to turn. These two Jlxed points would be ihe po/es of (he bail or oranse ; and 
if we imagine a line drawn from the one, through the centre to the other, that Imo 
would be the axis of rotation. The earth turns round f'lotn west to east every 
twenty. lour hours, in the very same manner; only, instead of being supported 
upon any thing tike the ba'I or the uiange, it is kept in its place by the mutual 
altiaction between it and the sun. If we make a little mark any where upon the 
bail, and imagine duiselves to be living there, the candle which stands still upon 
the table would appeas to move in the contrary direction lo thaU of the ball. If 
the opndle be held just as high as the middle of the ball, the mark, wherever we 
plac^ It, (say in the upper pan, half way to the centre or 4>ole,) will pasa one- 
halt ot its revolution through the liehc of thefCandle, and*the«o<her halt not. li 
(the mark being still in the same place) the candle be raised higher up than the 
centre of the ball or (which will have just the same eflecr) if the ball is put lower 
down than the candle, the, mark will pass through the light; for a longer lime Jf 
each rotation than it is in the dark; and if* the caiidle be held further down that 
the ceo^eof the ball, or (he bait raised higher than the centre df the. candle, the 
mark will pass thiough the light for a shoitcr time th^n i% does through the daik- 
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ness on th\^ other side. Also, the increase of light in the former case, antf the 
dei'rease in *iie lattei, wiU be the gieater, >he farther the centre of the bait is 
below or abol^ the canille, and the nearer the lAark is to the pole or point round 
which the uppSr part of ttie ball seems to turn. If we call the upper pole of the 
ball the rwrihpote the marH (rai her more than a third of the ppper halt from that 
pete) any place in the British islands; and suppose the ball to be the earth, and 
the c’^ndle the sun, we hi^ve before us the whole f nnciples of the motions that 
piodiice the changes of the seasons. 

v\^e have only to imagine a level plane, of^even flate surface, to pass through 
the centre o* the sun; that the exis upon which the earth turns round is always 
upright 4o that place ; that the orbit, or path, which the earth moves in during the 
year, lies, one-half of it above the plane, anrl the other belosi^ and that this orbit 
has'an inciinatt^n. or ma/css dit angle of about twenty-three degrees and a half 
with the plane each way , then if we further imagine, that the north pole of the 
earth is uppermost and that the earth, in moving round the orbit irom west to east, 
performs as many rotations as there are days in a year, we shall have the whole 
means of explaining the changes of the seasons. 

If we imagine that the point at which the earth is highest above the level 
plane passing through the centre of tbe sun. is immediately before us and nearest 
tout; then the point at which ii meets the level plane. >n descending, will be the 
one larthest to the right of the sun ; that where the earth is farthest below the level 
plane will be the one at the greatest distance, and right before us; and that at 
which the earth meets the level plane in asgendtog towards us, will be the one 
most remote from the gpn on our left hand. 

The first of these points will he the shortest day to those in the northern hg- 
mispJiere; and lor the quarter of a year from that to the second point, the day 
there, will always be less than twelve hours, and the night more. 

The second point will be the vernal equinoz>- equal day and night in the 
spring; and in the quarter from thence to Uie third point, the days m the northern 
l^ispfaere will always be more than twelve hours, aod the nights less. 

The third point will be the midsummer, or longest day, in the northern hemis* 
phere ; and in the quarter from that to the fourth point, the day will be again more 
than twelve hours, and the night less. 

Tbe fourth point will be the autumnal equinox,— equal day and night 
autumn; and in the quarter from thence to the point at which we supposed the 
cann to set out, the day will be, as in the quarter first noticed, less than twelve 
hours, and the night more. 

li is evident, that on the half of the surface which is round the other, or south 
pole, the appearances of the seasons will be quite reversed. 

Thus, in the whole of the half that lies above tbe level plane, the day will be 
shorter than the night ; it will decrease during the first part of that half, and 
lengthen again, at the same rate, during the second. Also, in the whole half be- 
low tbe plane, the day will be longer than the night It will lengthen during the 
first part, and shorten at the same rate during the second. 

On the earth, the motion which causes the lengthening and shortening of the 
day IS not seen, except by all the stars that are round the heavens coming to the 
aouth in succesaion at midnight ; and the sun being farther north at rising and 
setting# and higher at mid slay when the day lengthens, — and the reverse whan 
it ahortena. 

Tbe lengthening end shortening are not at the same rate at all times of the 
year ; for it is not the absolute distance of the earth from tbe level plane, but the 
change of distance between one day and another that makes tbe difference of 
their tengtha. t.Now, if any one take two rings of hoops of any kind, and put 
tbe mse serosa the centre of ^ be other, a little obliquely, be will see that they 
reoedis from each other most rapidly at the two points where they cross, and that 
itti#yray betwee^thdua points tb^e is a oonsiderable space where they are near- 

tho same distance. Tbereforei, the days must lengthen and shorten most 
tlpitdly at tho eqninoxea, and be for some little time of naarJy equal lengths 
St iBtd summer and^naid whiter. 

i. Tbe different duration of tbe day, and the different heights of the sun, are 
the causM of USoso vsiistions of natural boat whiob so besiMifulli dirs^fy 
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ON VHB BAKO&IBTBR. * 

This instrument, as comnfonly met with, is verf imperfecffy ronefructed * 
bat, neverthele<(s, will answer tolerably well ihe purpose*, of a Wather-^lass. 
People, ill general, pay too much attention to the words fair, rain, stormy, &e., 
engraven upon the scale; anfl It is a eoinmon error t(^ imagine t at, os long ua 
the mercury, or the index winch marks its course, points to tho«e expressions^ 
the weather will be in accordance tvitli them. The most important luot, however, 
to be ascertained in making an observation is, whether the mercury is in the a' t 
of rising or falling; as, if it ascends, aliliniigli the index point to the word 
rain, it is a much siirgr indication ot fine weather than when the index points 
to fair, and the rnetui descends. The point may geiierally'be nscertain^d hy 
gently tapping the instrument ; wliich, freeing the mercury from a slight 
a'lhesion to the glass, allows its freer motion, and instantly shows its upward 
or downward tendency. 

The attention should also be directed to the number of inches, and parts of 
an inch engraven upon the scale, with which tiie level of the mercury or th« 
index coincides: these denote the length of the column of metal which a column 
of the air, of equal base, at the moment is capable of supporting; and, con<« 
sequently, the weight of the latter.* The average height of this column fop 
the month is recorded in the register, as well as its range, from wliich the two 
extreme points of its course may he calculated, to winch it rarely reaclns. 
R>iiri is most plent'liil, and tiiundi>r most frequent, when tlie quicksilver 
fluctuates a little below the average. If it descend raprdly and considerably 
below this point, storms of wind are indicuted, while, in proportion as it rises 
above tlic same point, tln‘ probability of fair weather increases. Settled weather 
must not be expected while the column of mercury is below Its nnaii he ght 
for the month. Sudden and considerable changes in either dife^dii/n arc com- 
monly followed by fair or foul weather equally transient ; while a steady rise 
from day to day of about a temb of an inch in twenty four hours, or a 
prolonged tall in the <aine proportiun (either ot them passing tlm m* an pom'), 
may generally he trinsted as prognostics of continued fair weather or lain. 

It may now perliaps be asked in what way the varying weight of the 
atmosphere- is connected with the changes of the weather, and wliiil; pro iines 
tlii4 vauatiori of weight ? These are questims which have long puzzled phi.o- 
eophers : uod many errone ous soliiiions have been gi\en of the problem Hy 
sonic, the increase of weight has been supposed to proceed from the qinintity 
Of water d'^jolveil in the uir ; this is, however, refuted by the simple fact, thot 
wlifn the barometer stands hignesi. the air is most dry ; and, on llie conirar'i, 
rdin generally occurs wlien the nfmosphere is light. Olliers, again, hive attri- 
buted tiie phenomenon to a centrifugal force coiiiiiiunicated to then wind by ibn 
roiatorv motion of the earth The question is certainly very diihcult umi 
complicated; but we trust that sorn* id^a maybe foimed of the true cause of 
the rise und hill of the barometer from the following explanation. 

It may bo demonstrated that, owing to the unequal distribution of heat 
upon the surface of our globe, and fho gradiini decrease of temnerafore from 
the equator to the poles, the elastic fluids of the atmosphere must perpetually 
circulate between the colder and the hotter points; flowing Irom the foiniei* 
to the latter on the surface of the earth, and returning from (he latter to ilm 
former in upper opposite currents. IVow it is clear that, if such be the fact, 
the barometer weighs the pressure of these t wo cotpbined currents at any given 
point; und as long as they balance one another, that is to say, as long as an 
equal quuntitv of air is brougftt by one stream to the base of Ihe perpendicular 
eoininn to what is carried otf by the other from its summit, so long will tlieir 
combined wel ilits be unchanged. But should any cause, partially acting, check 
the course of one, witliotir at the same time impeding that o[^ the other, the 
balance will be destroyed, and the. barometer, by rise or fail, will mark thn 
amount of the disturbance. Owing to various causes, but chiefly to (he iin*'quiil 
distribution of water and land upon the siirfaca of the eav'th^ the course ot the 
winds li by no means so regular as is assumed above, but lliis grand sisiem of 
balancing currents certainly results, although masked in* particular regions J.y 
airoumstaiices, most of which, however, give rise to minor systems ot ccir^ 

* Henco IS denvciTtiie uameol the lustruoieDt flam (Kreck wvrdSi meusorf 
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pengatlnpr cii^r^nfs, to which, as concerns the barometer, the same remarks t'till 
apply. Ariy'^^oiie, iiidee«i, .may convhife lAros. If such systems prevail in 
the atmosplier^Jty w<itcliin(; tlie prouress of tlieeslouds ; and in this way he will 
afien be able to'.ltiiect inoce thun two sucli ciirrCuts exisliug together. Now, 
while he is watching their courses, lot him for a momiMit suppose that the baio* 
meter is per fectl) stationary, and then let him iipagine one of the streams of air 
before him suddenly cnecked ; the others will conv'ione to flow on for a time in 
their primary directions, Tin account of their oripiiiHl impulse; and the baro- 
xneter. he wi*l conceive, must fall, because more air is carried off above it than 
Si compensated hy the coneiii which oriuiniiily maintuined the balance ; and as 
n deflciencv ot the nenal fluid is thus produced in one part of the atmosphere, 
an equivalent accuiniilaiion must st the same time result in some otlier part. 

Ami we need dot be at n loss to discover a cause quite (foinpetenl to produce 
the unequal effects upon the currents of the atmosphere contemplated above, 
minaled with the alinosphere ot permanent gases, an invisible atmosphere of 
•team is constantly rising from the surface ot the globe, varying in force with 
the lemperalure ol the waters from which it emanates. This vapour rises 
unchanged till in the gradually tiecreasing temperature ot the air, it arrives in 
tire upper regions at a dt^gree of cold by winch it is condensed, and. becoming 
visible, assumes the form of clouds. In the act of coridi^nsaiion, however, an 
immense quantity of heat is set free which was previously combined with the 
•team in a luieur form; and this, acting upon the surrounding air, expands it, 
and gives an additional, hut unequal impulse, to the current in which the pheiio> 
Wien a occur. 'I'lie clouds, at'aiii, are themselves subject to evaporation, and the 
vapour is carried to still higher regions, wliefe another precipitation takes place; 
till at length large masses of the atmospiiero have the natural progression of 
their teiijperainre changed, and their currents altered, or peihnps reversed. The 
Hicreased temperature ot the air U nccompaiiied hy a great increase in the force 
amd quantity ot the steam ; (be final precipitation of whicli takes place in iha 
korin of ram, and the aiiiiospheru returns to iis mean state through tlie influence 
of winds, whrrh ie**tore (he original balance The order of the phenomena 
corresponds wiiu the laets. that the barometer is most steady when the weather 
Is’clear, and fluctuates most with clouds and rain; and also explains the reason 
why, in the greater disinrbunces of the aerial ocean, local deficiencies of the 
oldstic fluid are restored by winds whose force is nearly proportioned to the 
vacuum which they supply. 

The connexion beiw-een the motions of the permanent straosphere and the 
variable atmospbere of .*«teafn which mingles with it, and is perpetually uctinv 
spoil It, leads us naturally to make a few observations, 

THE IlYanONfETBlt. 

When conpuited as a weather lilase, with a view of predicting the greater 
cr lei's probability of rain or oilier Hiinospheric changes, two things are to bo 
principally atieiideil JO— th'* difference between the dew-point and the teinpeia* 
fure of the air, and which is th noted in the legisler by the term dt^tjree of 
dtyuess, and the variations of the dew-point. In general, the chance of rain 
or other preripirnlion of moisture from the nir may he regarded us in inverse 
proportion to the degree of diyness: but in making tlii!? estimate, *egard must 
be had to tiie tin e ot doy at which the observation is made. In settled wentlicr 
the drj ness of ihe air iiion-ases with the diurnal heat, and diminishes with its 
decline lor the dew-point remains rieaily stationary: coasiquently, a lees 
difference at morning or etr^ning is equivalent to a greater in the middle of 
the day. 

fiut to render the oVis.irvation mrst completely prospective regard must be 
bad to the movement oi the dew-drop, and its accordance with the^ mean of the 
month, or rathe) with the mean ot the prevailing wind, as registered in the 
monthly tables. As the ^lasi'City of the vapour rises above or fulls below the 
mean, so dr«^ ifie probability of tiie forniHtion and continuation of ruin increase 
or diminish. An igt reusing*difference, therefore, between the temperature of 
the air and the tcinpesutur^ ot the point of condensation, accompanied by a fail 
of tlie latter, is a sure progdes'il^ of fine weather, while diminished heat and a 
rising dew-point iniHl^ihly portend a rainy season. 

A suodf'ii change in the dew point is genera), Bccompenled by a change of 
wind: but the formet sometimes precedes the latter by a short interval, and the 
•ourse of the aorinl nurrems may be anticifmted trefor# It affvcto tilg direoUOB 
of the waflthcfcock, o^eviD the passage of smoka. 



REMARKS ON THE WEATHER, 


hXtlt 


VExpprif>nce has amply oroveH Hiat the h\ (grromete^r-lhas ap|/ied is mora 
to be depended upon ibuii any instroment that has t>et been cuufnved. Even 
when its indications are contra y to lliose of the harotneter, Jr^iance may ba 
placed upon tliem ; but simultaneous obseriations^'of the tvm most usefully 
correct each other. The rise and fail of the mercurial column are, as we 
have just shown, primarily dependent upon the state of the upper regiona 
of the atmosphere with regard to heat and moisture. Local alterations of 
its density thus parlialiy brought about are mechunirally adjusted, and the 
barometer gives us notice of wli^t is on in inaccessihle regions. A riau 

in the dew'point, accompanied by a fell oi^ihe haroinefer is an infallible indiea« 
tion that file whole mass of the air is becoming erohued with moisture, and 
copious precipitatioi^s may he looked for If Hie full of the barometer tai^e 
place at the same tiiiie that the point of precitntatinn is depressed, we may 
conclude that the expansion whicli occasions the former has araKn at some distant 
point, and that wind, not rain will be tiie eonseqiience. But when the air attHins 
the point of piecipiiaiieii with a high barometer, we nfisy infer that it is a tran- 
•itoty and superficial effect produced by local depression of temperature* 

ON THE THUUMOMBTbE. 

Thp mean temperature of the month recorded in the register is calculated 
from the daily lngliest and lowest of two register thermoio«>ters, placed in a sbu^ 
ation screened fr<>m the sun and the aspect of the sky. The best tliermomett'rs 
for this purpose are those upon Rutherford’s construction: one of which, formed 
of mercury pushes u small pin of non wire before it, which it leaves at the 
highest point; and tlie other, of spirit, draws after it a small index of glass, 
which remains at the lowest. In addition to the mean temperature, and the 
highest nnd lowest points, or range of the thermometer in the shade, the indica-* 
tions are given of a r gister thermometer, covered with black woo), and placed 
in the sun, and of another placed at night upon a plat of short grass, and exposed 
to the full aspect of the heavens. 

It is well known to the agriculturist and gardener, that, without the direct 
Stiftuence of the Sim, whatever may be the temperuture of the air, tlm fruits of 
the earth snldora come to perfection. It is therefore of importance to know tlia 
force of this important agent, and the iiiodiHcutioiis to which it is exposed. The 
black thermometer registers this effect, and the Almanac shews both the raraii 
and extreme difference between such a thermometer and another placed in thft 
shade. 

Of not less consequence is it to know the cold produced at night from the 
radiation of heat from the surface of the earth, in situations where its passage 
is uninterrupted to the clear sky. This, in calm, unclouded weather, alwa^a 
reduces the temperature of filamentous substances, such as considerahly 

below that of the air. It is this depre^sitm of temperature which is the cause of 
dew. The surface of vegetables becomes cooled, by this radiation of heat into 
space, below the dew-point, and the \apour of the atmosphere is deposited upon 
them. Dew is never formed upon grass on cloudy nights, or in sheltered 
situations, 

Fiom the particulars of the diary, where both the average and extrema 
effects of I lira action are recorded, it will be found that vegetation is liable to ba 
affected at night, from the influence ot rudiation, by a temperature beluw ihe 
freezing point of wuter, ten months in the year: ami that even in the two luoiUha 
Jnlv and August, the only exceptions, the radiant thermometer sometimes 
fal 8 to 

The formation of dew is one of the circumstances which modify and check: 
the re I rige rating effect of radiation ; for as the vapour is condensed, it gives out 
Ihe latent heat with which it was combined in its elasti form, and thus prevents 
an excess of depret^sion which might, in many oases, prove injjirlouB to vegeta- 
tion. A compensating arrangement is thus established, which, while it produces 
all the advantages of Hits gentle effusion of moisture, guards against the injuri- 
ous concentration of Ihe cause by which it Is effected. * 

The excess of either solar or terrestrial r&diation is SmurMone to many tender 

S lants and flowers, and for this reason the careful garden^ guards against theia 
\ mats and screens. This practice was established long before the theory w^s 
known, hui the theory might now suggest many improveibents in the practice. 
This is one of the poiuis to which Ihe atteutioo of praoticuA mea should b# 
directed. ^

Cx^ss I.— CORROSIVB *P<»ISONS. 

These destroy the texture of the organ or part to which they are applied ; 
and when this organ performs functions neceasary for tlie preservut on of tha 
•ntire animal machine, or Is a vital or^aii, death generally ensues. M*lien a 
person who is in good health is suddenly seized with violent pain, and the sensa- 
tloii of heat in the stomach and howe)s, with a drawing together or constriction 
of the mouth and tliroat ; vomitings, particufaily of h|nod, hiccough, f'oetor of 
the breath, convulsions, an<l either intense heat or a cold clamro> moisture of the 
skin : if no other cause of these symptoms can be assigned, it may he suspected 
that a poison of tkis class has heen swallowed, 'n suclra case* the nature of 
the poison being unknown, the most beneficial step to bu taken, until professional 
aid'Can be procured, is eiilier to empty the stomach, by means of the stoinseli- 
pufup, if it can be procured or to solicit the evacuation of (he poison f'om the 
stomach b> tepid water or milk, containing in solution white of egg, sugar, and 
Hiagnesra. VViiiclisoever of these mixtures is employed, it should be drunJk in 
large quantities : but when the poison is known, the means to be pursued vary 
according to its nature, as detailed in the following notices# 

a. Animal corrosive poisons. 

The Blistering Fly, is the only animal poison of this class. 

When it is known that it has been swallowed, which inny happen by mistake, as 
a medicine, or by design, milk, solutisns of gum or of starch, and similar demut. 
cent fluids, shouhl be drunk Ireely ; the tepid hath used, and glisters of starch 
with camphor administered. Oil niould naturally be suggested to the mind as a 
proper substance for sheathing tlie stomach in this case; but nothing can be 
more improper, because oil dissolves the active piinciple of the Blistering ?ly, 
and consequently extends its influenre. 

h. There is no vegetable substance belonging to the class of corrosive 
poisons. 

c. Mineral corrosive poisons. These are very numerous: but, for onr 
purpose, ft i.s necessary lo irieriiloii those only wbirh are more likely to betakin, 
iilSer accidentally or by design. For the facility #f refeience these are alphaba* 
lically arranged. 

1. AUhiOSXAt or Volatile Alkali, lU any instances have occurred in which 
liniments, iitreiidt'd tor external application containing large quaviitiesoi volatile 
alkali, ha\e been swallowotl by mistake. Vinegar, lemon>piice, or solution of 
aitric acid should be immediately given, and afterwards milk, mucilages, and 
mother demulcent fluida. 

2. Ahsenic. Solicit the evacuation of the storoacli, by administering 
large draughts \)f tepid water, mixed with milk and sugar, or chftlk and waUr, 
^•r lime water. 

3 CoRROsiVK ScBLiMATO. Give large quantities of white of egg, 
dilated in water. The white of egg decomposes tins salt, and reduces it to the 
State of calomel, which acting on the bowels, aided by the liquid, is cartied off 
-by purging. 

4. Limb. Cases of poisoning by the subsUooe must be treated in the same 
manner as those by ammonia. 

5. Muriatic Acid; Spirit of Salt, That this acid has been employed 
as a poison may be readily detected uy holding an uncorked bottle of hartshorn 
over the mouth of the i hial df cup in which the poison was contained, whether it 
was in a pure state, or mixed with other aubatan ?b. If the phial or cup con- 

'*4itined muriatic acid, copious, dense, white fi>iBe’«y'Wiil be immediately perceptible. 
Adminis'er directly calcined iUognesia, mixed in any. bland fluid 

6 Muriate op Antimony; Butter of Antimony, This substance is 
•IDployed by tanwrs as a horse medicine, and has therefore, sometimes been used 
by suicides. Administer the large draughts of a ationg decociion of the yellow 
Peruvian Bark, and, wajil lids can be procuired, diluents in quantities sufKcient 
lotBCite vomiting and to wash out Ike stomach should be given# 

r. NiTKAy^ < P ^tLVBK ; tunar Caustic. This has been swallowed bj 
mistake by children. Force into the stomach a strong solution of common salt, 
which forms an ins^olutvle and coriseqiiently, innocuous sul-stance, by uniting with 
the nitrate in the stomach. After this, empty the itomach by aa eoeUe or by 
Ihe itoiuach;puiD[Z.

SCBNITRATB OP BiSMUTH ; Fluke White. This 8 ub 9 tancy is employ- 
ed as a wiiikt- pigment hy Qrlis^J. ami Aierefoie may he taken into lli/ stninacli hy 
iDisiuke. Exhihir large dranglii^ of milk which is |nHtHiifaiieoii8i> curdled by 
the Bubnitrare, and involves tne poison; thus aifordibg time u/iil professional 
aid can be obtained 

9. Nitkic Acid ; Aquaforfis, Give a strong solution of Soap, or a 
mixture of culcined Magnesia^in wat«^r. 

10 . Oxalic Acid. Alunv persons hate been pcvisoned hy taking this acid 
in mistake tor Epsom sal's : but this coiild'iiever happen if inedicine were tanted 
before tlm draoglil of it he swuUcAved ; the taste of Epsurn salts being better, 
and that of oxaiir, acid sour As soon ns possible after the poison has been tukeo, 
admini^iter a iinxiiire oi chnlk and water, which forms an iiiiolnble and innocent 
compound with tliH a^id ; and afrerwards evacuate the oxalia thus fo me<l, by 
an eineiir, silled with copious dilusion, and by irritating tne inside ol the ihioat 
with the finder orwilli a feather. 

11. SOLI'TION OP PorA.ss. This solution is roloiirless, and might be 
swallowed in mistake lor water bv a child or an ignorant person. Vinegar or 
leiiton-Juice sli'oild he immediat' iy administered. 

1-2 Sulphuric acid; OilofVUiiol. This, one of the strongest of Ihe 
coi losive poi:ions, has not unlreqiieotly been taken hy the suicide. Give imme* 
diaiely calcined magnesia ill milk or water ; or a solaiioii ol soup: or ot anv of 
the fixed Alkali s 

13. Taktahic Acid. Administer chalk and water. 

14. Tamtar Emptic. As this medicine, when in powder, resembles mag- 
nesia, it bus he^ii taken by mistake, tn dangerous doses, instead of that remedy. 
Dilute largely with decoction of yellow Feuivian Hatk. whicli decoinposes aiid 
renders tlie tartar emetic inert ; or, if this cannot he had, evaciiHte the poison 
quickly b\ enconi aging the vomiting it induces witli warm water, and afterwards 
allay the vomiting with a gram or two of solid Opium. 

15. VmtDiHni.s. It ought to be gewerall> known that pickles, vegetable 
and ferraeiitnhie suhstances, conked in co» per piirfs, it allowed to stand in the pan 
after it is taken from the fire, produce a ring «t verdigiis, by the action of the 
acid, aided b tin* air, on the copper with which it is in iminediaie contact ; but 
if copper vessels be kept clean, and the food cooked in them be not allowed to 
remain in tliein after they are taken from the fire, no dangrrcin result from lindr 
use. When poisoning by this me.iiis occur'), udmmiHter large duoes ol syrup, or 
ol sugar and water, until the vomiting is pro<lured by the bulk of the liquid ; and 
afterw'Hrds give sugar or syrup in more iiiodertite doses. 

10 W'ditb Vitriol Administer milk freely: it not only assists in 
fiheathing (he siotnacb against tlie corrosive quality oi (he poison, hut partly de« 
composes it and renders it nearly inert. 


Class ii— Acrid Poisons. 

These are substances wliich liave a more or less caustic taste, and which, on 
being applied to the skill, e.xclre iiiflaioinaiion, terrniiiHtiiig someiinn-H in vesica- 
tion, and at otlier times in suppiiintioii and (he destruction ot (lie cuticle. When 
taken into the stomach, they operate nearly in the smne manner us ilie corrosive 
poisons. The substances arranged in this class bt-long chn-fly to (lie vegi-to* le 
kingdom ; and (his is an iinportuiit fact ; for, knowing that none of the corrosive 
poisons are vegetables, when the symptoms of poisoning similar to (hose caused 
by the corrosive f»oisons occui, and it i') tonml that yiese have been excited liy a 
vcgeiablt! substance, it may be immediately concluded that it belongs to this class 
of poisons. If the poison he uiikiiowii, first empty ilic stomach by copious 
draugiits of tnucilaginons diluents, or by the sioin icli-puinp ; after which, vinegar 
or leiuoii -juice, or any other weak acid, must be Ireely aduiiiiUtered until proles-* 
sional aid ca • b.; procured. 

a. There are no Animal Acrid Poisons, • 

Vegetable Acrid Poisons. Theae are very nnmerSus^ but we will notice 
those only which are more or less likely to b9 taken into life stomach either by 
design or by mistake. * 

1. Bkyony-koot, Tins is a large, fleshy, yellowish-white, splindle-shap- 
.ad root, with a sweetish, hut at the same time acrid and bilter taste W'lien it^a 
^iiown that Bryony loot Jias becii owallowed as a poison, ej(cit« vomiting by 
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tating tha ^roat with tha finger ora feather, end by adnairistering large draofthts 
of tepid water ; after which give milk, widi from U urain to two graina of opium, 
once in two tinniH, iiniil flAi violent colic puiiia ivre abated. 

2. COLD^fl intida Rif ter Appfe Much Tlaiiifer has been often incurred 
by overdoses of tins substance being oidered by einpirii's and pretenders to speci- 
fics ; but it has seldom caused death. First, e^cuute the stomach in the manner 
already de.Mcribed, and then adniiiUHter riiilk and oi^ 

3. Gambogh. This vegetable ^production, being used as a pigment in 
water-colour drawings, hss olteii been swallowed in dangerous doses by children, 
and has prodnced fatal effects' tioin the viol^ice ot tlie vomiting and purging 
which it cBuscg. Administer milk and other demulcent diluents, with a gram of 
opium at short intervnh. 

4. WiliTR GBl.LiiUORB ROOT. This root excites 'Violent vomiting and 
purgings, wnli bloody e^aciiatioris, which soon prove fatal if proper measures to 
Counicroct ils influence be nol iinincdialclv tHken. 

Kvaciiate the stomach with copious draughts of demulcent fluids, and sheathe 
the bcwels with clyoiers of staich and other emolieiits; then udininistei fredy 
ttcidiiloiis drinks, coffee, and cimphor in doses ol Iroui six to ten gruins. Prolts- 
sional aid cannot be too early pmctireil when this poison has been lakeii. 

5. Black ano Fetid Hkllebohh. The symptoms resemble those 
caused bv Bnoov root, and require to be treated in tli^ same manner. 

(5. Sow Bitrad ; Cyclnmen The root of tins plant, which is a flattened, 
circular tuber, produces eflects similar to those of while Hellebore when it is 
swallowed j and, cotHequently, cases of poisoning by it require to be treated in the 
same manner as those b\ white Hellebore. 

7. 8puR'jb The secd-vessi h ot this family of plants are what rs termed 
tricoccous, that is, composed of three capsules or distinct cells united hack lO 
back on a common footstalk. Those of the speci^^s indigenous in Great Britain 
bear a distant resemblance to capers, and have been occasionally eaten by the 
ignorant and chddren, in quantities which have proved fatal. The symptoms are 
great heat In ihe stomach, vormiing, violent purging with bloody stools. When 
poisoning from the!>e seed-vessels, or from the Bupliorbia of the shops, occurs, 
first evacuate the stomach by large drangiits of tepid water; and then give 
repeatedly olive oil and milk, ^theathing the lower bowels wilh slnrcli clysters. 

Jn the same manner are to be treated cases of poisoning by Arnm or Cuc)t09 
pin', the beautiful red berries of winch, as they appear in autumn, someiiinea 
allure cin'hlren to eat the root; Cioton oz7, when overdosed; the Mendoio 
Anemone; the Mendow Nnreism^ ; the diff rent species of Rnnnnculus or 
Jiuifercups i and Aconite or Wotfshane: but in all ibe^e cases, we must again 
repeat it, the best profcssioiml assisiance should be procured as soon as posible. 

c. Mineral Acrid Pa'ison'* —These arc few when compared with those be- 
longing to the class ot corrusi\e poisons W e shall notice only one. 

1. Nitur; Saltpetre. This excellent medicine has occasion dly been 
taken by mi.stuke, instead of Glauber salts, in doses of nri ounce or more. It pro- 
duces vomiting, purging with bloody stools, excriieiuling gnpings, cold sweats ; 
and if it do not terminate in death, the future life of the pulierit is likely to be 
rendered wretched, and he dies paralytic The instanr es ot poisoning by Nitre 
deinonalrate the proprit 7y, or rather necessity of tasting medicines before swal- 
lowing them, them as it would be very unlikely, under such precHQtious, to 
’ iriistake Nitre for Glauber salts ; the taste of the former being cool, bitterish and 
penetrating — that of the latt/^r strongly saline and nauseous. 

When Nitre lias been taken in sticli large doses, dilute freely with milk and 
bland diluents. 

The substances comprehended in this class of poisons, when taken into the 
atomacb, or applied to llie body in sucli a manner as to te rapidly absorbed, 
cause drowsirn ss. stupor, paralysis, or apoplcx\, convulsions, and ileath when ilia 
dose is suthcieiifly luige. They b long, almost exclusively, to the vegetabia 
kingdom. 

a. Vegetable Sedative and Narcotic Poisons. 

I. Camphor. This <>xcei)ent medicine has occasionally been swallowed fa 
doses so large as to cause very violent excitement of the brain and iiervoui 
system; such as %erti§a, difficult breathing, faiuiing, cold sweats, convulsions, 
soqie ibstmices, death. Witea it la knowa or suspected that these synip* 
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tonfft )iAve resnltpd from the arfmlniAtration of Cuinphor, uive wine moderate 
qourifiiies, with t<»n or fiiieeu fV-nps at short intervals,, intJI profea- 

atoiial aid be procured or the Bvriijiloiiis abate. I 

2. Mbmt<ock } (.'OntunifttficHl fit unit M lien tlii{ poison ha^beeii swallow* 
ed, either in the recent s ate or in the form of extract or of tincture, so as to pro- 
duce hiah delirium nr trenzy, or stupor, dilatation of t»>e pupils, and convulsions 
which Irequenily terrninate in^eatn, tiu Ytomach shoii'd he first evacuated by 
the stomach pump, if it be at hand, or by a scruple of \fhite vitriol, and aciduloui 
fluids afterwards freely administered. 

3. H £NB\N R. Poisoning bv^this plant, either in its recent state or prepar* 
ed for a inedic-iriul use, must be counteracted in the sutne manner as a case of 
poisoning by Hemlock 

4. I.AUUBL Wa^bh. This acts as a direct sedative, <and destroys life 
Without convulsions or any of the other symptoms which those substances which 
are regarded as siiople narcotics, produce. It is distinguished hy the strong 
odour ot bitter almonds; and in cases of pciisoning by it, wlui lever steps are 
taken mu«t be prompt. Brandy . coriiuiriing in each glass Iroin fliteen to iliirly 
drops of solution ol Aramonia. or a tea spoonful or two of Hartshorn, should be 
administered, at short intervals, until the habit is roused, and the infiuence of the 
poison IS overcome 

.5. Opium Am this medicine, in all its forms of preparation, is the poisoa 
most commonly had recourse to by Hie suicide, their is reason fer suspcctiinr that 
it bus been swHlhuvcd when the tollowing s\ mptoms occur; diowsiiitss lolTowed 
hy deliriimi, pallidness of countenance, siglfrig. deep and snoiting brcailiTng, cold 
sweats, and apoplexy. The first obiefft in the treaimenl of such a cas ■ is to dis- 
lodge tir- poison Mtill remiiinirig in lli.- sloiunch, either by meHiis of the stomach- 
pump, it that valuable iriairumem can be procured, or by the adniiiiHtrutioii of 
an emetic consisting ofa Ncruple ol white vitriol, or from five to eiglit grains of 
bine vitriol ; and by IrnfHting the upper part of the gullet and the throat by the 
finger introduced into the month, or witli a fcailicr. Jf no profesMoiinl aid can be 
procured, even after the stomach is emfilied, then give freely acidulous fluids 
wiih strong coffee and cordials. The subs queiil drowsiness sh »u'd be averted bv 
rousing eontinually the attention oi the »iatieni, by obliging him to walk about • 
and, wlien it can he done, b^ immersing liim in a tepid but!). ’ 

6. Puussin Acid. When this poison is taken in a large dose, death almost 
inslAnfuneciisly follows ; but vvIihh the qipintity is more moderate, it piotluces the 
B^me sedative effects as luurei-waier, uiid is to be couiiteiacteTl by the same 

ipeanM, 

7. Stuamonium, or Thorn Apple, Qofs iicnrly in the same manner as 
O Him ; and, coiiscqiKMtlN , tasi s ol poisoiimg by this agent are to be treated ia 

some inniiner as I'lose by Oiuuiii 

8. Strong Scknted I_«rrucB produces the same tll'ucts as Opium ; and 
peisoiis poisoned b> it are, tiierefoie, to be iieatcd in the same manner as those 
b} Opium. 

9. Tobacco The symptoms which lead to the suspicion of poisoning 
by this substance are, severe muumcm, \niiiiting and oilier SHnsulioiis of flruiiken- 
ness, great sinking of the sireimth o’dwW'^uts and convulsiuns. If little timo 
has elapsed Iroiu the swallowing tin- poif'on, clear the stomach by two or thre? 
grains ol Tai tar emetic ; but, il sornn time pnssHd uitmiDiMier purgatives, and 
afterwards ueidulnus dunks, with biaiidy, camphor, and other cordials. 

6. Mineral Sedative and Narcotic Poisons, 

I. Cabbonic Acid Gas. The iitmo?t dai g-^f often arlsps from this gag 
being extricated by bii rnmg cli iicnal in close room jiind finrn (he gas accuinil- 
iaiiiiv III cellars and other places, winch iiave been hnig kept cloMed, and into 
winch indivhiunls Imprudently enter iiujuediate y after they are opened. No 
■persojl ougiit to enter aceda-, pit, well, or other place in which this gas can accu- 
niiilate, witliour carr> ing witii tliein a lighted candle, the going gut ot which 
ahoutd be the signal tor instant retreat. • 

When suspended animaliori occtiis from this gas, reiqo^a the body info the 
Oueii air; and while frlcion is applied over i^ii^ chest, let tim Jungs be inflated 
by means of a pair of bellow's, chasing and opening the noshils and mouth uitHrn«» 
Btely. and pressing on the chest ulttf- each infl.iiioii, so as to imitate, as nearly at 
possible, the action of breathing. The influauca of hydrogen gai ou lha body ilf 
bt counteracted in the same manner. 
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t Ci.ASS IV.— Acro-narcotic Poisons. 

1 hese BTii substances irflame, to certain AeKree, the surfaces to which 
t^y are appli^, and at Jhe sume time, proikjcp the stupifyinff and sedative 
euects of the iiurcotic poisons. 'J liey are ainiost all vegetable productions. 

a. Vegetable Acvo-narcotic Poisons, 

1. CoccuLus iNDiros. The symptoms prvdiiced by this poison closely 
resemble those ot intoxication, Voini‘ ami purge freely. 

*2. Dbadly N 1 UUT 8 HADB ; Pelladon^a The beautiful appearance and 
sweet iQSie ot the beriiesol ihe deadly nightshade often allure children to t'at 
them. The symptoms leseintde those of intoxication, with high lieliriiuu, accom- 
panied with luuai*/er ; an elfect which is beautiiully alluded to by our iiumurtal 
dramatist m the following lines ^ 

* Or have we eaten of the insane root. 

That takes the reason prisoner.’— M acbeth 

]t also (;puses such a state of paralysi.s of the stomach, that vomiting can scarce- 
Jy be excit*'d by the most powfrtul emetics. Administer vinegar and uriduloiis 
drinks, which often eiiuhle the emetics to opeiate ; and continue the use ot ilie 
acids until all the syiupioms disappear 

3. Klatbkium, This is not likely to be used as a poison ; but it may be 
overdosed in the hand'* ot the icnoraut. The chief symptoms are violent purging 
of watery stools, followed by suddeidAttt‘ kings ami exctssixe debility. (Support 
Ihe strei gth by conlials and opium in doses'jt a grain, reiieated at short intervals 
and e.xhibit clysters of starcii with from forty to sixty drops of luuduiiuiii in each 
clyster. 

4 FoxOLOVB ; Digitalis. An over dose of this medicine, in anv form ot 
preparation, produces sickness, vomiting, vertigo, Indistinct tision, cold swears, 
delniiim, and fainting ; and may cause death. To coiinteruct these effects, 
adiii'nister hnindy and cnrdiirls. 

5. Fooi.’s FAv.si.iiY ; Aethusa Cj/tiapium. This plant is readily distiri- 
fin>4hed Iroiii real Farsley hy tluoeiong linear leafl*‘ts, which aie pendent on one 
side of the base oi encli luiibvlliile, or umhrella>iike expan.siun of the loo’^sialks ot 
the flowero, und which art* not pivsent in Paisley, W hen eaten, Fool’s Pars'ey 
produces heat gf throat, thirst, vomiting, a small iiequeot f ulse, heriduchv, vertigu, 
and delirium, ft must be evacuated from the stomach by large drauglits o) de- 
mulcent fluids, until profe'vsi mul uid be procuied 

6. Fu.Nuu.sns Mild Poisonous MuaiiitooMS, The general result of these 
funguses Oil tile aniiiiMl ecoooiuy is pain of the stomach, nausea and ^on1itIng, 
cholic and pU'ging, ciamp of the lower extremities, with vertigri, dvlirimu and 
•onvnisions. .JBv’Hciiaie ilie siouiHcli hy emetics and purgatives, or by u coinhina- 
tion of tin) two; us for example, a .scruple of powJvir of ipeeucnhuria, and Iwo 
ounct s oL (jlMuher .salts j alter which give acidu'ous diii.ks with brandy, or a feu- 
spoonful of /Ltlier at short iiilervuis i and lastly Peruvian Bark. Ammonia and 
IJanshorn me iiuitfui. 

7. iVJuADOW Saff.vON ; Colchicum. Overdoses of the remedy snd its pre- 
paration produce viulent puruinps, uti«ri with bloody stools, sinking of tin* rmlse, 
and coldsweuts. Evacuate the stomach by copious draughts ot demulcent fluids ; 
th^'U gi\e from six <0 ten giuiiis of Ainroonia, or a tca-spooiifui, or two tea- 
tpoonfuis ot Hartshorn in a glass of hroridy at short intervals, 

8. Niix Vomica ; Ratsbane The symptoms of poisoning hy Ratsbane are 
those of inebriety, vertmo. i^gnluy of the exiieinities, extreme ditfl'mlty ofbre ith- 
ing, and suflocaiion. Evacuate the stomach aud bowels ; and afterwards dilute 
freely with acidulouH fluids 

b. Mineral Acro-narcotic Poisons 

1. WntTi^ Lead ; Car bonn^e 0 / Lend. The effects of this poison are felt 
ebirfly by painters and woike t« in white lead, who do not wash their hands before 
•sting their meals, ^t cau ^s obsiinate costiveness and violent cholic, with 
tremors and paisy et the legs and arms. The same syri p oms are produced by 
cider wine, and other ^icjiiois, inio which Sugar of lead and litharge have been 
introduced to remove acidity. CJniil professional aid can be obiuiiied, administer 
^aii ounce of castor oil.^ with forty drops of Laudanum i and Ut the patiani ba put 
iuto a aaiu bath. 
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Class V— Septic pR Potrescbnt Poisons. 

This class of poisons comprehends those snbstailres which, on beini{ taken 
into the stomach or introiiucen by any means into tlie sysrem/^proriocc general 
debility, fuintinus, an l a breaking down or piitiescent state of tlie animal Euida 
and solitia, without much effect op the intellectual faculties, They are almost all 
of an animal nature. ^ 

I. Venom OF SBitPENTS, such as the Fi/;er, tiin Itatt^csnnhPt m\A Cohra 
di Capello. The symptoms resui^ng troin the bite of till venoiinms snakes are 
nearly the same pain in the bitten puit, extending towards tlie heart ; stupor, 
cold Hw-^a's, pallor and lividity of countenance, and gangrene of the bitten part, 
aie indications ol such venomous bites. Put a ligature upon limb wbieli has 
been hiticn, betweeii^he wound and tiie trir^k of the body, and apply a wine 
glass, exhansted by barriiiig a little 8))ii It wiiiiiii It, as a cnpping-gliiss over the 
pan, or let the wound he sucked by a person whose lips and tongue are not 
chapped, until professional aid can be proeiircd. Animal poisons of this descrip- 
tion are iiinucions when taken into the stoinacii, althou»>h tlieir action is so pow- 
erful, and often fatal, when they are introduced into the habit by a wolind, or any 
other melhod of inoeiilHtion, It the lips or the tongue of u person who sucks ft 
poisoned wound he chapped, rhes,\steii is inoculated in the same manner as if it 
were iiiaerieu hy a lancet, or hy a bite, under the skin. 

tj t?TiN«s OF Bees, Wasps, and oilier Insecjs. Tliese aro seldom fatal ; but 
the pain which ihey excite is aimosi insupportable in some hubits. Let the 
affected parts be bathed with tepid tf|)irit of Mindererus. 

.*L Fisri Poison. Tn England poisoning from this cause self.'om occurs, 
except when tlie innsele or »he oyster is in an' unhealthy state, or bcgiiinhig to 
pulnty. The symptoms arc a sensation of weigtit at the sfoinacli, nausea, ilnrsr, 
ve^ti!_"^ ilcliirig over the akm, hleeoiigh and faintingH, with cold, ciainmy 
lier^.piiulloiis- E» aenut« the stomach by II powerful emetic and the, bowels liy <i 
pinge ; after who l», admiriisfi'r copious dinagfits of acidulated fliuis, with from 
twenty to forty drops of ^Eiher at short intervals. 

4. Bitf, of a 'Mad Doo- Tie a ligature above the wound. nruJ apply a 
wine glflfS or a cupping-glass over it, until a siirgcou can he procured to t in out 
tlie biltiii purr. As every thing depends on the complete eMirpitiiou of the f>orr, 
0 good sutgeon rnnot be employed. When the dlsi'a*.p .a|)peciis, it the nit'dical 
aftendant lias not prenfously seen a rn-»e of the disease, whicli may hacpcii fo tlie 
iiK'St skilful in'.'ii tiMO'iers, reque-.t liirn to cup the patient over ihe course of the 
spiue, and immediately udmi(li^ter Prussic acid. 

In concludijig these brief instructions, we conceive it to be imperative npoii 
US to caution peisons from hastily taking up the i<lea that an indjvt-iiuil is '-utlVr- 
ing nnder the influence of poison, withonf consulting a phvsieitin or a surgeon, if 
pi aclicahle. The svni plums of cholera morbus, dinrihcca, /nuiitjnonf. fever, 
and several other diS'-ases, inaj be mistaken by the ignot.mi and inexpern noed 
lor fho^e of poison ; and, thence, the necessity of jmniedtatefv procuring that 
8-si>«tance. without winch, in either case, not only is future health endangered, 
lut life Itself placed in the utinust peril.

the deutli of this I’uiice, Dust iVlAiioMEO again ossuiueti the reins of Government which he stiH 
holds. 

On the base and cruel miirder of Fctteh Khan by Mahmood at the iiistipation of 
P/MNCi: Kamiian, Ins brollu'ra revolted Irom their allegiance, iiinler the giiidaiue of Aziem 
Khan, the GnTernor of Cashioeie, anil drove hTahmond and liis son from Cmml. Azeem 
Khan in the brst instance ofleied the varnnt throne to Shah Soojah, (consideied (he lfgiiiiii.ife 
King hv Cie Rniisli Got ernnieiit,) hu( oftencied by some personal slight, withdrew his support, 
and placeil in his room, Eroon, a Rrother of Shooik, who was content to fake the trapplnss u ith- 
out the power of io\n!ty. On Azelm Khan’s deatb. his Urotlieis diss-itisfieil with their position 
CMspiied against Ins son, IR’Ei kb Ooixah Khan, ann seizing his person, hv (hieats of blowin^ 
him from a gun, iiiiluced Ins mother to deliver up theieoulue of Azeem Klinu’s immense wealth 
EvooB'ssoti a as killed in these dioputes and he hiiiisell alarmed hv these Mcnes of violence (hd 
to Lahore. Dost Mahommlti, the moot talented of the Bioihers, then took possession of the tin one 
nnd became facto King of Garit Shlkk 1ml Khan acciitnpanied hj four Ibotheis carried off 
about half R million sterling of Azeem Kru v 's money, and seated himsell in Canuahar, as an 
iiideperioeiit Chieftain He and one of his Grotbers me dead ; and Caniiaiiar was until laielj 
ruled by Conus Dil Khan, ansihLcO by bis tw'o suiviving Broibers, Kumlcm Dil and .>Ielr Dil.

KINGDOM OF OLDE. 

Tlie family of the princes of Oude aie descended from Mees Maiiommed Ameen, of a noble 
family in JVisia, wno r,^ime to Iiuiia in the reign of Blhadoi^r Shah, and was received into (he 
1 mpennl servive, itndf r the nnine of Saaout KmaN. He wns nppuinted to the Govrrninent o^ 
Glide III 1719 on the Hcceasioii of VieuAMip Shah to the throne of Delhi. He had no son, and 
was therefore, succeeded by hiv r -phew nnd son-iiidaw', Mtr^sotm Ally Khan, who took the 
title of SiipuEH JiiNG. He w'as succeeded by S»j/a-o«l D ^wla, who was agum aiuceeded b^ 
A'toeM-iip-DowLA. On the death of 4soptr-t;D oowla without nnv male issue, Ins spurious son^ 
ViziEH Allt , autiined the reins ot government, but Ins illegitimacy being discovered, he was 
nfitej’ a reign of four months deposed, and Saahot Ali.v Khan, the brother of Asopu-uu-Oowla, 
ascended the musjfu/l on ilie 2 i 8 t of-Ianuary, I 79 X, He died in 1814 and was Hur< eeded by his 
Son Ghazee Ijd diicin HViiyt, who relinquished the title of Newab, iii IK 19 , and assumed that of 
King; he died lu Is^'^nnd^was snereeded by his son Shah Zuman. who aasumed the titles of “ Hi, 
Maiesty Aaoo Niisssii, K'-otiinooO'Di’en SoilmanJah, sultai n, Ahdil NotJsRitRWAN Zbman* 
Np8SEgK.»on-DREM, Hvulh Suaiimhan HaU'IHA. Ghazee, KiiooLO-onLA Mooluk a-hoo S^liun, 
NOT A-Hoo.” This pfincr died in 1817 and was anrceeded by his iiiicle, Nijssker. non- Oowla’ 
wlm assumed the title of “ H»s Ms^jesty Abou puitev Moien-ou*Db8N Sultana ZsMan MuhambU 
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Ally Sii\n Badsha-a.Oudk," who ilieJ in February is 47. His son succoedod him under lh« 
tiilc «>f “ ABouL Mansoob Nasik ood-Dkbn Sikendbii Ja 
Aulam Mauumbu Wajid Alee Suau jAiwHAS Ouob.” 


KINGDOM A VA Oil fiURMAH. 

The ratnily name of the (said to be) d^nsed Kint; of Burmah, or (bat gfiven to him by his 
Grand f.ither, is Vlaung Khauii?, hut it is nut con<iidered respectful to mentiuii this unme Having 
nbtaiiied ru an appanage, and held until he assiiined the throne, the rich district of TiinrawHuli, 
winch coiiiains (he principal teak forests in the country, he was aiwajsostyled Tharnwadi, 
Men. tliii, or rniicn of Tharawadi. He was born on Wediieiday tlie hib of Sepreiuher |7s5, 
and he is iheiefore now (1st January 1844) iii his fiOth year. His father was the Heir appaient 
to the tliioiie when Coluuel Synies visited Ainarapura, and whom that oiheer calhs Engy 
I'eekieii, mure pioperly, Aiii-ye-thakhen, or Ain-je-Meug, Lord or Prince of the Eastern 
House. I-Jis Grand lather WHS Colonel Syiiies's Minderagee, more properly Bicng.dai a-g\ ee 
the Great Kill!! of ilightcoiisuess, oue of the titles borue by the Kiuirs ut Burmah: but luJ 
.subjects now refer to him ns Pho-dau-gyee, the great royal Grand father, or Badoun Tbakbeii 
the Loid of Badoun, the town which he bad held before he came to the thiooe. He died on 
the Sth June 1419 and was succeeded by I be^ present King’s Elder Brother once known as 
Tsa gniii-ineng tha, Prince of Tsagain, with the family name of Viaung Tseii, the same who en- 
g.iged in war witli the British Government, and who was dethroned by the present monarch lu 
the month of Apiil lbb7. 

In June 1837 the deposed King deserted his Protber's Capital of Ava. which has now I>ecome 
a rum, and proceeded sixty miles to (he northward, with the ostensible obiect of building a 
urw city theie, but in reality fur the purpose of escaping from the British resident, for on the 
wiHidrawal of that olhcer, the King reamed, and established himself m bis Grand-father’s city 
of Ainarapura, which is now again the Capital of the country. 

Hy 1)18 principal Queen he has a grown up son and daughter, the former now styled Taung- 
dweng gyaiiiig Mengthn, Prince of Taung-dweng-gyaung, and the latter highly shilled la 
Bui niese silence, particularly astiology. By his uumeious iuferior Qiieeus he has several 
other children, the principal of whom is a bold, spirited character, foimeily named 'lait-teng- 
gyee, but since bis father’s accession to the throne styled, from the town the revenues of which 
he eiijovs, Pyc iWeng-tha or Piince Of Prome. Besides him, and the King’s Uncle, the Phi- 
losopher Prince of Mekkharn, the Lhwottau or grand council of the kingdom now corisiats of four 
Woongyees, two of whom are, Mauii? Sliwe-za, who was Governor of Kangouu diiniig 
Major Canning’s mission in 1811-VJ and Mniing Dauk.kyee, who held (he same ullice when 
Colonel Benson was deputed to the Court of Ava in L838. 

Shortly afier the present king seized the throne, he put to death (be late Monarch's only son, 
the T^iakya Meng. his principal Queen, her Brother Meng tba-gyee, or the great Prince, and 
most of the ministers and Chief oltirers of the late Goveiumeiit. The lifo of the late Mouarrh 
however, has bet n spared and he is not ill treated excepting in being kept as a state prisoner. 
The country is slated to be in a very nnsettled state, and there is now no Burmese officer of 
Huperior rank and MUbority to Iho southward of the Capital. Every town and almost vil].nge has 
its own potty go*veriior independent of all interference excepting from the Court itself. Com- 
mercial speculations also are hazardous, panicul.irly as the present King has endeaiouied (o 
deatioy his principal Sea-port town of Raugoon, where^ British suhjecto are now mil suio of pro- 
tection and freedom from official exactious and luolestation ; and It i^ ver^ important that it 

should be generally known, that the Go veriiment of India declined to iiilerfere when a com- 
plaint was submil ted to it by a Oiitlsli Commander of ill usage at ftangonn. Although thtt% 
relations of the British Government with the pieseiit King continue in an ^iisatisfacfory stale 
and u« British Officer resides in Burmah, there is no ground for sunposing that he Entertains (he

The Ex-M'iharaja Raj Rajvnuha Virbam Sah, King of Nepal, succeeded his father at tbs 
esrly ai'e of two >e.trs ; be is the son of Qirivan Judoha ViKAAyt Sah, the son of Phithwi Pal 
S in, the successor of Kcn Tt\nxfil]R tuc son of .Sino Pkhtaub, the son of Pluthi Najibain, the 
Guorkhali conqueror of Nopauf, «ha subdued it in 1768. 

The death of the Ex Rajah's father is one of (hose, which Princes whose caprice 
to the low, have met witb. Gikivan Juddha Vikram .'(ah having caused a pagoda, |^e that of 
Jpggoniath, to be erected ordered ainiiliar obedience to be paid to it. Tills excited dissatis* 
faction amongst hi.s people ; nnd one of hi> brothers took advantage of this opportnntty of 
revengin? the death oj aaother brother, wV> had been put to death by the eradication of hts 
eyes, by order of the Ha^slji lie accordingly went to the Coart, and pretending to remonstrate 
with him on the iryiistice ^of bis late order, strat;k him with bis sabre. He was, however, ipmie 
diately killed by the Cansy Bhimsen, who was present, end the infant prince was placed on 
the ^usnud. c On the night of (he >aine day, three hiindred persons, oa whom any suspicion

NIZAIR OF HYDIIABAD. 

His Hichness Nawab AsoPH Jah MoozoPFieK-i'LMooMAMK*NiZAMooL Moolk Nizamood, 
l)owi,AH Nawab Meeh Fohkondeh Ali^han Bah adook Futeh Juno, Nizam of Hjdrabnde 
ascended the Mnsnud on ihe 24th of May. 1829; is the son and successor of Secundeh Jah the 
eldest of the eight sons of Nizam Ali Khan, the younger biotherof Salabut Jung, the iiiirlo 
jind successor of MozuFFrER Juno, the nephew and successor of Nazik Juno, the second son 
of Nizam UL MOOLK, who obtained the Soubadary ol the Deccau in 17J7, in the reign of Kuffee- 
ui Diijet. 

Before the formation of a treaty of perpetual nlliauce with Ihe English, on the I2th 
October, 1800, Ihe subadary of the Deccan had suffered contmiiul distuibance When Asoph 
Jah Niyain-ul-rnoolk returned from Delhi, in 1740, he fought in 1741, Uis son Nazik Jl'^«,

who had rebelled against him Nizom-ul-moolk died in 1748, from which time, to the year 
1703, a period of l5 years, three princes had ascended the Miisniid, and weic successively 
assassinated Miizuffer Jiinz was iiraiidsoiblo Nizam-ul moolk by his younger daughter’* side 
Nizam-ul Moolk lemoved his capital from Aunmgahad to Hydrabad. 

RAJAH OF GWALIOR. 

His Highness Maharajah Ali Jah Jynjee Rao Scindia. the adopted son of Janko Kao 
Scindia. succeeded to the Goveriiineut on the 4th Fei.nnry 1843, on ihe death of his predeies- 
sor, Janko Hao who was elected hy Bniza Bki. the widow of Dowlet Rao Scindia , the nephew 
of Mauiiaike Scindia, the son ol Ranojke Scindia. 

The family of Scindia arc Sudras, of the tribe of Kunil hce. or cultivators. Ranojee was 
employed bv Peishvva Bajerow, as the bearer of his slippers, fiom which sitiiHfioii he lose to 
eminence ; and when Bajerow having succeeded his father, Blsw anal h Row , m the office of 
Feisliwa m May, 1720, came into Malwa in 1731, liHtiojee was a Mnrhaita cbieftaiii of hfirh 
rank: so that the Sovereign authority of the Scindia family cannot have existed much more 
than one hundred yeais. 

RAJAH OF BHURTPORE. 

His Higliiicss Maharajah Bimjinueb Sewaee Bi'Lwunt Singh, BivnAnooR, Behadooh Jung, 
Rajah of Bhiirtpore, succeeded his father in Aofrust, 1H21, was displaced hy one of his cou- 
sins, Dubjun SAL, in March, 1825, but reinstafed by the Bnlisli Government, on Ihe 19tli of 
Jatiuary, 1826; is yet a minor in age; the son of Buloeii Singh, the second brother of 
Jt anauhah Singh, the eldest of the four sons of Kunjket Singh, the son of K aiuv Mnch the bio. 
therofRurTUN SINgii, the brother of Jowauuk SINGH, the aon of Soukai Mull, the founder of 
the principality, killed in 1763. • 

The settlement of the Jauts, (of which tribe (he Ra.jRli of Bhurtpore is,) in the Dooab of the 
Ganges imd Jumna, is dated in 1700, when they migrated from the banks ofthe Indus. During 
Anreiigzebe’s last march towards the Deccan, CHUKAMUN, tlm Jaut, pillaged the bagsrnge ofthe 
Army, and with part of the spoil erected the fortress of Bhurtpore The present pnnee like 
many of his predecessors, la not legiiimutely descended, being the son o( a female slave of (ho 
nHine of «inheb Romar. When a Rajah has no sou, hes|iurchRses feinalesya^d the hoy begotten 
cn any of them, ia adopted by the Rajah and the Paul Ranee. *

There are various kinds of lliipees to he met w>lli in Beii^al^ 
whose (ineiiess and weight are^dillereiit, thousfh Iheir den<)iiiiiiation.s 
are the same. From this, and friHii the natives freqneiilly punch* 
in^ holes in the ilnnees. and filling on the vacancv with base metal, 
and their wilfully tlimiiiishin^ the weijjht of the coirw after comings 
from the mint, the currencies of Iliifiees from the difFerent nrbvinces 
are of different values. 'I'his defect has introduced a custom of em- 
ploying: shroffs or inoucv-chan;:ers, whose hiisiness is tc set a value 
upon jfiese different currencies, according to everv circii iiisiance. ei- 
ther I.. their favour, or their prejudice When a sum >f Itupees is 
hroinrht to one of ihese shroffs, he examines them piece y piece, and 
arran^res them accordiMtr to their hneiiess; then hy thei wei»;ht; he 
llien allows for the differenr legal battas upon Company's Rupees, 
Siccas and Sonants; and this done, the values in cross by the 
Rupees current what the whole are worth; so that the Rupee currenl 
is the only thing fixed, bj which coin is valued. 

A Lac of Rupees is 1,00,000; an«l a Crore, 100 Lacs or 
1,00,00,000 Rupees; and in accounts, sums are distinguished into 
Crores. Lacs, and single Rupees, by marks or divisions, as in llie 
foregoing examples. 

Cowries, small, white, glossy shells, are made use of for small

As the Chinese have no gold or silver coin«, but make payments in 
those metals by weight, this table applies equally to money and to 
weights of all kindr, excepting that, in money reckoning«, nothing 
higher than the leang or tael is employed. The only coined money the 
Chinese have is (he le or cash. It is made ot a very base alloy of cop- 
per, is round, about the size of an English Yarthing, and has a square 
bole in the middle, by which a hundred or more are usually strung to- 
gether; on one side are Ciiinese characters, denoting the reign under 
wliich the cash was cast; and on the other side, in those of the present 
dynasty, are either Chinese or Mantchou characters, designating tlio 
place of coinage. Under preceding dynasties, two, five, and ten cash 
pieces have been in use, as well as other coins o( various descriptions ; 
but the single cash is the only coin now current throughout the Em- 
pire. It is cast also in Japan, Corea, and Cochin-China ; and is clan- 
destinely imported from the lest named place, to a large amount.

These are the denominations o I Troy W-eight when used for weighing 
gold, s Iver, and precious (except diamonds). But Troy weight 

is aUo u^ed by apothecaries in compounding medicines, and by them 
the ounce is divided into 8 drams, aud the dram into 3 scruples, so that 
the latter is equal to 20 grains. 

Por scientific purposes the grain only is used ; and sets of weighls are 
roiistructed in decimal progression, from 1Q|K)00 grains downwards to 
lOOlha oi a grain. 

By comparing the number of grains in the Avoirdupo's and Troy 
pound and oii^ice respectively, it appears thnt the Troy pound is less 
than the Avoirdupois in the proportions ot 14 to 17 nearly ; but the 
Troy ounce is gt eater than the Ayoirdupoi-, in the proportion of 79 to 
72 neatly. 

The carat, used for weighing diamonds, is 3 1 6th grains. The term, 
however, when used to express the fineness of gold, lissa relative mean- 
ing only. Every mass of alloyed gold is sur^posed to be divided into 24 
equal parts : thus the standard for coin is 22 carats fine ; that is, it con- 
sists ot 22 parts of pure gold, and 2 parts of alloy. What is called the 
?iew standard, used tor watch cases, £cc., is 18 carats fine.

BRITISH-INDIAN WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


Tlie unit of thfe British Indian ponderary system*^ is called the 
tola-j-. It weighs 180 grains English Troy Weight. From it up- 
wards. are derived'the heavy weights, viz: ChitaJc, Seer, and Mnri 
(or Maund); — and by its subdivision the small or jeweller’s weights, 
called mashas, ruitees) and dkans.

1. That the maund fornted from the modified weight wonid be precisely equal 
to 100 English troy pounds; .ind 

2. That tliirtx«^vr‘ seerii woiil^ also be precisely equal to seventy-two pounds 
avoirdtip^’i^i ;~thll8 qstnblishing, a simple rorineutioo, void of fractions, between 
the two 'English itietrical scales and that of India.

The Mitn (or thaJuweight to which it closely accords in value, 
and to wliicli it is legally equivalent in the new scale) has been hi- 
therto better known among Europeans by the name of Hazar 
Alaund, but upon its general adoption, under Regulation VII. 1833, 
for all transactions of the British Government, it should be deno- 
minated the British Maund, (in Hindee, Ungrezee Mvn,) to distin- 
guish it at 011 ^ from all other weights in use througliout the 
country**^. ^ 

The Pnaseree is, as its name denotes, a five-seer w'ciglit, and 
therefore should not form an integrant point of tlie scale ; but as 
its use is very general, it has been introduced for the convenienco 
of reference. 

The Seer being the commonest weight in use in the retail 
business of the Bazars in India, and being liable, according to the 
perni' ious system hitherto prevalent, to vary in weight for every 
article sold as well as for every market, is generally referred to the 
common unit in native mercantile dealings, as, “ the seer of so ma- 
ny /o/a.s,” (or sicca, barees, takas, &c,) Tlie standard or bazar 
seer being always 80 tolas, 

'rhe Chitak is the lowest denomination of the gross weights, 
and is commonly divided into halves and quarters, (called in Ben- 
galee, kneha ;) thus marking the line between the two series, which 
are otherwise ronnected by tlie relation of the seer, &c to the tola. 

The Tola is cliiefly used in tlie weig^iing of the precious me- 
tals and coin ; all bullion at the mints is received in this denomi-

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nation, and the tables of bullion priduce («s seen in the foregoing 
pages) are calculated per 100 tolas. It is also usual at the mints 
to make tlie subdivisions of the tola intd annas (sixteenths) and pie, 
in lieu of mashas and ruttees. 

Mashas, ruttees, and dhans, are iised^chiefly by native gold- 
smiths and jewellers. They are also, employed in the native va- 
luation by assay of the precious metals; thus 10 mashas line, sig- 
niiies 10-J2ths pure, and corresponds to ^ lO-oz. touch” of the 
English assay report or silver. There is a closer accordance with 
the English gold assay scale, inasmuch as the 90 ruttees in a tola 
exactly represent the 96 carat grains in the gold assay pound, and 
the dhan, the quarter grain.

The word mun, of Arabic or Hebrew origin,* is U9ed throughout 
Persia and Northern India ; but, as mi^ht be expected, it represents 
eery different values in difF-reni places : thus the mun of Tabriz is oijJy' 
lbs. avoir, while that of Pailoda, in Alimednuggur, is 163^ li)s. 

It is probable that the seer or ser, a Hindu weight (s^lak), rffis

By Regulation V!l 1833, anew Bn tisli Indian system of weights ban 
been ordered ; hut the change not being enforred » y any penal enactment 
the new weight ha.s been anoptod by a very few European lioti*es, white 
it is the only one in use at the several' Government offices of Calciit a, — 
the Custom house, tlie Mint, the Treasury, the Bank, aud the Polce. 

The difference how ever between ifie new and tlie- old system i» 
extremely small i viz. tlie unit or tolah was the old Moor.shedabad 
1 upee, anck weighed 1^79, G6G Ttoy grains. By the said Regulation the 
tolali is of 180 grains Tioy, and tliey, fore exceed* the old one by o/ie- 
lAiVrf of H grain, which difference makes the new baz^r or Indian- 
marind heavier than the old > ne by about etie chittak and a q^uurter, or * 
2,22 ouncess Troy.

THE EAST INDIA COMPANY’S NEW CHARTER.

OULIELMI IV. REGIS, 

CAP? LXXXV. 

An Act for effecting an arrangement with the East India Com- 
pany, and for the better Government o< His Majesty’s Indian 
Teiritories, till the thirtieth day of Aprils one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-four. 

[28</t August, 1833. 

WHRRBA6, bv an Ar»t pasopd In the Ofty-lhird year of the reign ^ ^ 

of Hie Majesty King George the Third intituled an act for contin- 
uing in the East India Company, for a further term, the possession of tiie 
Rntiftii Territories in India, together with certain exclusive privileges, for 
establishing further regulations for the Government of the said territories, 
and the better administration of justice within the same; aud for regulating 
the trade to and from the places within the lunits of the said Company's 
CVmrf^r , ihe poseesision and (Tovemmeni of the 13rit:sti ternlories in India 
were coutinu <1 in tlie united company of MiTchanls of England trading to 
the Past Indi(>8, fora term ilifrein mentioned; and whereas the said com- 
pany , are entitled to or claim the lordships and islands of St. Helena and 
liombay, under grunts from the crown, and o her properly lo a large amount 
in value, and also certain rights and privileges not affected by 'he determina- 
tion of the terms granted by the said recited act; and wheieas the said Com- 
pany have cniisented that all their rights and interest lo or in the said terri>ories, 
and all tht^ir ii-rriforlal and rommfrcial, rea^ and personal assets and property 
whatsoever, shaT, Bubj(Ctto the debts and liabililhs miw afifcJtiiig the same, 
be placed at the disposal of Parliament, in consideration of cerlain proviHons 
hrreinafrer mentioned, and have also consented, that their.right to trade for

Whereas, by an act passed in the thirteenth year of the reign of his ma-

by and with the advice and consent of the Lords spiritual and temporal, and 
commons, in this present Parliament assembler, aiid by the authority 
ofthe same, that all g>)od and sufiicient persons, resident within ibe limits 
of the several towns of Osicutta, Madras and Bombay, ‘and not being 
the subject Of aoy foreign state, shall, according to such rules,

Whereas it is expedient to ’amend the laws npw in force for the en-

1. Civil Servants proceeding to the Cape of Good Hope, Mauritius or the 
Island of St. Helena, or to any place within he limits of the Bust India

reduce the salary drawn to 500 rupees per mensem. After the first year, of 
deduction of one-elghih shall be made from the salary of the officers referred 
to in this rule. 

2. After the close of the second year, when the salary of office ceases, civil 
servants who may obta'.n rjiii extension of leave, will draw the subsistence 
allowance of their rank oni> , but no such servant, absent on leave, on account 
of sickness, shall draw a less allowance as a civil servant out of employ, than 
that of a Junior merchant, viz. Sa. its. 224 per mensem. 

3. The maximum period of which any civil servant shall be allowed to 
draw the salary of office, or any part thereof, Is two years from the date of em« 
barkation, and the offices of servants who may not return within that period, 
will be vacant and liable to be filled by fresh appointment. Civil servants who 
may so overstay the period of two years, provided they obtain an extension of 
leave, and account to the satisfaction of tb. Government to which they are a- 
tached, for the delay of their return, shall, as above provided, receive the 
subsistence allowance of a servunt of their rank, subject to the cxeeption 
above specified in favor of junior servants ; but if they continue sbseut lo 
disobedienre of an order to return,* or without sufficient cause shown, that 
aUowaoce also will be forfeited. 

4. Civil Servants absent on leave, on account of sickness duly certified, if 
they proceed to England without marnlng to their presidency, may, as 
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heretofore, apply to be admitted to fnrIoQtfb by the Honorable the Court of 
Hirectore and the forlo^h will, In tuch caffi, take iffect from the date to 
leavinir their presidency, eonaeqaently the allowances of office thof may have 
been drawn by themiflves or thslr agents, after their departure, must, Id that 
case, be re-adjusted, and the di^renae ra»fanded. 

5. Civil Servants deslrlnt to avail themselves of the beneSt of the act 
above referred tt>, an i to draw their allowances while absent on account of 
eirkness under the above rules, wiy be required to sive security In such amount 
4s may be required by the Government for the refund of anyiexcess that may 
'•e drawn, either by agents at the presidency or by themselves, Is case of their 
^troceeding to Europe on Furlough, or otherwise coming under retrenchment. 

6. No second leave will be granted to any Civil Servant who has been 
absent beyond sea for two years, until three years after the date of return 
rom sea ; but if a Civil Servant is compelled by sickness to proceed to sea 
sjain within this p riod, after having been absent less than two years, he will 
e allowed to romplete that period, drawing the proportion of salary allowed 
or the remaining time, as if the leave had been continuous.

7. Military officers employed in the civil department and drawing a civil 
illowance, are entitled, in common with officers holding staff situations in the 
'iiilitary department, to draw the military pay and allowances of thefr rank 
while absent at sea, on leave under medical cerlitieate, and likewise one-half 
of the difference between such allowances and the civil or staff pay of the 
offices to which they stand appointed. 

8. The above allowances are to be drawn for a total period not exceeding 
two years from the date when the vessel in which siicii officers embark may 
leave the presidency or other port of departure; and the civil situation held 
by any officer who shall not return within that period, shall be considered 
vacant.

subjects within the limits aforesaid, and employed in trade aa therefore solely 
within the said limits, includintr the Cape of Good Hope nr any ship or vessel 
which then was, or at any time before the Hrsi day or January in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and sixtem should be building within the limits 
aforesaid, on account of any of His said Mujesiy’s subjects within the said

[10//i August, 1840. 

Whereas by an act passed in the last sesfdnn of parliament 
eniitulpri an act for the further regulation of the datie» on * &3. ' ^ ‘ 
postage until the ffth day of October one thousand eight hundred and forty, 
power was given to the comniissi<»ners of Her Majesty’s tnasury, or jmy three 
of them, by warrant undr r their hands, to alter, fix, reduce, or remit uriy of 
the rates or or iiilund or other postage payable by law on |he irans- 
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mission oF post letters, and to subject such letters to rates of postage accord- 
irg to the tveight thereof, and a scale of weights to be contained in such warrant 
(without reference to the distance or number of limit the weight of letters to 
he srnt by the post, and to Huspend, wholly or in part, any parliamentary or 
official privilege of sending and rectiving letterj by the post free of postage, or 
any other franking privilege, and also to direct that letters written on stamped 
covers, or having a stamp affixed thereto, should \if within the limitation of 
weight to be flxed under the provisions of the said act, and if the stamp 
should not have been used before) pass by th^ post free of postage, and also to

An Act for punishing Mutiny and Desertion of Officers and 
Soldiers, m tlie Serfice of ihe JSast India Company, and for 
regulating; m such Service the Payment of Regimental Debts 
and the Disti ibiition of the Effects of Officers and Soldiers 
dying in the Service. 

[28M /u/y, 1849.] 

Wlierean an act was passed in the third and fourth years of 
her pi'e.sent majesty, intituled an act to consolidate and 3 &4Vlct c.37. 
anif'tid the laws for punishing mutiny and desertion of 
officers and soldiers in the service of the Kasi India company^ and for 
providing for the observance of diseiptine in the Indian Navy^ and to amend 
the laws for regulating the payment of regimental debts and the dis/ribu~ 
tion of the effects of officers and sfildie s dying in service: And wheieaa 
it is expedient that the said act be amended; and it being requisite, for 
retaining the forces of the East India company in their duty, that an exact 
discipline be observed, and that soldie s who shall mutiny or stir up sedition, 
or sliall desei t the said company’s service, be brought to a more exemplary 
and speedy punishment than the usual forms of the law will allow: Ue it 
therefore enacted by the Queen’s most excellent majesty, by and witli the

in Council^ or by the Courts of Smlder Dtwanny Adawlut and of 

the ZWah and City Judges in the Presidency of Fort William 

in Bengal. 

Whereas it is exp 'dient to amend the law relating to the execution of 
decries made and passed in appeal by her majesty in council, and by the 
courts oi Budder dewanny adawlut and of the zillah and city judges in the 
presidency i f Fort William in Bengal, it is hereby enacted us iolinws : 

I. Every d cree or order in appeal of ho maje'^ty in c 'Uncil, or of any 
court of suddor dewanny adiwlut, or of anv zillah or city judge whieh shall 
be made a'rer the passing ol this act, and also every su h de ree or or' er in 
appeal w lii h has been ni<*de before the passing of this uc% anil for the execu- 
tion or enCotCf'inent whereof no pet! ion has b^en present, d, shall be rnforced 
and exei'Uied by th** court wliicli made the first drcree or order appealed 
from in the manner and according to the rules and laws appli abl' to the 
execution and rnforceiuent of original decrees or orders made by such last 
mentioned court.

•ruittite uiulsUiiel er puhea offic^/a for acts of corruption, exturilou. 
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embfzalameot or other malveri^lloD, whether or not eny charge in prafeired 
by an aggrieved private party in reipect of mhaeta, it U enacted af follows: 

I. Wherever the local government, or the head officer ef a dbpertihenl^ 
or office under government, shall be of oplnioit that there are good grofimda 
tdr making a public enquiry into the truth of any imputation of corrupt 
extol tioD, embezzlement, or other malversatioacommitted at any time A 

tenure of office, by any ministerial or police officer, subject to the jurisdti 

of the donrts of the East India Company, and adbocdinate to auch covermnantf 
or employed in 6u(!h depsirtment or office, aa the case may be, it shall bn 
lawful torsiiCh government, or any such head officer as afoiesaid, to prosecute 
auch officer on the part Of government in a criminal court, or to nominate 
some person to conduct such prosecution , and it shall also be lawful for eueh 
government, or head officer as aforesaid, hi their or bis disci etiony to und^- 
^ke on the part of government the prosecution in a criminal court of any 
Ach charge, as aforesaid, which may be brought by aa aggrieved privgta 
party against any such ministerial or police officer, and such prosacutiona aa 
aforesaid shall not be barred, or affected, by reason of the party progeco^d 
having ceased to be in the service of government at the time at which the 
charge may be brought against him. 

II. Provided always that no collector, magistrate, nor head of on office 
hi the salt, abkarree, or customs departgiont, under the grade of commissioner, 
shall commence or undertake a prosecution under this act, untlll he shall have 
obtained the permission of the court, board, or officer to whom he is Immedi- 
ately sabordinate, to institute the same. 

No collector, magistrate, judge, or Other officer, who may prosecute 
any officer under this act, or cause such prosecution to be instituted, or who 
may conduct any preliminary investigation into the conduct of such officer, 
connected with such prosecutlou, nor ahy of bis deputies, assistants, or sub- 
ordinate officers, shall act as judge in any such prosecution.

The parent, guardian or near relation, ninst then add his certificate as to the 
truth of (be deilaration which must be simiUc tu tbatordeied to be annexed to the 
extract from the Parish register, ^ 
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The Aboremeotioned certificatA, (anti Hectaration in caaea where a declaration 
ahall be required,) are to be annexed lo the petition to be wiitfen by the candid^ite, 
and they are to ai^n a declaration thereon that they liave read these piintM in- 
•trnctioiis. The derlnration is to be signed by the parent, guardian or near relation 
of the CBiididatea reapectively. 

Cantlidnies will he interrogated in an open Co^inmittee as to their character, 
connexions, and qiialifientions, conformably to the General Court’s renolution of 
the 6th July, 1809. The nature of this interrogation may be known on application 
lo the clerk of the college department. And t^ie followiug Rules and Regulations 
are to he observed with respect to the examination of candidates : 

Each caudidnfe siiaii produce testimonials of good moral conduct, under the 
hand of the principal or supeiior authority of the collei^e or public institution in 
which he may hate been educated, or under the Imnd of the private instructor to 
whose care he may have been confided ; and the said testimonials shall have refer- 
ence to his conduct during the two years immediately pieceding his presentation 
for admission. 

Each candidate shall be examined in the four Gospr^ls of the Gieek Testa- 
ment and shall not he deemed duly qualified for admission to Haile} but y college 
unless he be iound to possess competent knowledi^e theieof ; nor unless he be able 
to render into English some portion of the works of one of the following Greek 
uuthurs ; tloiner, Herodotus, Xetiophon, Thucydides, Su|)hoi les, and Euripides ; 
nor unless he can render into Kngtisii Nome portion of the woiks of one of the 
follovv ing Latin aulhors Livy, Terence, Cicero, Tacitus, Virgil, and Hoiace; 
and this pait of the examination will iuclivie questions in ancient history, geogra- 
phy, and piiiloso|ihy. 

Each candidate shall also be examined in mcOlern history and geography, and 
in the elements of uiatlieiiiatical science, including the cuininon lules of aritiime- 
tlc, vulgar and decimal (ractiuns, and the fiist four hooks ot Euclid. He shall also 
be examined 111 moral philosophy, and in the evidences of the christiau religion as 
«et forth in the wuiKs of Paley. 

It 18 however, to he imdeislood, that supeiior attainments in one of the de- 
partments of htcr.'ituie or science, comprised in the foregoing pinu of examination, 
aliall, at (he discretion of the exaiuinei s, he con<4i(lered to compensate for compa- 
rntive deficiency in other qualifications; and also that the examination shall he so 
conducted as to give to each candidate reasonable time to prepuie himself for the 
•aid examination. 

A student publicly expelled the college will not he admitted into the com- 
pany s <ivil or military service ot India oi into the company's IVlilitary Seminary. 

No person can be appointed a writer in the coiiipany’s seivice whose age is 
less than eighteen or more than twenty three years, nor until he shall have resided 
|wo terms at least, in the college, and shall have obtained a certificate signed by 
the principal of his having Cfiufoniied himself to the statutes and regulations of 
the college. 

Oil a student’s appointment to be a writer after he has left the college, a legal 
histriiiiient is to be enteie I into by some one person (to be approved by the Court 
«f Directors) binding himself t<v pay the sum of ^d,€00 as liquidated damages, 
to the company, for bieach of a covenant to be entered into by the student s norni- 
xiatioD hath not been in nuy way bought, or sold, or exchanged fur any thing con- 
vertible into a pecuniary bNiivfit. 

The rank of students leaving the college is determined by the certificate of the 
principal, wlucli is granted with refeience to the industry, proficiency, and general 
good behaviour of the students. 

Such rank to take etfect only iu the event of the tndeots proceeding to India 
vfitbiu six months after they are so ranked. 

TERMS OP ADMISSION FOR STUDENTS. 

One hnndred guineas per aunpn, for each atudint: a moiety whereof to be 
paid at, commencement of each term, theie being two in the year, besides the 
expense of books and stationery. 

Students to provide tiiemselves with a fable-spoon, tea spoon, knife and fork, 
half a dosen (oweds, tea equipage and a looking glass ; alsoj with not less than two 
pairs of sheets, two pillow cases, and two breakfast cloths.

The East India Cninrnany having estabiinhed a college in England, for the 
aprropiiate education of \oiinz m^n designed for tiieir civil seivice in India, it will 
be theietore eipedient that, under certain circuniatances. the tini^ spent by such 
young men in (he said college alter tiiev shall hate attained the age of 17 years, 
entitles them to the same privileges as they would have been entitled to, if they 
had been resident such time in India, and it has been enacted that nil time nut 
exceeding two years, ns shall he fwnt^ fide spent in college, in (he regular course 
of such educn(ion, hy any prison nfter (hey shall respectively h<ive nt(ain«>d (he 
age of 17 years, pro\ ided they nhaW bona fide spend, either before or after 17 
years ot age. two years at leant, in the said college regular course of such ediicalioa 
and shall afterwards go to India, in (he civil service of (he said company, shall he 
appointed to (lie oflires, places, and appointments, which such peisons are entitled 
to be appointed to, and to hold, as so Dmch time actually spent m India.

Par. 20. We perceive by the abslrarl of the Act of the 53d of the present 
majesty, chap. 165, anneied to your list of civil servants, dufed 3Ist May, I844i 
(hat accordine to your cnnstriictinii of (hat act a civil servant may now, upon his 
arrival in India, receive £bV0 a year, hut (his is most assmedlv a mistake, the act 
ahovementioiied has slioitened the peiiod two years, which it was leqiiiied prevU 
oiisly to (he passiiiij of thrit act for a servant to have resided in India to enable 
him to receive more than 1,50U 3 000, or 4,000 pounds a year; but it has not 
shoitened the period wiiicli it was leqiiired previously thereto, (or a serv.int to 
have reaided as ahoveineiitioned, to enable bim to receive more (Imii £500 a year ; 
consequently that reruriiiH the same as it was hefoie (he act of (he 53d was passed, 
namely three years. Allowing, with respect to the set vants educated at Hertford 
college, the time not exceeding two years, passed in that itistitution alter they wera 
■eveiiteeii, tn be considried as time passed lu India, and this will be your 
guide ID future. 

And vviieieas, by virtue of an act passed in (he foitv-seventh year of the reign 
of his said late l^ia}e^tT, all sucli lime ns shall be bona fide' spent in the college 
estBbiished in England hv the East India Company, for the eduontiun of their civil 
servants hy any peisnn after they shall lespecliveiy have atluined the age of sevens 
teen years, is ac^’nimted as to certain olhces, places and employineiits, wliioh such 
persons are entitled to hold in India, as so much time actually spent in India, pro* 
videci that such persons shall, either before or after seventeen years of age, spend 
two years at least in the said college; and whereas it is expedient, that the 
privilege so giarited, should, under certain circnmstriures, be extended to young 
iiieu, who mav have spent less time than two years in regular course of edncatioo 
at the ^aid college ; he it therefore enacted, that ail such time not extecding two 
vears, ns shall have been or will he bona fide spent in the said college in the legii- 
Isr course of such ediiration as afoiesaid, by any person after (hey shall respec- 
tively have attained the age of seventeen years, who slnll have pioceeded or shall 
hereafter proceed to India in (he civil s^rvl^e of the said company, shall bo 
accounted as to all f'jBces places and employments to which such | ersons are 
entitled to be appoimed, and to hold the salaiy, perquisites and emoluineuU 
whereof shall not exceed the sum of one thousand five hutnlred pgiinds 

In adjusting the original rank of the writers «f 1808—9, »nd siibsequen 
years, 1 have made it to commence fiom (he 30th Apul, of the years they 
ooverally staad appointed to, fiiMliog it very difficult to adjust it« according to 
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the aid egtahli^hed rnle, or form, the date of the arrival to thin conntry of the first 
vtiiters of each neanoik, se\eral fr(>ni]emen of one senHon haviiif; of late years ar- 
rived at this presidency hefiire any of the writers noiiiiiiafed to a preceding eenson, 
which according in the old rnle would make the arrival of a writer of a sohseqiunt 
season establish the oiii'innf rank of all the writers of a preceding season. These 
liifficuUies will be obviated by the present arraiYteinent, without creating any 
inconvenieDca. 


PURCHASE OR SALE OP APPOINTMENTS FORBIDDEN. 

And no person uho shnll he nominated to a situation in the service of the East 
India company, and who shall Ime ohfnined such nmninatioii in consequence of 
purchase or any corrupt prnctice whatever, either direct nr iiidiiect; by liimseit' 
or hy any other person, with or without his privity, shall he rejt-cted fruin (he 
service of the company, and ordered back to England, if he hhall have proceeded 
to India hefoie a discovery of such corrupt piactire be made; and if siicli silii- 
ation shall have been so corruptly prcrnred hy himself, or with his privity, he shall 
be rendeied mcapuble of holding that or nny other situation whatever in the coin- 
pan} ’s seivice. provided always, that if a fair^di^iclnsore of any con apt tiansaction 
oi practice of the nature betoi e desci ibed, wherein any director has been con- 
cerned, siiall be volnmaiily made by the party or paities engaged in the same with 
such director, the appointment hereby procured shall be confirmed by ibe Court. 

VACANCIES HOW TO BE FILLED UP, 

A strict adherence to the prohioitinns contained in an act made in the thirty 
third year of the late reign, in respect t* the filling up and supplying vacancies 
in the civil service of the E I. coinpany, lias been found iriipracticnble, without 
detriment to the public service nr injury to the just claims and meritorious exer- 
tions of individuals, and a inndifi.’ation of the said act tiaving been in part adopted 
in the act of the forty seventh of the same reign, relative to the scholars education 
Vii li^rdford Cohtgv ; it has been enacted that any office, place or employment, 
the salary and peiqnisites whereof shall exceed the sum of fi t»en hundred pounds, 
may be granted to and conferred upon any civil servant who shall have been actu- 
ally resident in India iii the compHiiy^s service, for the space of four years ante- 
cedent to sncli vacancies ; and the salary, perquisites, and emoliimentH, shall ex- 
ceed the sum of tin ee thousand pounds jtrer annuin, such office may he conferred 
upon any of the said servants who irive been actually resident in India seven 
years, at least, in the whole ; and if the salary perquisites, and emoliinients, at any 
olfice, place or einidoynient, shall exceen four ihotisaiid pounds per annum, such 
olfice, including that of (he Connell, may be granted or conferred upon any of the 
said servants, who shall have been actually resident in India lo the company's 
service, for the spare of ten years, at least, in the whole.

them, but within the limits laid down in Sec. 4th, as the casu may be, and such 
rertiticate must be snbniitted to the consideration of the medical hoard/and if satis- 
factory shall he countersigned hy one ot its members. An application for an 
extension of leave must, if the applicant be^ii India, he aecompanied by a rerti* 
HoRte from the medical officer bv whom the applicant is attended, shewing suffici- 
ent reason for the exteiininn solicited, and such ceitidcate, like the former, must 
be examined and countei signed by a member of (he medical board (ft) It the ap- 
plicant shill have proceeded beyond the Cerritories under tiie government of the 
East India company, he must fiirnisii a certificate to the required effect from a 
surgeon or piiysiciMu at the place of his temporary lesidence, whom he has 
been attended, such attendance and the period of it to be stated, and (lie ceilifi- 
rate to be countersigned hy the principal medical uiithorily of the colony or 
countiy. When any of tlie required partiuulara are neglected leave will be 
refused. (7) 

8ec VI. (Amended ) Civil Servants absent from their Stations nnder Me-

the Provintdal Court. The GoVeenmeot decided that tno Judge could not be blamed for the Aop-

* The interpretation put upon the Resolution relating to the claim of servants who had been 
compelle.i by ill health to go to Europe befoie cohspletiag 10 years service In India, to a furlough, 
after they should have sci||y that perimi, had been considered doubtful. It has lately been 
ruled by the Home Governnffnt that in the event of such parties prcreiriiig an application for 
leave of absence on private alThirs after completing the presiribed term or service, it will bo 
within the discretiou of (he local Government to comply therewith, nlways having reference 
however to the wants of Ihe public service. But it is only in cases in which iMrtics may be com, 
pelled by ill health after 10 years service to go to England a second time, that they aie entitled to 
any pecuniary allowance for such second absence, and then only to the ditference between £500 
per annum for three years, and the amount drawn during their first absence. 

lAMitafion of Private Affairs leave, 

(27) The Home authorities with reference to that part of this resolution whhh allowed oT 
ficers to go home oil private alTairs leave in anticipation, have ordeied the strict observance of 
the principals laid down in the subjoined. 

Extract Despatch to Fort St. George in the Public Department, daied 26f6 April, 1826,

The (30) president in council, considciing that under the above rules a full 

allotment of furloughs will be made to the members of the Bengal civil service, 
and that the exigencies of the public service will not admit, without inconve- 
nience, of a larger number of servants being absent than is provided for by the 
rules established, deems it expedient to require that leave to proceed to Europe, 
on account of private affairs, shall be sparingly granted to servants not entitled 
to the privilege of furlough, (31) and that applications for such leave be not 
complied with, except under special circumstances to be explained to the satis- 
faction of the heads of the respective governments of Bengal and N. W. Provinces.

FUULOUGHS PREVIOUS TO THE COMPLETION OF TEN YEARS 

SERVICE. 

Ate granted under the authority of Para. 22— cff the court's despatch, of Stli 
December 1334, viz. in rases of civil servants compelled by illness, certified 
upon oath, to come to Europe pervious to theii completion of an actual lesidence 
id the civ I service often years, such covenanted servants shall each be present* 
ed with the sum of 2,000 sicca rupees as passage money, and shall be entitled, for 
a period not exceeding three years, to an allowance, from the company's cash, 
of £250 per annum, but servants having received this indulgence shall not in 
the event of their again corning to Europe after having completed a residence 
of ten years or upwards, be entitled to any allow'ance under the first Regulation, 
except their return be again occasioned by illness, to be in like manner certified 
upon o.itli, and then only to the difference between what they have before 
drawn in the shape of passage money, and that of ^500 per annum for three

In cases where an officer holding tw’o appointments on being deputed to f>fficiate 
for another shall be rtlievfd only from one, he shall receive no deputation 
allowance unless the emoluments of the office in which he is deputed to act 
exceed the united emoluments of his permanent appointment, and in that case 
the deputation allowance shall be limited to the difference. 

Sec. XX f. No (3fi) subordinate officer acting for his principal or for any 
other person holding a sup rior appointment in the same office of Establish- 
ment at tlie same station, slmll be entitled to any deputation allowance until 
after the expiration of 3 months, and then the allowance is not to be drawn in 
arrear. But a servant |ire\ lonsly (-17) out of einplo> ment, or who may be df>( uted 
to act from a ditferent station, shall be entitled to deputation allowance from 
the dale at which he fna> enter npun the discharge of the duties to which he has 
been temporanly appointed. 

Sec XXII. A cnil servant out of emplovment, if deputed to act at a 
dihtnnce, and civil servants having permanent employment, who may he so depnted 
ami who mav be reatiicted by any provision in these rules to the allow aiire of 
their own office, shall be permitted to draw travelling allowance at the rate sanc- 
tioned in the case of a first appoiritineiit. When the entire stun recei\ed as 
deputation allowance may fall short of that which, according to the distance 
would he allowed for travelling expences the difference may he drawn. In all 
rases of absence under medical certificate, and in cases of absence on private 
affairs, when the absent officer shall not to? snbject to deduction, such payments 
shall be made at the charge of the government. 


SUBSISTENCE ALLOWANCE. 


Subsistence allowance to civil servants is granted with reference to the res- 
pective peiiods of their standing in the service; such ns, * senior merchant,' 
'junior merchant,' 'factor or writer,* reckoned by the 12th, 9th, 6th, snd 3d years 
fioin ihe first dating of thefr actual residence. 'I hat allowance is granted to civil 
servants * ont of employ' or not holding a permanent office so long ns they may not 
be suspended or dismissed fiom the service. It has only n|>parently heen main- 
tained by a bye law of the hon'ble company, but its rights appear to be held on 
nearly the same principle a.s the principal pay proper of military rank.

I'heae Allowances have usumly heen denominated as the ‘ reduced subsistence 
to civil servants out of employ,' that term (' reduced’) apparently hearing allnsicn 
to certain compensation, the coinpnnv alluded at the earlier period of their coin- 
Dveice, as inaj be gleaned from the old records about the venr 1786-91. They weie 
theu regulated at the same rate of exchange, ns was assigned for the salary of the

(.?6} An Assistant Secretary to Government in the Military Department was acting as Deputy 
whilst the Deputy was acting as piinclpal in Calcutta dunug the absence of the Secretary at 
Sinviah Anil dunug the absence subsequently of the Deputy at Simlah the assistant acted as 
Secretary and Deputy at Calcutta and claimed tw'o distinct Reputation allowances. This was 
di«ailuwcd by the Civil Auditor, and it was ruled that the deputation allowance granted to a u 
assistant in the Ollice of a Secretary for doing the duty o Deputy be considered to merge in the 
larger allowame allotted by Government to the same assistaiii when placed in charge of the 
Otnee of Secretary. 

A Civil Servant of ihe N. W. Provincea, having returned from furlough on hla arrival 
a( Calcutta slated to the Government of Bengal in the General Department that he had applied 
to his ow n Governineut for employment there and desired to offlrfate temporarily in any of the 
Civil or Criminal Courts at the Presidency pending the receipt of instrnctions from Agra, ffe 
was informed lu reply that the rule of practice in the service was that Civil Servants attached to 
the N. W. P ut the time of their departure for furlough should be re-attached to that same divi- 
sion of the Bengal Presidency immediarely on theirreturn from Ihe same; unless for special and 
satisfactory reasons the Civil Servant desired a change and the head of the respective Governmeiit 
saw no objection. It w-as added (hnt the applicant was at liberty directly to proceed to Allahabad . 
them to await the An ther orders of the locnl Government ; and further that all applications for 
•eitiig or other appointments should be addressed to the private Secretaries of the Heads of 
Qovernmenta— and that the one Government under such circumstances as those under review 
wpuUI uot take me services ot an officer bpiongiiig to the other Ooverniuent without previoiu 
eoasttltatioa aud arrangement.

Subsistence allowance is cliargeahlo only so long as the oHicer may remaiD 
within India limits by eipress ^ implied permission of the governor ol his own 
preHideiicy, and without any official employ me nt. It ceases whenever those limits 
are passed ; nor is it regained or resumed uolil retnru to India in the actual service 
of the 111 . f. company. * 

TRAVELLING ALLOWANCES ♦ 

By an order of government, general depaitmeiU, dated 2nd Octnher 1828, 
(ravelling allowance was restiicted to cases of joining a ^ir^t appointment and the 
ssiiie rule w as extended to cliHpIains, medical and other officers. That rule lius 
excel linns iinuei«r in <i| ei iai rases iitidei authority from an order of goi eminent. 

Junior offiiers having once drawn the allowance for a near station on the first 
tiip, have heen considered entitled to a further allonaifce on removal, when not nl 
their o«\n wish, but by express order of government, thence to a remoter station. 
Blit if IVIr A. B draws tiavrlling allowaiice lor \1idnapore and not liking that 
sfaiinti after reaching it requests to be sent on to ('nltack, he uill not receive any 
travelling allowan'e for the disinnre hetwren Midnapore and Cutter k. 

By a resotulion dated Lt June 18.^, the civil Auditor was riir^rted to Us the 
rates of travelling al'ooance with rerer#t)ce to the rates in use at the post office. 
They were signified at 8 annas per mi'e with exception to the Delhi and Oude dis- 
tricts where the chaige wa^ 12 aiifias, and in the Jnanporp division one iiipee. 

These rates geiierallv governed the giant of travelling allowance, and weie 
calculated hy a tuh'e of vlisiances printed by the post master geoeiul which also 
gave the additional chaiges made for certain routes direr t fiorn Cn'cmta, the cross 
di*<tniices also were asceilaioedi hy special nppiicntion (o the same authority. Since 
the finhlication of captain Taylor’s Tables, however the distances exhihited therein, 
have hern adooted 

The time for (ravelling from one fo another station had also been regulated 
by allowing one dav for every ten miles of such distances, and a week (or 7 dayh) 
over and above such computed time. A delay beyond which involved foifeiture 
-of salary. 

By the more recenit rules of Jsmiary last, otiier periods are assigDed of 
one, two and thiee months for 3f0, 600, &c. miles on exceeding which the loss uf 
aaiarv and hy a month more that of office takes place 

By these rules 8 annas per mile hy Taylor’s polyinelrical distances is tlie 
general allowance made when due under their speciKc provisions. This advan- 
tage has heen extended to civil servants out of employ, when deputed (o act at a 
diHiance and they are allowed a charge at the same rate as that snncliouerl in the 
case of a first appointment. The charge however is now to be made after the 
pei furm.iiK e of (he journey . 

Covenanted officers and others employed in the interior of their own districts on 
settlement and police duties diaw a travelling allowance at the rate of Rs. 5 per 
diem upon the i oniitersign of commissioners of divisions and the snpeiintendeiit 
of the fiolice, provided (heir other allowance do not exi eed 28,UOO Us per annunii 
Rulf> V. 

Coininissipiiers and nffioialing commissioners of Division and soperiatendent 
of Police— diaw a specific allowance of 250 Rhl. on the same account tor the cir- 
cuit of their own jurisdictions whiNt they hold resueclive charge.

SALARIES. 

The following extract from a resolution by the hoii’ble the president in council 
under da* e 20th March, 1839, communicated to the Bengal government is 
published for general information. 

Ej, tract from the proceedings of the hon'hle the president of the council of India 
in council in the financial department, dated the 20//i March L839. 

Resolution.- * Resolved, that the 16th Noxeinber 1836, the date when the 
hon'bte court’s despatch dated 4th May 1836, uaslaid before the council of India 
forordeis be the date which is to legulate the claim of incumbents to retain the 
allowances held by them on that date. 

2nd. Resolved, that the date of the receipt of the present despatch in its 
application to be officers of the Bengal division of the piesidenc^ be the date 
when the letter from the Secretary to the right hon’ble the governor general 
fo warding the despatch fiom his lordship’s camp was laid before the council, viz. 
20tli Fehrusry, 1839. 

3rd. With refeience to the above dates Mr. C. Tucker, extra temporary 
Judge of ilie sudder dewanny and nizamut adawlut, under date 16th December 
1836 (made permanent 9th September 1838,) and whose salary since the former 
date has been fixed at 45,000, must, from the 20th ultimo, be reduced to 42,000. 

4th. Ill like manner the sulaiy of Mr. Hawkins, register, which on the 16th 
January 1838 was fixed at 32,000 must, from the same date, be reduced to 30,000. 

5th. Of the civil and sessions Judges, the office's drawing salaiies in excess of 
30,000 rupees, who will fall under the orders for reduction contained in this des- 
patch, ate -Messrs. R. P. Nisbet, A Dick, J. Templer, W. Dent, 8s H. Oldfield, 
all of whom draw 32,000 upon augmentations made since the 16th November 
1836* The other Officers named in the list as drawing more than 30,000 are 
old incumheiits, viz. Messrs. Cracrofi, Lee Wainer, and J. D'Oyly ; and those 
who have I eceived the higher rate ot 36,000 before the 16th November 1836, 
viz. Messrs. B. Barlow and II Moore. 

6th. Of the civil anti sesbion judges (in Number 28) the following draw 
allowances less than 30,000: Messrs.. Smelt, Russell, Biscoe, Gouldsbury, Gough, 
Cathcart, Golding, Deedes and Dunbar. The salary of all these officeis being 
28,000, they aie er< h respectively entitled to an increase of 2,000 per annum, 
provided that a deduction equivalent to furnish such an addition be immediate- 
ly available, and if the deduction afford only a partial increase, the amount is 

to be * equitably apportioned among officers of

honor in council regards the immediate saving made in^the allowances of officers 
of the sudder court, as likewise available fur the augmentation of civil and 
session judges’ salaries. Thus the amount in hand applicable for augmentation 
from the 20tli Febmary last is 15,000. 

7th. Since that date Mr. Cracroft’s resignation has been received ; the 
Gentleman’s salary was 41,800, be)ng that of a 2d judge of circuit under the 
old system, considering of this amount the excess above 36,000 an personal, 
his hoqor in council deems 6,000 to be available for augmentation of the inferior 
grade of salaries of civil session judge. Thus the total amount at present aviil- 
* able is 24,000, hut in addition to the nine gentlemen named as filling the office 
pf civil and session judge, a tenth, Mr. Ravensl'aw, draws the same allowances 
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of 23,000 as an additional civil and Thuggee session judge, and th^^ criminal dii« 
ties to be performed in the trial of these offenders, are at last of equal responsi- 
bility and grade with those of ordinary sessions ; his honor in council is there- 
fore disposed to admit tiie claim of this gentleman to be placed on the same 
footing in point of salary. 

Slh. Thus there are ten ^officers entitled to receive in the whole 20,000 
rupees from the 20th February, but from that date till the departure of Mr. 
('racroft, the amount available b^ng only 15,000, they ivill each respectively 
receive only three fourths of the augmentation allotted to them until the date, 
when Mr. Ciacroft's salary fell in, and from that date the entire increase.— The 
additional judges performing only civil duties, will continue to draw, as before 
ordered, only 26,000. 

9th. In the statement laid before the president in council the next officers 
named are separate magistrates. Of these the chief magistrate of Calcutta, and 
magistrate of 24-pergunnahs are special officers, the allowances of which have 
been sanctioned by the hon’ble court. The remainder, twelve in number, have 
been appointed under an arj^angement not befoie the court at the time of issuing 
then orders. The appointments having been substituted for those of joint 
magistrate and deputy collector. 

10th. The despatch of the hon'ble'court contains no orders specifically re- 
ferring to these officers, but his honor Hi council is of opinion that the principle 
of the orders will apply, and theretore that the office of magistrate must be es- 
tablished with an equal salary, the duties performed and the powers exercised 
being all of the same description. 

llth. Of the twelve magistrates appointed in Bengal three are drawing 

18.000 lls. per annum and the lomainder 12,000. The right lionuiable the go- 
vernut general has proposed to 6x the equal salary of 13,000 per annum for this 
class* of officers, in which case Messrs. Onslow, Gilmore, and Glliott would lose 

3.000 pel annum, and the rem.iining nine would obtain a corresponding increase. 
Tbi» would involve a net charge of 18,000 pei anniim, to meet which tJiere is no 
deduction available from the salaiies of officers of the same class, and as these 
officers were not embraced in the iirevious orders of the honorable court, and 
there has been no special salary assigned to this class of officers which was iiiten- 
tionaily distributed unequally upon the piinciple of keeping the total tiie same, 
it cannot be assumed that there are vacancies of the iiigher giade.

dited in the uccounta in which the allowances nrinv be chargeable to Government, 
viB. those pf the diiiBions or ^^lilahs to which the Officers on leave stand appointed * 
The hills granted niidet this rule to Officers who may be on leave on account 
of private affaii A will be subjected to a piemium of one percent Bills granted 
to Officers who may be absent on raediCal ceitihtate will be eaeoipted from such 
preminm. 

RAPfK RULE9 

The appointment of yrntera appears to have been originally esiablislied by 
an Act pas'^ed iq the ^4(h year of his late Majesty Geo III Cup 25, bee 43, 
prqsonhiug iiHiinssions between the ages of 15 and 22 veara 

The \ct 47th of Geo JU Cap 68, prescribed the passing of twovears or four 
terms in the College eytahlished 10 England frir Ih^ q^*icafu>n of such persons as 
were intended for the Civil service in India * and so much of the time spent therein 
after the age of 17 years plvall be acconoted aa time aotualK suent to IiiifiR * Tins 
IS to (qjualify to draw certain salaries udder the limitations assigned in pre- 
vious Acts 

Original rRnk was rompnted under an order of fhe 
General Q$parimen4t Hon hie the Court of Directors dated 3d of Jqly, 1795, 
SdfftUv* assif^fed lo writeis apjioinfed luaoy season who at the 

time ot appointment ^ere residing m India, the com- 
Dieocflimiii of Uieir periods of actual service of Inffia from the time of their arrival 
at ^be Pr^tside^oy to which they were nominated, of the Pirat Writer appointed in 
EfurApe of the aame seasdW, And to Writers dppoinCed in Europe their peiiodawf 
Bfitnal service id India as lomuienoiDg from the iime of their arrival at iht Pr'eai- 
dency at which they were to serve^ 
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It mav ba ramarkad howfaer thAt in prorass of time the rormernf theee Rnlaa 
■ppaar to have absorbad the latter, and to have been observed aa Jhe general rule 
of dating Oiiginal Rank 

It is alno to be remarked that the periods of seDtoiity were in practise oom- 
piited from anrh duties ol original rank reduced by one year below llie terms speot- 
tied in tin* Art; as follows. «ia>t 

For a Senior Merchant, 1 1 years or on entelriDg the 13th year from the data 
of onemal rank. 

Junior Merchant, 8 years or onsentering the 9lb year. 

Factor, 5 ^ears or on entering the 6th year, and income tenable by law, was 
likewise regulMten or rated by the same periods ; although strictly the completion 
of 6 years, 9 years, and 1,3 years, was denoted by the Acts. 

In July, 18'27, it appears the Hon'ble Conrt entered into a further definition m 
reference to certain questions proposed bv the Madrna Government; and in these 
w^wds: 'Previously lo the enactment of 63d Oeo. Ill Cap, 165. it was Oiir prac- 
tice to forward to yon Lists of ^he relative rank of wi iters appointed from lime 
to time to your Establishment ; under the antliority of that enactment, regulations 
were framed for the Government of the College of Haileybury. one ol which pro- 
vided that the relative Rank of Writers shonid he flied by the College Couiiril, 
and specified in the College certificate subject however to loss oi Rank, in the 
event ol the Writer failing toproceerf to India within a specified time. The (eim 
of service as W liter. Factor, Junior and Senior Merchants, has reierence to the 
periods of service snecitied in Psragraph 17 to 19 of the Appendix No. 68. to the 
second report frciii the Select Coiuruittee oof the House of Commons on the com- 
pany’s affairs in l8l0, viz

Upon another occasion in consequeune ol a reference from this presidency, 
the Hon’ble ("oiiit's decision was given as follows, tlirongh an order of Goveru- 
nieot, dated 16th ^ovemher 1831. ‘ That in computing the term of seVvice requi- 
site to qiialifv civil servants when out of employ to diaw the subsistence of Senior 
Merchaots, Junior Merchant, and Factor, the same principle shall be observed as 
Parliament has prescribed in Hxing the quabficatiuns (or liutding offices of certain 
eiiiolfiroents, viz. Actual residence in India in the company’s sen ice allowing 
however, time passed in the Haileybury College as provided for in the Act 47, c. 
Geo.^ Ill, cap. 68. 

PBBCEDENCB IN OFFICE. 


The last Act on this subject makes it lawful for the Government of India to 
appoint any meritorious civil servant under the rank of member of council to 
courts, boards, and other official establishment in which several servants hold 
office collectively, and ordains that such servant shall take precedence at or in 
snch ronrts, boards, &o. according to the aeniority of his appointment as a mem- 
ber thereof, although he may hereby not take precedence therein according to the 
saniority of hia appointment in the service.” 


HAILBYBITET RANK. 

The Act passed in the lOtli year of Geo. IV. cap. 16th extended the privi. 
granted by the Act 47fh of Oeo. Ill cap. 68 in favor nf young men who may- 
have speut a less time than two years id the college establishment io England, and 
enacted * that all such time not exceeding two years bona-fide spent io that col- 
lege after the age of 17 years, on proceeding to Ipdia, shall be accoonted as time 
apeat in India, in regard to offices, places, and ^employments, which snob persups 
aie entitled to be appointed to hold, the salaries, perquisites, and emoluments 
wheieof shall hot exceed the sain of one thousaud five hundred pound# peranoum.* 

BANK OP CIVIL EBRVANtS RETORNING TO INDIA AFTER FIVE TEARS*

The tranafer of a civil aervant from one sister prcsidenoy ^ anotbrr (which 
has someiiines taken place onoer the old rules) 

See Rule, ^rd July, 1795, has i^ivea rank froip the day of the first arrival, 
Qenl. Dept. \at Feb, lB07. of the season of his own appointment, and the 
* same governs the case of a militarj^ officer who 
is appointed by a civil convenant. 

'I'he transfer of the civil servants of the late China and St. Helena establish* 
menu of tlie company was provided fbr bf the act 3rd and 4th of the last reisot 
c. 85 Set*. 113, which enacted that a civil servant oi the company employed in the 
fuotory of Canton, or in the Island of St, Helena shall be capable of taking and 
bolding any oifii'e in any presidency or estahlishinent on the Indian territories 
which he would have been capable of taking and holding, it he had been a civil 
servrint ui siinb Prestdenoy or on snoh Bstahiiahinent during tbe same time as he 
aball have been in the service of the said oonipany. 

The preliminary order of the hon’hie court hearing dale the S7tb December 
1833, assigned to the China civil sf ivanta their rank on the Bengal Kslnblisbmcnt, 
from the date of their reHpecti\ e hist appoiiitiiieuts, with certain apecific allow* 
doces of lime, to form their election upon the ^er of transfer to the India service, 
the same being varied in some respects, ticcorffing to the situation of the officers 
at the time, but. not exceeding sis months to all servants in Chinn, troni the date 
ot this Goveroment receiving the hon'ble court’s despatch and the same periods, 
as lespected servants in China, were to be considered part of the time of lesi- 
ttence necesaary to qondiy tlieiii for ' ao3iiities in the event of iheir accepting the 
tiansfer.’ The present position of Ihoae servants who have done so, is that uf the 
last ol the season of their own appoiotmeDta. The same principle was formerly 
applied to certain civil servants of the then Port Marlbro* e<itabiishinent, who 
were transferred to that of iVladras, and by no express act of ParliameDt were 
diiected to be considered the youngest of their respective ranks. 

SPECIAl* CASES CONNECTED WITH TUB KUhBS ON RANK, 

Bank of a civilian supposed to be wrongly stated, 

Mr. A. B. reoiesented to Government that (he Secretary to the C. S. A. F- 
had made an error in regard (o ins standing in the service, and urged a claim to 
piioiiti of oiMiiioD of taking the annuity over certain other civil aeivanls in ooo- 
sequence. He was told that the rntes of the Annuity Fund piesrrihed deKnitely 
that annuities should be tendeied to members of the rivit service io the order of 
rank as fixed in tlie lists received from the Hon'ble Court uf Diiectors and cooi^ 
tamed id the Civil Auditor's books. 

The rules of deter milling the method of computing the period of service is 
disiioct from that which refers to rank, and thongh the period of service may have 
been completed under that rule before that of ottiers standing higher in the grada* 
tion lists ol rank, the latter would he entitled to t.iLe precedence, wbeu both are 
alike qualified by standing aud residence foC the anouity, 

Simi/ai Case, 

Mr. A> B. brought to notice a snppOHed mistake in, regard to the position of 
his nAuie III the gradation lists of the officers of civil service piihlished in tbe 
Directories, and submitted a certificate granted by the Board of Examiners iq 
Europe shewing hia standing in the service and sohciied that he might be restored 
to his rank. He was told that tbe rircuaistance represented by him would be 
brought to the notice of the Court of Directors as it was from the Honorable Court 
tliat the lists of reialivs rank of civil servants were received, and that the Governor 
uf Bengal did not feel that ho would be wavranled m making ooy alteration in them 
without a special aaqctioii* 


Similar Case, 

Mr. A. B. left Hailsybury College in Dec. 1813, and .signed his covenant at 
the E. 1 Hoose on the 34tH .Vlarrh t815,and arrived at Calcutta in November of 
that year, in the E. 1- H, register of Ihri, Mr. A U. was enlei^d as nominated 
foi Jdeng'ti I9(h Jao. 1810 and as transferred trooi the Mndrss nomioations oo 3Dtb 
Mracb^ 1810., The ralee U the period ot 35 years* service to coaiinenco 
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from thp date of intiniAtioD of appointn^etit, or from the date of covenant, which- 
ever may be ante^dvot By the Honorable Coart's letter to the Government of 
Bengal, dated lat Bpril, 18l4i rank wna assigned to iVIr A. B as a writer of the 
season IS08-I809« whereas by the Honorable court's despatch of 15th March 18)6 
rank was assigned to Messrs. G O. and B. F. who retired on annnitiea of the 
season 1837-38, and who entered fhe college at the same time with Mr. A. B. bat 
who in cousequenoe of being implicated in a distnr bs nee were a*>Dt out to India 
before the completion of their fourth term, as writers of 181 1-12> 

By Para. 3 of the H. Court's letters dated, 25th January 1813 intimation of 
the appointment of M r. G. H. (who proceeded to India in thia same ship with 
Mr. A. B.) and of 20 other writers was conveyed to the Bengal Government and 
Mr. Q. H. who signed his covenant snbseqiient to Mr, A. B. retired on an annuity 
of 1837^38, the period ofhiv service being calculated from the date of the Hono- 
rable Oourt's letter above-mentioned. 

Mr. A. B never having proceeded to England on Furlongh completed his pe- 
riod of 22 year’s residence iu India in Nov. 1636. At the end of 1837 ne applied for 
one of the annuities available in 1837-38 on the favorable terms of valne, and was 
told in reply that the date of intimation of his appointment as a writer * not being 
traceable on the records of government, the period of his twenty-fiie years' service 
mast be held to commence from the t|pte of his cevennnf, via. 34th March 1813.’ 

In coo8<>qnence of tills construction of (he managers, which was subsequently 
apheld by the government of Bengal, Mr. A. B. was debarred from takinR annnity 
before the 24th .Vlan-h 1843, by which period tiie available annnifies of the season 
had been taken up (one of them by Mr P. G, who completed his 22 years’ actual 
residence on the 24th Marcli 1838 only) ann Mr. A. B. was consequently deprived 
of an advantage to which he conceived he was justly entitled. 

51r. A. B urged thut the circumstance of the intimation of his appointment 
' not being traceable in the records of the Bengal goveininent,’ was a matter which 
was entirely beyond his own control, and fnrther that it was obvious he must have 
been appointed to the H Co.’s seivice at a petiud coinciding with, if not an- 
tecedent to Messrs, G D. nod G F. and those other servants to whom rank was 
assigned by the oonrt of directois of a date one or two yeais subsequeot to that 
assigned by the honorable court to him, Mr. A. B. 

Mr. A. B, conipeiled by ill heatih and other rirciimstances to embark for Eng- 
land ou furlough, and liud do chance of nhtaining an annuity of the season of 
1838 9* the then supposed last year of the auniiity on the favourable terms of 
quaiter premium sanctioned by the honorable court, by leason of ihe large numbers 
of civil servants at the bend of the list, wlio it was understood had || resolved to 
avail themselves of the six anunities of that Reason. Mr A B. therefore prayed 
that the court would ascertain 1 rum their r«'corda the actual date of his apnoint- 
meot to thr-ir service ] and (not permitting him to suffer so serious a|lo8s as would 
be entailed by hie being compelled to pay rs 50,000 to secure the same advantages, 
which but tor a contingeooy entirely beyond bis own control, would hai'e|been his for 
a payment of 25,000 rs.) would be pleased to assign him an annuity out of the 
surplus funds, oi out of (he one-third aonuall) carried to the credit of tbe^ court, 
on the favorable terms of quarter piemiuni. 

The home authorities fband that Mr. A. B.'a appointment took place on the 
29tli Jauuary 1821, and that the fact ought to have been duly brought to the notice 
of the local government within a reawonable period of its occurrence, and in that 
rase it should have been so, on a much earlier date than flt^t borne by Mr. A. 
B 's covenant 

Further, that Mr A . B. ought (o have been admitted to an annuity from the 
29th January 18.38, and should undoubtedly have hi ^u so admitted but from his 
being unfortunately deprived of the requisite menus of proving bis period of service. 
On that defect being remedied, the court ot directors decided that Mr. A. B. might 
be |>ermitted to pnroliase au annnity at a quarter value conrmeuoing from Ist May 
1838, and he wa<« admitted to an extra annuity. 

The point relative to the poasible confiii’ting claims of rank and service ; did 
not appear to the hon'ble governiuelbt to call for interposition* becanse it was 
expressly stated in the rules of the fund that the annoities sbonltf lie tendered, 
to the siuwcrihers according to their seniority. 

Furtheor the ^oort of directors rnted that it was fini neeessary to disturb 
the rule by which tbA commencement of service is at present computed. If of 
the two doemrionts, (the covenant and court’s letter of notification,) upon wbioh 
the dtdiiiofi cea^ (Hig only can be fODDd; the queslioo is to be decided by that 
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one, anieiig as m the oasa of Mr. A » B.*a evidence eiiets wKich RKppIiea the, p^ace 
of the document which is vraniinfr. In snch cases the servant is to in restored 
lo the advnntnaea pf which nrCidental circumstances have deprived him. 

Mr. C D. was appointed a writer at the same period as Mr, A. B. via. the 
29fh January lri42. and under similar circaoistancea, his lenigth of service OMiet 
therefore be reckoned from tliatedate.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR DELAY OF AUDIT. 

From A delsy of andit of a case, loss whs oecavioned to the Government ; it 
wav ordered to be adopted a« a iuIh of the sovernmebt, and diatinotly explained 
to the officers of arcoant and audit that the home authorities would hold each 
officer upon whom the duty of caosinir audit devolved, reaiionsihle for every loss 
iDCtirred in ronveqiieiice of his neglect in needlessly delaying to have recourse to 
the means ahich were available to prevent such loss. 

Officers ill charge of treasuries are to forward along with the half-yearty 
reports on inefficient balanres, a sufficient proof thnt the non adjustment of am h 
items has been ocraoioned by circumstances beyond their control. Should any 
one item appear in two siiccesaivO statements vrifliout proof being fiirniNhed that 
an adjustment ban been applied for, it will be deemed a culpable remisaness on 
the part of snch officer; and the amount of the item will he deducted from his 
salary withont reference to his having bten the disbursing officer or not.

2. 1 am directed on this subject fo refer the hon’hle the Lieut. Governor to 

the resolution of the president in ooiinril, dated 8th May 1819, of which a copy is 
annexed to the present letter, from which it wilt appear, that the transfer having 
been previously arranged between the two local governments, and al owed by the 
government of India; it takes place at the same time with the appoinlment of the 
servant to a situation in the division to which he is moved. 

3 The civil auditor reckons the period allowed to join the new station, and 
passe* the bill (or suoh servant's salary accordingly. If the salary is of hiaher 
amount than the salary of the situation which lie was left, he draws in the tune 
allowed lor (ravelling, ont of (he salary of his new appointment, a sum equal to 
(hat of his previous situation. * 

4. Servaaia of OM division are not eligible for deputatido duty in another 
except under special circnmstaMes. 

Dp If iix conteroplalion w permanent transfer the aerv^ce of an officer 
from one division are obtained for employment in another before the vacancy 
of the appointment has taken^ place, as for instance, by the departure of the

Resolution The president in ronncil observing (he difference of practice 
stated to prevail in the diffeient divisions of tiie Bengal presidency, thinks that 
it will be expedient to provide bv definite rnie for cases of transfer of public of- 
ficeis from one division to the other. 

His honor in noiinoil is of opinion that the servants of one division ought not 
to he runsideied eligible to fill silnacions on deputation in the other division except 
under special ciroiiiiistances, which being stated to' the covet niiient of India, the 
loan of the servants fur the particular duty would, nf coiiiHe, be sanctioned. 

His honor in council is further of opinion that the same rule ought to be esta- 
blished tor all clasfles of servaiiis, and that if the transier of a spi vaiit be asked 
with a view to hia being appointed to any particular otfice in another division, the 
transfer being made and notified in the guzette, the appointment to the office va- 
cant should be oidinariiy be made to tal^ effect from the date of transfer, from 
which date the civil anthtor and officeis of account will reckon the peiiod allowed 
to join (he new station and'pass the bills accordingly. 

If an officer of one division be asked tor, to fill a situation temporarily, prepa- 
ratory to permanent appointment to he made when the incumbent shall after the 
usual period bn ve embarked for Europe, or retired from the service, the circiiin- 
atances being stated, the case may be brought under the flist rule, and in lieu 
ot a final transfer the officer wilt in such case be gazetted as authorized to pro- 
reed on duty for a definite time to the other division, preparatory to obtaining 
permanent employment theie. At the end of tlie period mentioned, the salary 
ot otfice ill the division fiom which the officer has proceeded will cease, unless ao 
extension be similar granted under orders trom the goveinment of ]ndn. A 
flesh order of final transfer will he necessary either at (he close of the peiiod or 
from any earlier dute at which effect can be given to the appuiotoient, which the 
oiticer is iuteaded to find iu the new division.

(he e I fating dcmhts as to the intentions of gor«riiuient, retransj erring Mr. A. B.

i. The pr.ictine hitherto observed in ihe office has been to receive the orders

•ppointbieot there, and has snbmiited to me hills for audit for his salary as depu- 
ty roUertor of government rnstoma at Bobdl»ciind up to the end of the past month, 
from which it is evident that he siill ronsidera himAelf attached to these provinces. 

4th. Under the above circomstnnces I have the honor to solicit that I may 
he fnvoied with specific instructions how to act in the present instance, and In 
all future cnses. I may perhaps he allowed tb gusgest that the Ward 'temporary 
entpln>ment8, or placed temporarily at the diaposal of,* be used when the indi- 
vidual does not vacate his permanent appointment in the division in whiidi he may 
have been previously employed. 

5th. tinner the impression that a reference to the government of India wi^l 
be deemed expedient in the above matter, I have the honor to solicit that his 
honor the lieutenant governor viill at the same time request instraclions to be 
issued to the civil auditor at Calcutta, to furnish this office with a monthly leturn 
of all hills paaai'd in his office for the salary of civil servants allached to the North 
Western provinces, absent at the Cape or elsewhere, or whioh from any other 
cause may have obtained audit below, with the dednctluns on account oMeave, 
aubscription to Ponds, &c This information is essentially necessary to allow of 
the Registers in my office being kept op complete for the whole period during 
absence at the Cape, whereas at present I am quite ignorant of what is passed or 
retrenched from the salary of such officers, as have their bills audited io Bengal.

By Regulation XXXVJII. of 1793, covenanted servants of the company 
employed ill tbe admiiiistiatiuii ofjnstice, or the collection of tbe Revenue, aro 
prohibited lending money to propiietors or fat mers of land, dependent talookdars 
noder-farmers, or ryots, or ibeir sureties. 

By Revenue C. O. of June 4, 1822, it is ruled thst there is nothing more to 
be dcpiecated, than that the otfioers charged with the oiiil administration of the 
coi’iiiry should be nnder pecnniai y obli cations to zeuiiodars, or other holieis, 
or furiiierH of land, in the districts under their anihority ; the objection applirs 
HCiil more directly to nncb loans received from the Guardians of Wards, or the 
luaiongers of (heir estates. 

Ill tins respect the practice of borrowing money is likely to prove much 
more hnitliil to (he pnb'ic servioe, and iniuiious to the good names of the officers 
of Got'erniiit*nt. than that of the lending, against which the Rule of RegnlatioB 
XJWCVin. 1793. is directed. 

'Pbe Hevenne 0. 0. of May 23, 1823, requires that no public servant shall 
empluy. or appoint, or oootinue in office, any relative to whom, or to whose re- 
lative or dependant, he is, either directly or indirectly, indebted, without iocur- 
rioir. whenever tiie circumstances may be made known to bis superiors, tbe moat 
SSI M)d^ j responsibility . 

SALBS TO VATIVBS. 

The Court of Directors having declared they will consider every officer high- 
ly ciilpahle in being habitually concerned in Sales of ' burses, catt.e, &c. with 
zemindars who might be siiito's in their Courts/ in ns much as they lofringa an 
expressed Kegulution, and violate a aolemn engagement.

In direction the abolition of thotrii^toin above referred to tiie governor gene- 
ral in council deema it due to the Nervante of iiie lion'ble company eenernlly, 
to derlaro that tho meaanre haa not been adopted hy government on the {•roitod 
that it haa heon perverted to improper purpo^ea by any public oflicer under 
governmeat, but from the conviction that it aiibjecta natives to ij«eleii8, and fre- 
ipientlv vexations expence. and to extortfon o« the part of menial servants and 
departments. His Lordship in (Council is indeed fully preanaded that the nboliliou 
of a practice open to snob aerfone nbieotiona will be viewed with satisfaction 
by every otbccr in the hon'ble cumpany'a service. 

In circulating this resnlutiou to political oHicerH it was stated that the pro- 
hibnioD relative to the acceptance of nnssera and presents of fruit, Kcc, was 
intended to apply to the ra"ea of individaala who are subjects or deuendents of 
the British governinefit, and consequently under their oodmoI. and not to nntive 
princes and others to whom we have no right to iaaue a prohibitory order, for with 
regard to cOnplementary uresenta of fruit from native piinces, and others not 
subject to oiir authority the refiiaal mighbhe ofTenaive to their feelings, as contrary 
to establi'ihed usage, but in as iiiuoh as the practire ran be discoumged without 
giving umbrage, the political ofKcer were not to fad to act in the spirit of tne 
resolutiun above quoted. ^ 

The resolution was ciictilated to all Revenue and Jiidicml o(?icers and to the 
Army with n mere intimation, that it vvaa for their inroiiimtiun and guidance.

Lend, has be^n pleased, in reference to the General Orders of the 8th June, 
18*^6, and 19Lh May 18*i7, to command that the following additional indued* 
mtoia shall be prom n lea ted to the army, for the information of those oflioero 
srho may be disposed to avail themselves of the benefit of this arrangement* 

Ailofilcerson half-pay, who purchased and were reduced, whatever may 
have been the period of ilieir service, or officers on half-pay who did not pur* 
chase, but who« alter having served twenty years, half of winch on full pay. 
have been reduceo, or have retired to half-pay on acco ^nt of wotinds or im^ 
paired health shall be exempted from that part of the regiilalton contained 
in the General Order of the 8th June, 1826, whioh requires the officer to re- 
linquish one-third of the value of his commission fo the Crown, and shall bd 
allowed to receive the full value of such commission, in the same manner as 
officers on full pay, who having purchased the commissions, or baring served 
twenty years, are desirous of selling out for the same objtcf. 

His Majesty has further been pleased to comOisnd, that this adrantago 
shall be extended to officers of ail ranks, whether on full pay, or retired full 
pay or half-pay, but that in the two latter classes all sales shall be subjected 
to the conditions and restrictions establisJied by the General Order of the 2d 
May, 1825, notwithstanding that a larse portion of the officers on half- pay

ORDER AGAINST DRAWING BAYONETS. 

Oeneral Orders Hone Ouardi, tS^A June, 1839, No. 930. 

Some catet ha Tihff Utely occurred, in which aoldiera hove drawn their 
bayonela upon each other, anil al«o upon othVr persona who happened to 
come in eoH tact with th«m» whilst quarrelliog in the streets and in publla 
honsea. The General-commandlog*in-chie/ rleeirea, that the soldiers of the 
army may be reminded, that they are armed for the protection of their Ring and 
couDtryi and for the support and execution of the laws, when lawfully called 
out for these purposes ; that they wear their side arms as an honourable 
disthiction of thi' profession to vvhich they beioiig ; that they are not to use 
them in private brollsi or even for their own personal defence upon such 
CCCSSiions; and that it is the duty of the soldiers to avoid resorting to places 
Ip which such broils Ore likely to take place, more particularly when dressed 
pi soldiers with their side arms. ' 

The Genera1-comma«dinff-in-chlef is determined to pal an effectual atop 
to 10 dangerous end disgrHceful an offence, by the punishment and degrada^ 
lion of every aoldier who shall hereafter be convicted ol it. 

To thia end Lord Hill desires. th«t the commanding officer of regimen* 
til depoU, wUl bring into summary trial, for unsoidier-like and disgraceful 
oonduet, every man who shall be reported to have drawn, or attempted to 
draw, hit bayonet for the purpose of uMng it against another person in any 
case of dispute, affray, or interierence. 

His Ii<ird«hip further desires, that every soldier convicted before a court- 
martial of having used, or attempted to use, his side arms, in any of the cases 
herein crmtemplated, tn,iy, in edition to the punishment swarded by the court, 
be degraded on the public piftrade,ln front of the regiment or depot to which 
he belongs, by bfing there striped of his bayonet, and bayonet belt, and 
proclaimed by the commanding officer as a man unworthy to be entrusted 
wilhthe care of his bayonet, except in the ranks, under the view aud 
command of bis officer. 

In all such cases, the offender shall be stripped of his side arms by the 
pioneers, in order to enhance his degradation. He who is thus degraded 
•half not be suffered to wear his bayonet or bayonet belt except upon duty, 
for one year from that date of hie degradation ; during which time he shall 

be denied every indulgence to winch the good soldier is entitled, and shall 

march to church, in the ranks, with side arms. His name ahull, moreover, 
be posted upon some conspicuous place in the barrack room of the com- 
pany to which he belongs, on the barisck gate, and on doors of the guard 

house, and canteen. 

The General Oommanding-io^chief feels conUdetit, that these measures 
will, with the zealous co-operation of all ehiSBea of officers and the vigtlaece of 
the Non-commistloned officers, toon rescue the army from theailgma which a 

unworthy Individuals would attsoh to it, by resorting to a base and 
wbrntnly expedient, heretofore unknown umongst British soldierf.

The honorablp the Vice Preeideut jn council is pleased to dirfct, thpt tha 
foDowinu General Order by the right honorable the Ouvernor General, be pub- 
lished for the information of the Army :

A specific reference having been made lo the Governor General upon the 
subject of the right of iVillltary men employed In any civil branch 4r the army, 
or under the civil Administration of Government, to take Military command 
by virtue of their comipissioos, when entitled by seniority to claim the seme, 
it lias been deemed necessary to lay do^n a general Rule, appilotble to the ser- 
vice of the three Presidencies. The following Order has accordingly teen 
passed, with the concurrence of his Bxceliency the commaDder*in*chl«fof fits 
Majesty’** and of the Hon’bie rompauy’a forots in India. 

Military men, when holding situations in any civil branch of the Army^or 
under the civil Administration of Government, cannot be allowed to oleim ores- 
ercise the sight of command, us s* nior oHicers, by v^tue of their commiestonsi 
^without firs* rtsiguing and rclinquisbiug their civil employ or situations. 

The distioctions and advantages of command are claimable Only by those 
who are in the exercise of th*ir piof<ssioa, may be called upon for Military duties, 
are liable to the privations and hardships of active service. By accepting ci^ll 
employ, a military man obtains present exemption from the severer duties of hit 
p'-ofeesion, and generally superior emoluments, he canuot therefore be pei milted 
tounirewith the advantages of this line of service, the privilege of asserting a 
claim to supersede those who, in the routine of duty aud of promotiou become^ 
entitled toa military charge or command. 

The above Order is not intended to apply to officers placed with detach- 
ments, or otherwise, in the temporary charge of districts by military authority, 
pending operations, ulthough p' Tformliig civil duties in consequence of such an 
appointment. Employment oi this description may fall to any officer in tl()e 
course of his professional service, and cannot, therefore, be considered to involve 
any forfeiture of military privileges — G, O. F. P 29th July 1831. 

With reference to the General Order by the right honorable the Governor 
General, dated Simla, 4th July, 1831, the following llstof public officersa ddp- 
partmenta uoder the Bengal Presidency, to which the provision contained jn the 
2nd paragraph of that Order is declared applicable, is published under JUf l^ord- 
ehip’e instructions for the in format ion of all concerned.

'ther,,and of tne Presidencies of Fort Saint George and Bombay severally, shall 
eonslst of— 

One Commissary General. 

One Deputy Commissray General. 

Assistant t'ornmistarles General. 

Deputy Assistant Coinrnissarj General. 

8u>» Assistant ditto ditto 

The number of each of the three latter grades being regnlated from time to 
time by thoseveral governments reepeclively,, a* cording to the necessities ot th# 
service; and it shall be considered the imperative duty of the several (ommls- 
aaries general to report to government, whenever they may And, that the number 
of officer can be reduced consistently with tbe efficiency of their respective de- 
partments 

2nd All appointments to the commissariat shall be made from the European 
comroiesioned raiihs of the Hunorable company’s army, but no officer shall be 
held eligibU to the appointment, who has not passed an examination in tbe na- 
tive languages. 

^fd Every officer on his first appointment to the comnussariat shall enter 
thedepurtmerit at the bottom of liie jitnior grade. The only exception to this 
rule will be in the case of the commissary general who may be selected from 
the army at large, and be at once appointed head of thedepartment,due attention 
and conslderstion being oi course given to the service, claims, and fitness of the 
officers already serTing, or who may have served in the department. 

^ 4th Jio eab>assistant shall be promote d to the grade of the deput y assistant 
who has not served tluee years in the former, and no deputy assistant to the 
grade pf assistant commissary general who has not served four years as a deputy 
assistant, or seven years in the department; nor shall any assistant commissary 
general be promoted to deputy commiisary general who has not served five years 
|»an assistant, or twelve years in tbe department. 

fifh If there should be no officf'r in one grade of sufficient length of service 
Ip the comrnUsariat, qualified under these rules to be promoted to the next, an 
officer will be appointed, when a vacancy occurs, to the lowest grade, and the 
promotion will be made only wht^n the obstacle here supposed no longer exista. 
But seniority alone is not the only qualification for prQmotfon from one grade to 
another, as superior clBfihs, founded on services performed and supported by 
the recommendation of the commissary general, will hare the preference, as laid 
down in General Orders by the supreme government, dated the 32d .Dicember 
18U, 27th March 1819; and 24ih April 1822 ; ^ovidad (bclndividuai shall have 
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•erred in the Department the period ^eoeesarj under theee roles to qualify him 
for ) rnmotion. 

Gth Ail officers of the commiisarist are subject to the staff retrulations^qa 
being promoted from, oneratik to Another in their resptciive RegimentSi butaby 
officer in chaige of a branch of the Department on actual field service, or with 
a fo'eiga expedition, who maj^hrcnme ineliaibie by Higimental promotion mojr 
be continued in charge until such time as the commissary general cab fellevo 
him without inconvenienee to the public service. 

7th Officers leaVins the Department on furlough to Europe, if re-appoint- 
ed after their return, will have to enter ui the bottom of the list of sub^asslstancg 
but otfice'S compelled by sickness to return to Europe on medical certificate, and 
officers removed from the Department by promotion In thdr ncglments, will be 
held eligible to be re-appointed to any grade which their previous length of ser- 
vice in the Department may entitle them to hold under these rules, and the 
general regulations of service * provided that, on appointment they are not placed 
above any who where previously (heir seniors. 

8th Officers temporarily app>dnt<>d to the commissariat by governmentf 
will receive while so employed, an allowance of IfiO Rupeia per mensem, but^ 
withousany claims to be confirmed in the offic s and the same rule will apply, tb 
trmpor.kry appointments made on emergency by commanding officers, on the ap- 
plication of officers of the commissatiat suddenly obliged to quit their charge or 
otherwise, provided such appointments be confirmed by Governments -*Cf. O, 
O. G. ,28th ApnlWd^- ^ 


The Most Noble the Gove* nor General is pleased to lay down the following 
rules for the examination of officers, appointed to the cammissariat department: 

Examinations will be held at head qnartors of divisions only, by com- 
mittcfi'i composed of the senior revenue officer at the station, the deputy 
or joint depmy commissary general and the superintending engineer of the 
circle; the senior to preside, or, in the absence of the last-named officer, iho 
executive <ommi8sariHt officer, or executive engineer may he appointed. 
When the sen ices of the exorutive commissariat or executive engineer may 
not be available, the major general commanding the division may select any 
officer as a third member in his place. 

The reports of committees are to be submitted to government tbrOngh 
the head of the commissaDat department 

Oandidatesfor tlte coInln{^Bariat department will, before appointment to it, 
be examined in the rules of aiithnietic, including vulgar and decimal fractions, 
involution and evuiotion, al^o in menstiratiou and the computation of Areaaand 
solid contents, and the si stem of book-keeping by single and double entry. 

OfficeiB, previous to appointment to the commissaiiat department, are 
already reqiilied, by existing .regulations, to have passed the interpreter’s 
examination in the native languages. 

Duiing the year of probation, the young officer will be appointed to do 
duty in one of the large commissaiiat offices, and the executive officer in charge 
is required to exact liom him punctual attendance during office hburs, and at 
eommittees, inspoctions and other executive duties, and to afford him every 
assistance In his power in attaining a practical knowledge with the routine of 
office duties. 

'ihe executive officer is required, on the completion of the officer’s term of 
probation, to ' furnish the exammatlon committee with a certificate on the 
several points a Jiert^ to in the preceding paragraph. This certificate is to 
be attached to the Report of the committee. 

The following are the heads of the second examination ; 

1st. The proballoner’s acquaintance with his responsibility and dotiea 
in the care and custody of the public cattle and stores under the charge of m 
coiomissuriat officer. 

find. Ills knowledge of tha system of procuring supplies Jl>y departmental

Oor 
ordeta limiting the number to be withdrawn from any one regiment to five, 
were dated on the 26fh November 1838, iind we are glad to percdve from >nur 
general order of the 17<h Auguet 1827, arising ontof a valuable RuagestioTi by 
Lord Cumbermere, that ihuae ordcra have bern made more precise in their 
application. We fully approve of the new regulation aa published by }ou 
on that occasion ; and we desire that it be etrlctly enforced al our semal presi- 
dencies.* 

18. * The number of offieeraln each regiment, placed at your diapoaal for 
the staff, being more than adequate for all the demands which have ever been 
made for the aerncea of officers on deUched duty, we think It advlBable still 
further to rontrsci the limits of sell ction laid down in our letter of the 25ib 
on November 1623, and we accordingly desire that no Regiment of Cavalry or 
Infantry shall have tliree officers withafawn for detached employment, until 
all reglnr.cnts have two nor four, until all hate three.* 

20. * Sufficient lime has now elapsed since our orders of the 25 h No* 
vember 1823 were received and promulgated, to allow of their having been 
brought into complete operation in every ngiment, but^if at the date of re- 
ceipt of these orders, any regiment shall have more than five officers absent 
fr< m It on detached employ ment, we desire that ail In excess to that number be 
iinmeUiately relieved from their staff employ, and directed to rejoin their corps. 

21. * In any future case, when four officers sliall have been withdrawn 

from one Regimioton ditached duties, and the number allowed fores being 
absent on furlough, (namely four) aliall be complete, we d<slre that, If an 
additional officer shall n quire to proceed to England, on sirk certificate, one 
of the four absentees on detached duty (the last withdrawn) be required to 
rejoin his corps.* • 

22 * We have fixed the number at four, because by the operation of oar 

present orders no more than this number can be withdrawn for staff employ- 
ment, the number absent appearing by the returns, to average rather less 
than four per Regiment,’ 

The honorable court having expressed their entire approval of the re- 
gulation publt*hed to the army, under date the 17th August, 1827, and desired 
that it be atrictly enforced at their several preaidencha, the general orders of 
the 23rd February, 1829, modifying the regulation above referred to, are 
accordingly ceneelled.—O. 0,i Ibfh JHay 1829. 

With reft Fence to i.'ie rcaiilations now in force, for restricting (he with- 
drawal of Officers from Rsgimental duty for staff employ ment. The R'ght 
Honorable the governor general In council la pleasedrto direct, that the fallow- 
ing extract (Paragraph 3, of a letter, No 47,) from the hoq’ble the conrt of 
dinctors, in the military department, under date the 8ih May, 1833 be

With reference to the exWeot dfa general letter from the honorable the 
c^urt of directori, dated the 3rd D«cember 1828, published in general orders of 
the 15th Maj 1839, regulating the number of ofHeers ellowed to be absent 
from any one regiment on staff eiftploy, it is hereby notided to the presiden* 
cies, under Instructions from the right honorable the governor general, that 
the h^orable curt have determined, in sconrdance with the views of the 
supreme government that when it becomes necessary that officers, one or 
more shoo id be restored to their corps, otherwise than hy promotion under 
the provisions of general orders of the 17th Aagust I8i7. such officers, shall 
be those wlthdrewn for staff duty.^f?.

The atteiitloa of the government having been drawn to clauses 2 and 4, of 
general orders of the i7th Auausi 1837, the former, restricting to two the 
nemberof Regimental captains that ma) be absent at the aapne time from a 
corps of the line, on staff or other public permanent employ, — and ilie latter, 
providing for the return to hia corps of any staff officer on promotion to tha 
rank of C'lptain, who would otherwia^be an absentee in that grade in excess 
to two, the governor general of India lo council, has had under oonsideration 
the conaeqaenoes which ha«W resultetd from their combined operation, and be- 
ing of opinion, that strict adherence to the rules laid down in those clausa 
must, ocoaalooaily, be productive of Injury to the public service, qnd unneces- 
sary hardship to individim Is, is pleased to modify tha provisions of both^ to the 
extent herein after specified. 

When two regimental captains are absent from a corps of ihe line, on 
Staff or other peroisnent employ, a third captain shall not be withdrawn for 
such employment, but a staff officer promoted from the rank orsubiltern to 
that of regimental captain: shall not, In consrquence of his promotion, be 
required to vacate an appointment which he previously held, and lo whir'll he 
is eliiCible in his advanced rank, although two captoins be already absent from 
his corps In staff or other perinaiieut situations, unless the commander in-chief 
thou d consider Ihe return of such officer to his regiment essential to its due 
effi iency, and by application to the government obtain his sanction to that

1 am further directed to inform you that, under the 5th section of 
the euid act, if the above manifest shall not contain a full and true specification 
of all the goods impoited on the vessel under your cominaiid, you vi^iii be lia- 
ble to a fine of one thousand rupees (Rs. 1,000) and any goods or packages that 
may he found on board in excess of the manitest so delivered to the pilot, or 
differing in' qqaltty or kind, or in marks and numbers from the specification 
contained therein, will be liable to be seized and confiscated, or lo bO ch'atgcd 
avith such increaBed duties as may be determined by the Board of Customs, 
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Salt and Opltirti. In the event of tbete beiH^ a deficiency In the packasres or 
(fooda entered in lUo manibst, you are lia' le under the said Act I-' a penalty 
not rxceedifiar five hundred rupees (Re. 600) for every missinjr or deficient 
package of unknown value and for twice the amount of duty eharaeable out 
goods dtficient aii*( nnnccounted foM if cap.^ble of beinor assessed therewith. 

13. In tlieevent of youi^ ve8S|l reraaiiilnur outstde or below KedgereC, 
yoii arp required by the said Act to deliver the manifest, so duly filled up and 
attested to the pilot, immediatrly on the vessel being brought to anchor; and 
if you should neslect to deliver th^ said manifest for the space of twenty-fouf 
hours after the vessel shall have anchored, you will be liable to a fine of oiia 
thousaml rupees (Its, 1,000.) 

X4. I am dircpted, with reference to the 15th fiectlon of the Act No. 
XVII of 1817, to desire that you will deliver every letter and packet onboard 
your vessel, not specially entrusted for separate delivery, to the dftk peon who 
may first hoard your vessel; and 1 am to add that by the next Section of the 
above act, you arc liable to a penalty, not exceeding Rupees 1,000, for any 
wilful nt gleet in lliis particular, which penally will assuredly be levied^in^ 
stanees having occurred of commanders willully detaining their pockets. 

15. You are to observe that the collector of government customs wtl!| 
upon application being made to him, grant receipts for all goods whicli may be 
landed from your ship or ve'-sol, and lodged In theCusiom House ; and he will be 
responsible for delivering from the rnsfom House all goods for winch receipt* 
shall have been granted ; but should y^u, your Officers, or passengers, omit to 
take such receipts upon your goods being lun fed and lodged us above* menlionedt 
you or they will not he entitled to indemnification ior any of iheni tliatmay bo 
lost ill passing through tUo Custom House.

REGULATIONS, 

FOR TUB GUIOANCB OF COMMANDERS AND OTHERS, BBLONGINO TO SHIPS 
AND VB&SBLS UBbOHTING TO TUB POUT OF CALCUTTA. 

Under the Orders of Government^ in the General JJepnrtment, 

Vated nth August 1835. 

1st. As the harbour master is held responsible for the movements of all 
fillips and vessels, to and from the stream, requiring hit assistance, the Officers 
of Ills department are not to be interfer'd with in the ixi'Ciition of such im- 
portant duty. After a siiip or vessel is moored in a clear and safe berth in the 
stream, sh'^ is not to be shifted, unless for the purpose of hauling into dock, 
or to the honorable company's moorings, and except in cases of emergency. 

2d, All applic^ons to take in or castoff from the moorings, or for other 
assistance from the^Kbour master’s departmfiit, are to be made In writing to 
the master attendant, who will direct the harbour master accordingly. Ap'plica- 
tious w&U l>e’compli(d with according to priority of date. 

31. On ships or vessels arriving off Calcutta, they are to have their j>b 
and driver boom^ tigged in, as soon es practicable, and to keep them so till the 
pilot takes charge for the purpose of taking them to sea again. The commao- 
iler or ownpr of any vesselin which, in breach of this regulation, either jib or 
driver boom shall he kept rigged out one day after yvarntng has b^en given by 
the master attendant to the commander or commanding officer at the time, 
shaR be I iubl^ to a fine of 100 rupees for that day, and a further fine of 2U 
rupees per da for every day after, that either jib or driyer tikom shall conU* 
uae rigged out in viulation of thf rule herein laid down. 
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4ih. The pmiftBlon of proper mprks on the stem and stern post of vessels, 
causing uaclt troQble to the iVioster Attendarit's De) arlmcnt, in cunsf^pu^nce of 
the operation of hooking becoming necessary, fn order to ascertain Ihr coirect 
draught, Government have direcled a fine ot one gold rnohnr to be levied on ail 
rtiips that in future may require lo be hooked, to ascertain their druught either 
forward or aft i 

5th. Ships and vessels lying in the stream, oral the honorable company’s 
moorings shall have at least one anchor at the bow, with a cable bent and ranged, 
ready lor letting go at all tunes. 

6th. No slilp or vessel shall make any i'lawser or rope fast to any of the 
honorable company's mooring buo^ 8. except (or the purpose ot waipiiig into a 
berth, under the direction ot the haibour master, or his assistant; and specially 
no warps are to be out duiiiig the night on account ot the risk ot bouts being 
rltceby upset, and (he almost cerlainty ot the consequent Jobs ot lites. 

7lh. Seiioas accidents having taken place in trunspomug lesseis. from the 
Circumstance of one ship ietiing go another’s warp, while in the act ot moxing, 
commanding officers are to periuir waips to be intide fast, and to keep tin in so, 
until requested to iet them go. Ail vessels in the port of caiculia ore enjoined 
to assist each other, while in the act of uaiping. 

8th, The harbour master’s assistants are directed to take care in hauling 
ships or vessels into dock, tiiat the waist anchors are got up out oftl e chain**, mid 
to see that no projections wiiate\er, beyond the ship’s sides, (which can be re- 
moved) be suffered to reinairi 

9tii. All ships or vessels moored in the stream are to keep a clear hawse, 
to prevent accidents occurring. « 

loth. Commanding officers of vessels arestrietly piohibited from boiling pitch 
daramcr, or rosin on board, to prevent arcident by 6re. Tiiey are also proiii- 
lAted* from throwing overboard ballast, or rubbish of any kind, detrimental to 
the bed ot the river. 

11th Commanding officers of ships or vessels lying under tours, or at 
any of the honorable company’s moorings, are to slack down their cahles, to 
enable vessels to pass o\er them, when required by the officers of the harbour 
master’s department to do so. 

I2t|i Ships or vessels meeting with any accident, or causing damage to 
others, while in charge of an officer under the authority of the roaster attuidant, 
have no claim on government for such damage ; but the pnities concerned are to 
repiesent tlie case to the master atteiidant, who will take such cognizance ot 
the same as the merits of llie case inuy appear to it quire. 

18fh. In ortler to avoid misconception as to tbe responsibility of Government 
for the safety ot Ships and Vessels making use ot the Honorable Company's 
Chain Moorings, the Governor General in roiincii has been pleased to direct, 
that It he explicitly notified to the Fublie that Government does not guarantee 
tbe safety ot any Ship oi Vessel which may use those Moorings. 

14th. Government have been fiiMher pleased to prohibit Commanders of 
all Shlpt and Vessels more than 200 Tons burthen from moving them in any 
part of the fliver, unUas they have a Pilot or nn Officer iroin the Harbour Mas- 
ter’s Department on board, under penalty (independent of such consequences as 
the Owners or Commanders may be subject to hy Law on the psrt of individuals,) 
or Two Hundred 81cca Rupees, for every breach of this prohibition. 

I5th Vessel 4 of 200 Tons huitlien only or less may be moved by their 
Coininunders with the peiiiiission oi tbe Master At'euUani (which must be 
applied (or in wilting) without having a Pilot or an from the Harbour 

Master’s Department on board, any where wi bin thd^mlts of the Port of 
Culcutta, tiigt is to say, between Sulkeah Ghaut to the North and the Bishop’s 
College on the flight Bank of the River, and the Ghaut opposite thereto 
aommonly called White Gunge Qhout to the South from high water mark on 
aacli aide of the River. Should Vessels ot tins description however be moved 
wUhont such permission having bean obtained, they will be liable to the tine 
apediBed In Article 13. 

ii> 16th. Several accidents ha vii?g lately occurred by vessels driving from single 
anchor, ht whtcli they where lying contrary to the rules of the port. It is 
hereby notitied to the masters or owners of vessels, resorting to the port ot 
Galoutta, that under the sanetioii of the hon’ble the deputy governor of 
BengaL ft Bna^ of 50) rupees will in ruiiiie be imposed on alt eomnnanders 
who may refuse to have their ships moor^, wh^n required to do io by a Pilot 
or other duly authorized Guveniment officer.

17th. The pilot is forbidden to quit jour ship in any part of the river unless sho 
if properly moored without bein|; duly relieved ; he is also forbidden to move her 
at ni{ii;ht above Bishop's college, or pass that point lii tow ot a steamer on a 
flood tide. * 

Irtth. Should you have any complaint against any subordinate of the master 
attbndant or harbour master's department. ’you are requested to make it known to 
this office as soon as possible, t^at it ‘may be enquired into whilst the circum* 
Btuttces are fresh in the memory of tllose concerned. 

iOtb. it being necessary that the officer should be shewn the sliip's register in 
order to fill in the tonnage correctly in the report and certificate of draught of 
water, you are required to shew it tb him on application. 

20th With a view to the extinction of fires on board ships when they unfor- 
tunately break out, all ships and vessels fn the port are required to be provided with 
fire buckets in the proportion of 5 to every hundred tons of registered burihen, one- 
half of vybichare to be kept constantly hung up on the quarterdeck, or other con- 
venient place wiiii lanyards attached, ready for drawing water, under penalty 
of 25U rupees. Tlie deputy liarboiir master will visit the vessels to see that this 
regulation is complied wiili, and on his reporting any vessel in the port to be 
without the proper number of buckets, the commander will become liable to the 
penalty specified, unless it can be proved that the deputy harbour master is in 
error, and that ibe ship or vessel really is provided with the number of buckets 
required. 

Slat. The practice of drawing ofiT spirits by candle light from which so many 
fatal accidents to ships have occurred, is also strictly prohibited to all ships ana 
vessels in the port, under a penalty ol 500 rupees for every offence, half of which 
will be awarded to the party ^ivin<f information of such intruction of the port 
regulations. All pilots and officers of the harbour master's department are 
strictly enjoined to see that this reeulation is observed, and to report any infrac- 
tion of it. As mother casesof hieachts of the port regulations to which aqy 
penalty attaches, whenev.^r and as oiten b«, either of the fines specified in this anil 
the foregoing clause, shall have been incurred, a bill will be made out again*^t the 
comiimnder for the a nbnnt, and no pilot will be granted to the vesbel on bouid 
of which the off'ence has been cum milled, until such fine be paid. 

2’2d Finally, you ure hereby informed, that no pilot will be allowed to 
take charge of your ship outwards^ until a cei tificate from the collector of cus- 
toms shall ha\e been orosented at the master attendant's office, siating that all 
port charges due on her account, and all finea if any have been incurred, have 
been paid.

Eighth— III ihe event of a vessel being tugged any part of the way down by 
Steam, or not having the use of a row-boat, commanders are to obtain from the 
pifot, at Kedgeree a certificate to that efi^ect, which they should forward by dak 
t ) their agents. On receipt thereof agents are reouested to make out a bill 
agSinst the Honorable Company lor the quarter deduction from the pilotage al- 
lowed, If tugged by steam, or for the row-boat hire paid, as the case may be, and 
to forward it, together with the certificate, to the Marine Board for audit and 
payment, 

Ninth— In cases where a vessel leaves Calcatta, avowedly Intending to fill up 
eargo at some place below, ibe pilotage will ba charged at the draught at which 
She leaves Calcutta in like manner, though at the reduted antoont, as If she had 
proceeded to sea ; and with respect to the subsequent pilotage charge, from the 
place at which the vessel takes la the additional cafgo, to sea, owners or agents 
of vessels will be required to famish a special gUarrantee to pay the amount 
chargeable accoi dtng to a certificente of the draught of water to be siifned by the 
commander or commanding officer and pilot.

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RULES FOR CLEARING THE RIVER HOOOHLY OF WRECKS AN0 
‘ OTHER OBSTkUCTll'ONS. 


1. (n order to provide for clearing the bed of the river of all anchors that 
liave been lost in its channels and anchoring stations, and for the recovery and 
removal of every descriptioa of wreck deposited therein, it shall be the duty of 
the master attendant to employ in the most efficient manner practicable, under 
the official superintendence of the Marine Boards the means placed by govern- 
ment at the disposal of that officer, for the purpose specified. 

2. xVU recovered anchors, grapnels, and wrecks of every descriptions, shall 
be landed Ais soon as may be practicable, in the same state in which they are 
rpcovercd. Articles belonging to the Hun’ble Company, are to be deposited in 
BLinkshall premises, and immediately afler their being so deposited, a full and 
a<.’curate description shall be taken of the articles for registry, specifying whether 
the articles are of a perishable nature or not*, place where, and date when found; 
and such other information may be at all calculated to enable owneis to iden* , 
tify their property. A distinguishing mark is to be placed on the anchor or 
other thing so recovered, with white paint, when the article will admit of it, the 
mark eapressing the year in which it was recovered, and its npinber in the regis- 
ter of that year ; when the article will not admit of being maiked^ with paint, it 
is to be in some other manner suflicientlv identified, so as to connect it which 
its particular item in the legistry. 

The above Information is to be regularly entered into books of registry 
to be kept for that purpose at the Master Attendant’s Office, which books shall 
he always open for public inspection, during the hours of business; a copy of 
this regiiytry shall be sent weekly, under the signature of the Master Attendant, 
to the Marine Board, who will cause a list of the recovered articles, with all the 
necessary information, to be hung up in the Exchange RoomSf for the informa- 
tion of the public. 

4. In , the event of the right of property being proved to the satisfaction 
of the Master Attendant, or in case of dispute, to the satisfaction of the Maiine 
Board, such property shall be valued by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co., or 
the propriel033 of the Exchange; subject to arbitration, if the value fixed by 
them should be objected to either by the Master Attendant on the part ot 
Government or by tiie owner. When the valuation shall have been fixed, the 
Master Attendant shall make out a bill for salvage, rated according to the 
place of recoveiy; viz. |th of the value of articles recovered above Fultah; 
40 per cent, on articles recovered between Fultah and Culpee; 50 per cent, 
on articles recovered between Cuipee and $augor; and 65 pei cent, on articles 
recovered below Saugor, with interest on the amount of salvage, calculated 
fiom the date of recovery at the rate of six per cent, per annum, the salvage 
to be calculated on the value fixed by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co. is 
above directed. The bill is to be sent to the Marine Board for registry; iti s 
then to be passed to the Marine Paymaster for collection, on the pioduction 
of whose receipt to the Master Attendant, that officer will deliver up the anchor 
or wreck identified. 

5. All perishable property shall, If unclaimed, be sold by public auction, 
by ^Messrs. IMackenzie, Lyall and Co. three months after its recovery; unless 
they, in conjunction with the Master Attendant, consider it for the interest of 
the 6‘wners that it. should be sooner disposed of. In like manner, all non-perish- 
able property shj’.t be sold, at quarterly public saleSf twelve months ({fter re* 
covery. Ou receipt of the net proceeds, salvage, as directed in aiticle 4tb, 
shall be deducted therefrom, to the credit of the*’iorccA and anchor concern** 
and the balance be deposUed hi the general treasury lor payment, without in- 
terest, to parties at any time subsequently establishing their right thereto.

ACCOMMODATION ON BOARD THE PILOT VESSELS. 

The following recised rules, relative to the accommodation of individuals, 
proceeding to the Sand Heads or down the river, on hoard any of the Ho- 
nor, able Oompamfs pilot vessels, having been sanctioned by Government, are 
published for general information* 

1st. Officers, civil or military, when ordered to proceed on duty on board 
pilot vessels, are to notify the same to the master attendant. In cases where 
persons, whether public officers, or private individuals, aie desirous of proceeding 
on beard a pilot vessel for tlie benefit of their health, .application is to be made, 
as above s^tated, accompanied by a medical certificate. Individuals both in the 
service and out of it, who may wish to go on board a pilot vessel for purposes 
unconnected- with duty or health, are to make appljlcaiion to the supeiiotcndcnt 
ofc marine. Officers in command of fdlot vessels are on no account to receive on 
bo4td' as passengers, persons who have not obtained the requisite sanction from 
otie<if.Otber of the above named a^ithorities. 

2ad« Individuals proceeding; on board pilot vessels under any of Iho ci’’* 
cumstanc^S' stated above, are entitled to occupy the port half of the after 
accommodatian, free of other ahar|te than that of mess or tabl4 tiioney hereafter 
specified. It mfist be understood’ that in all cases when In conformity with these 
orders the eahin has been assigned to ^aiiy lady or gr.ntlemaT>, no one

Ships salting for Akyab during the South West Monsoon should steer for 
the South end of the Western Bolongo, in ILat. 19“ 60’ N. Long. 93“ 3’ E., 
then standing along the t'oa t to the Northward and Westward, about five or six 
miles off Shore« until the Light is sighted on <he Great Savage, at the entrance 
of the Arracan River, then steei so as to bring it to bear N. by East or N. N. 15., 
^nd if they intend to run in during the night, with either of these bearingsthey 
will cross the bar in the best water, in three fathoms low water spring tides. 

After deepening across it, the course should be altered to N. by W. or even 
N, N. W., according to the state of the tide and sea at the time, to avoid the 
Western Rocks (above water) bearing from the Light si. W. | 8., distant nearly 
half a mile ; the Flood Tide sets in on these Rocks 

When the Light bears East in six to nine fathoms on the edge of the flat 
to the Westward, the course inusst be altered to N. N. E. and N. 15 bv N., hav- 
ing brought the Light to bear •*.

A stranger should not attem]»l to run in at night, paniculaily in the rams, 
except at high or low water, as the ebb tide runs very rapidly in .Ntrong eddies off 
the Passage Rock, over the dangerous flat to the Westwaid, and the flood jn 
stioiig eddies upon the Rocks, 

During the N. E. Moonsoon Ships bound to Akyab, from the Northward, 
should endeavour to make the Table Land of the Western Bolongo in Lat. 20“ 1* 

N then steering due East they will avoid the Oyster Reef in Lat. 20“ 5’ N Long. 
92' 40’ East, which is di.stant fiom the Savage Light fifteen miles due West. 
This course is rccommv. ded, as although m favrr.ible weather the Savage Liglit 
is seen outside the Reef in 10 to 17 (atbenns waitr, the depth suddenly decreases, 
and the probability of h.izy or rainv weather woulu prevent the Light being seen, 
and steering boldly in to sight it to the northward ot Lat. 20‘’ 1', would endanger 
the safety of the Vcihcl, by sud denly falhag upon the Oyster Rock or Beef before 
lighting the Light House. ^ 

I would not advise strangers on any occasion to make use of the Channel 
inside of the Oyster Ruck or Reef.

Accommodation Fessels, 

Ist The table Is provided by the coinn ander of the boat at a charge of S 
rupees per day, for breskfagt at ^ past 8; bisruiis or breadp or coke, at noon; 
dinner at 3, and ten and coffee at 6. Intcrinediate meals or refreshments matt 
he paid for, sceording to prices fixed and exhibited on the card, which it to be 
suspended for general informal ion, in a conspieuooa part of the dining room 4 
Every article must be paid for at vlie time of delivery, and the steward Is 
strictly i-roldbiteil inppl>ing any article If not psM for at the time ; he Is pro- 
vided will] plenty of small silver change, and with tokens instead of coppers iC 
preferred. It is positively prohibited to send any thing whatever from the mess 
table to I be cabins for cliiliiren, servants, or invalids, as such practices tend only 
io the discomfort of the passengers generally. Ladies or gentlemen prevehtsd 
by indisposition from comii.g to table, will be suitably provided with refreshments 
in their cabins. 

2fid. The servants are required to be always clean, and dressed with their 
ttirbandv. European or Christian servants are never permitted to appear 
without their j»ckets and shoes ; they are required to keep their haircut, and 
are not permit'ed to wear it long and bushy. Bach servant, when attending at 
table, is required to carry a clean napkin in bis band. 

3rd. Any negligence or misbehaviour ot the servants is to be represented 
to the purveyor or conductor, who will take the iiecsseary measures tu prevent 
a recurrence. 

4ili. All breakage to be paid for at the time. 

5th. All meals taken away from the public table, will be charged for as 
extro meals. 

6th. The steward is required to exhibit a bill of fare at 10 o’clock, every 
day, to remain siispeudcd in the dining room. 

7ih. Ill case of any negligenre, or other fault respecting the table or wines, 
&c., H la requested that the same be represented to the commander, and if not 
remedied or explained, a letter addressed to the comptroller of government 
steam vessels will be attended to, and the cause of complaint, if possible, will 
boretnoved, 

Otii. A mebter is retained on board the vessel for the express purpose of 
attending to the cleanliness of the cabins. 

Dill. Wlieq the boats ere ready to start, after anchoring at any part of 
the river, the only notice given will be the ringing of a bell a quarter of an hour 
prc^ions to starting; and the coinroander of the ateam boat la strictly prohibi- 
ted WHiifng for any person whonisoi*rer. ' • 

iUih. A boat; will beavallatde to take the Hlndddeervantson ahore, when 
the I e8.«el anchors for the night, and to bring Htero off again.

Into 
this river the steamers turn, leaving the Barratolluh. and may be eaid to have 
Elder Siiniierbunds. properly entered the uninluibifed wilds of the Sunder- 
bunds for at toast two dayf>. On thesoulherii bank of the 
Boar Asra are some pine trees, and the old ruins of Mr Jas. Prinsep's former 
tsiale which was deserted after the May gale of 1833. At a clump of trees 
about one mi'e K. by 8. from the house, is a fresh water 
tank, bunded in on ^the bank of the Haldtuife. This 
place is infested with timers. From hence sportsmen 
prepare lor good ball practice at a liiiators, plus, deer, 
an<l monkeys; but no firing is permitted on board the 
fiats, on account of the ladies. Good salt-water bathing 
Is now obtHinubie. 

From the Boar Agra the passage is very intricate, 
np to Koolna, owing to the number of windings, rivers 
creeks and nullahs (43 iu number). The vessels have to go lhri>ugh without 
pilots, the commander should therefore be well acquainted with the route.

A|)ove it is the 
blocked up entrance to the Jellingee river, which emp- 
ties itself into tlie lieud of the Uooglily ri^er, off 
Nuddes, after passing Kishnagur gihI station. 

Sixty-six miles from ( oininercoily is Stirdah, on 
the left bank of the Ganges; was formerly a coai de- 
pot, and is noted for Mr, Watson’s large silk factory, 
formerly the Hon’ble Company’s. It is 443 miles from 
Calcutta by steamer’s route, and is 177 miles by 
dawk, Steamers do not wait here, but change pilots. 
Letters from and to Culeutta take 2 days ; but they 
should not be sent here but to llumpoor Beauleah. 
From hence the Hurreyl river brsuclies off to the east, 
through the Chullum and Ueilobockcry Jheels into 
the Bara Saugnr river for the Janai and Dacca; but 
only navigable for small boats. 

Twelve m les from Surdah, on the left bank of the 
Ganges, is the civil station of Rampore Beauleah, in 
the district of Uajshaye, distance 455 miles by steam- 
er from Calcutta, and only 155 miles by land. It is 
the residence of a judge, a magistrate, a collector, 
postmaster, engineer officer and doctor, as likewise 
some indigo and silk nriaiiufactures. This is n coal 
depot for steamers where they are generally detained 
2 to 4 hours. Here is a good bazar : bread, butter, 
fruits, meal and poultry, are cheap. There is a fine 
road here. Letters for steamers from (’alcutta should 
leave the 6th day after the ves.sel. The dawk 
takes ]| days for letters; bangy dawk days:

Burffatohia, on the left bank of the OanRes, and 
Mabanondee^rivero at kheif j unction , is 22 miles above 
Rampour Beouleah ; there is a crossing ferry from 
Berbempore route for the new route to Darjeelling ; 
it is about 30 miles from Berhampore. Passengelra 
can be landed here, this being the direct route from 
Calcutta to the banatarium. 

. Furteepore factory is one of Lord Glenelg's, and in 
thedietrict ofMolda, distant 24 miles from Maida. Is 
situated on the left bank of the Gances, and is 60 
miles from Rampnre Beaiilcali. At 3 miles above 
this is the junction of the steamer's route with the 
Bliaeruttce and Sunderbund routs. Passengers for 
Malda should land here. 

Siibjuitge is on u rocky point, on the right bank of 
the Qanues, and Is by Bhagrutlee 265 miles, by Bun- 
derbuiids 686 miles from Calcutta, and by .land 196 
miles. Letters for steamers, from June to October, 
sliuuld leave Calcutta on the 5th day after the steam- 
er, and from October to June on the 8tii day, dawk 
route bfing 1| days^ 

Tins is a very ancient city, and the ruins of an 
immense mass* of buildiiiizs, among which is an ancient 
palace, a noted well, a hall of audience, a marble lined 
balcony and gateway, See. Sec , worth inspecting. 
Here are some^t hristiun graves '>r>(l monuments, and 
a large bazar, where milk, curds, palm fruit, palm 
Juice, poultry, kids, rice, and hardware in a small way, 
are procurable. The European factors and native 
Nabob reside on the bank, about 2 miles above the 
ste iner’s anchorage or coal depot. Vessels ginenilly 
stop here 4 to 5 hours : it is a very sickly place, owing 
tojiingle. The hills are distant about 5 mills inland. 
The Himalaya hills are visible at times. It is a native 
daroguh's, and post office staiion. 

Twerity>oiie miles above Rajinahal, and 2 miles 
below Sukreegullee hill and point is the biauuful 
Mootee Jiiurna waterfall t ills visible on the east’ ru 
Bide of the hilts. At Sukreeuuileo point is an Indigo 
Factor's bungalow ; would be an excellent sliooting 
box: hears, ligcrs, rliinoceros, leopards, hogs, and 
deer of all kinds abound here, and among the hills 
feathered game abound. Steamers pass it in 10^ days 
in the dry season. 

Tweiify-iliree miles above Sukreegullee, on the 
left bank of the Ganges, is Runtnegur. Passengers for the 
civi station of Purneah are landed and received here. 

Fifty-eight miles above Rajmahal, on the left 
bank of the river, is the iunction of the Koosie ri er. 
On the Nepaot part of the Himalayas, nearly oppo«> 
site, is Pattiireatta blD, with one or two temples, 
end is noted In native tradition for a cave (only a small 
hole), into which, it is said, a Rajah with an iinmeuse 
suit, anj one lac of torch-bearers entered, and never re- 
turned ! Such Is the story of an attending faqueer. 
Prom hence are beautiful views of isolated hills, and 
the tips of the Colgong rocks. The southern or 
Patturgattah passage, up to Colgong, has some very 
dangerous rocki|WbeVe| if a boat touches, not a soul 
can be saved*

Here are a few hill raimers and a sepoy station, under Sepoy station, 
charge of an invalid officer. Tliere is also a monument Monument 
hire raised by the hill people, in memory of their 
lamented patron, Mr. Olevelsnil of the civil service 
whom they styled the Father ot their country. 

Steamers stop here lor about an hour or two in Steamers, 
the rains, and only a few minutes, at some distance 
below, in the dry season.

The steamer’s passage to this is generally 12 days 
in the rains, OticasiiJ^aliy 10 daysiii July, and in the dry 
season 13 to 14 days : the distance trom Calcutta is 
398 miles by Bbagruttee, 686 miles hy Sooderbuiids, 
and 3<)4 by land. Dawk runs in 2} days- Lett rs for 
steamers should leave town on 7ih day after hi r, in 
July, and on the 8ih day in June, Aiieusr, September 
and October, and on the lOih diiy in the dry seusun. 

Oil arrival here, the collector’s and magistrate’s 
book is sent on board for entry ofall passenger’s names, 
&e. &c. &c. Steamers stop here 3 to 5 hours for coals. 

Two miles S. W. by W. of Momrhyr are some 
roeka, with a mark on them : they were furmt^rly in the 
steamer’s track, but, are now buried in an immense 
sandbank. 

On right t^nk of the Ganges, 20 miles above 
Monghyr, is the large village of Soorajgiirra, with a 
small river that runs down from the hills. Fowls and 
kids are procurable here, through the thannadar’s assis* 
tance, for boat travellers. 

On the right bank of the river, 60 miles above 
Monghyr, and 5ti b low Dinapure, is the large town 
and mart of Bur. being a daiogah station, also a bye 
depot for steamer’s coals. AlMhis bank of the river, 
for 20 miles below and above, is noted for piggery vil- 
lages, and saltpetre manufactories. 

Also on thi' right bunk, 87 miles above Monghyr, 
or 9 miles bi low Patna station, or ra'lipr Hankipore, is 
a large native town, with a river on its upper or western 
end, that flows from the hills, ond has a pucka bridge 
over it : it is a noted manufactory of table rioths, of any 
extent, pattern, and texture that maybe ordered. Also 
napkins and towels of all sorts, 

Patna, and the civil station of Bankipore, extends 
about 10 miles along the right bank, 14 miles below 
Dinapore ; is noted for opium, gram, and wax^candles, 
and is a very large mart, 1700 boats of burthen have 
been counted laying here at one time. It is the residence 
ofa nabob, and being a sudder or civil etat on, has a 
conmiissiorier, a judge, a magistrate, a colleotor, 
their deputy and joint officers, a doctor, an opium 
agent, a post^master, European assistants and mission- 
aries. 

The government establishments are at Bankipore, 
or the upper extreme of Patna, where there are some 
handsome houses, also a very large end noted gronary 
built like g dome, with two flights of steps ontside, to 
ascend to its top, on which is a large circular hole, to ad- 
mit air into the building, and to start grain Into. It 
has only one door, and was built for a depot, in ease of 
famine. It is a very massive building, and noted for 
its very numerous, deaf, and strong echos, add at pre- 
sent it is used as a guard hoase. 
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Steamers teMom stop here : sometlmea net being 
able to get within a mileer t^o; pHSsensera can land 
at the lower eiid| and getekUas or hackeries. (a native 
Oiiehorve coiiveyence) to take them up to Baiikipore, 
or to the military station of Digapore^ 14 miiea distant, 
by way of a novelty or change, when they can inspevi 
the granary by the road side. The |oad is very suod 
up to the military cantonment. Deeaah farm, ^‘a 
north of Patna. On the left baitk ia the Gunduck 
river from the Ncpaul hills, with a large native town 
on its fight hank, and on ita left, or eastern bank, is (he 
famous Hajeepore bunealow, and race course. During 
its annual large fair which is attended by people from 
ali parts of India, very good and cheap nags are 
procurable. 

Dinapore ia a large European and native military 
Btatio where the steamers put to the bank by the can- 
tonment flagstaff, for 5 or 6 hours, to take in coals, dis- 
charge and take in cargo, and passeniferg : it is consi- 
dered as two-third of the passage upwards. It Is on the 
rjifht bank of the Oaiitfes, distant from Calcutta, by 
•learner's route via Ohagruttee, miles ; viu 8hiiii- 
dcrbiinds 790 miles ; and by land d76jnrriles. Post takes 
3^ days. Letters forstetiroers should leave Calcutta on 
the lOih day after the vessel in the rains, and i3th in 
the day season. 

Mutton, beef, fowls, eggs, bread, b'jtler, fruits of va- 
rious kinds, and grapes in May and June, are procura- 
l^le ; as also table-elotlis, towels, napkins, cotton hand- 
kerchiefs, also hais, muslin and cotton cloth shoes, har- 
ness, Patna scented wax candles, and gram. Knropeon 
•hop keepers are here also. Here is a steam agent, a 
docter, and a clergyman. Plays are pei formed occa- 
sionally by amateur performers. Auctions are some- 
times kield here. 

Passengers for Airah and Tirlioot land here. 

Four miles above Dinapore is thejuiiction of the 
river Soan. 

Twenty two miles above Dinapore, on the left 
bank, is the civil station of t'hupra, the capital nf Sanin 
district. Here reside a judge, a magistrate, a collec- 
tor, a doctor, and a post master. Steamers seldom 
touch here even in the rains. Passengers fT this piare 
should arrange to land above it at Hevelgunge, where 
there Is a steam agent. 

Kevelguiige, 27 miles by water above Dinapore, 
OH the left bank of the river, is a very large grain and 
saltpetre mart, and noted for boat-building. An 
annual fair is held here. 

Steamers merely touch to land passengers and a 
few packages to the steam agent's care. Prom hence 
up to Gbsaeepore, the villiagers are said to be uncivil 
and dishonest. 

On the left bank, 74 mites above DinapofiP, is the 
large native village of Bhuliean,a darogali station, 
noted for a f'dr annuajiy held here, as also a grain mart. 

This is the most dangerous part of the Ganges for 
quicksands and shifting banks. Tides are very strong 
bare ; boats being detained front 4 to 6 weeks, waiting 
for water, and a favourable breeae. 
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Buxar on the rfxht bank, and Kurntadre, on the 
left bank, 88 milea ahpve Ditiapore, and is, noted for 
being the Hon'ble To.’e stud eotHblishment. There ie 
a small fort here, wher^ the batile was fought. Here 
are some European offit^rd ot the stud, a doctor, and 
hospital bungalow, also a steam aueiit. 

Eight miles a|^otre Buxar, on the right bank of the 
river, is the junction of the Kurrumnasa river: the 
touch of its waters is considered as one of the greatest 
miehape that can happen to a Hindoo, as it is said to 
debar him from admittance into Htaven. There is a 
bridge built ovci it by a rtijah. This part of the coun- 
try is noted fi»r dacoits. 

One bundled and nineteen miles above Dinapore, 
or 3i mill's a^nve Buxar on the left bunk of the river, 
is the Civil and Military station of Gtiazeepore, a veiy 
handsome place. At its lower end is the ruins of an old 
palace. The Native town is built on precipices. The 
European inhabitants, consisting of the Judge, magis- 
trates, collectors, doctor and opium agent, See. Sec. re- 
side on a level plain, %bnat the centre of the station, 
the oantonmciits from the upper part, and tlie Euro- 
pean hospital is^t the uppi r extreme. Between the 
civil end niilitary lines is the chapel and Lord Corn- 
wallis' tomb. 

This place is noted for its opium manufactory, 
and Ooverofnoiit stud estabiislnnent, where horses 
can be pnrciia««ed; as ulso for its rose water, ottor of 
roses, and other perfumed oils; bread, butter, eggs, 
fowls, rnntinn, lamb, kid, milk, and sugar, are pro- 
curable ; also European articles of consumption, and 
iniliiiieiy from the European shopkeepers. Its dis- 
tance from Caleiitta is, via Bhogruttie, 627 miles, via 
Soonderbnnds 916, and by land 431 miles. The dawk 
runs in 4 (in) H, and letters for steamers should leave 
Calcutta oil the day utter the steamer in the dry 
8Puson«y and on the 11th day in the raine ; — the ves- 
sel’s pH'^sage being from 17 to 20 days. Steamers re- 
m^tn Ik ro for passengers, and coal and cargo at the 
steHin Hgrnt’s. Passengers for Goruckpure should 
lurid here. 

Tins Is the lower extreme of the North Western 
Provinets or Agra Presidency, and is a great place of 
trade. It is ihc lowest station for tin* Agra But boats 
or boxes. Kunkerry banks commence from here up- 
wards. 

Eight miles above Ohazepore is the dangerous 
kunker reef of Bairie iliul strikes across the river. 

Twenty-three miles above Ghazeepore is Gho- 
chookpore stone ghaut and temple, noted for the no- 
merous monkeys that resort here. 

Two miles below t'hotkookpore, on the right bank 
of the river, is a sunken kunkur rock, opposite to a 
poiui tree, Just below Saiiontie. 

Thirty-frmr miles above Ghazeepore, by Kucharee 
on the left bank, is a very difficult and dangeroua 
sunken reef. 

8ix miles above it is Saidapore a large native 
town, with a tehsseeldaV and darogah ; and 3 miles 
above Saidapore, is the junction of the Goomtie river^ 
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that goes op to Lncknoiv, snid to be a very intricate 
and rocky river, too shallow fUr the smallest boats in 
the dry season. The Ganges liver, from above Kiii'b- 
aree reef, past Saidapore up to the Goomtie, a distance 
of 8 miles, is a very critical pAsage with various bad 
patches of kunker rock, on which native boats and 
budgerowB split instiintaneously. # 

Five mites above the Goomtie, is Chandrnutle, 
with a white temple. Here in mid channel, is a very 
dangerous pucka platform, on kunker, with the ruins 
of ail old temple on it, and no passable channel on Its 
northwest, or Jinhore side, and very dangerous fur 
downward bound boats, as the current sets directly 
on it. 

Five miles above Ohundroutie is Pullooa Ghaut 
and ferry on the ri^ht bank: these banks are formed 
of kunker rock. 

Fifty miles above Gliazeepore, or 8 miles ubove 
Balloon Ghaut, on the right bank of the river is Kye, 
and its sunken kunker reef, scarcely avoraable in 
some dry seasons. Prom hence due west over the 
right hank, you will observe the Bepures minarets, 
distance 9 miles. 

Benares, on the left bank, is considered as the 
most holy city in Indiii, and is certainly one of the 
most handsome when viewed from a distance on the 
river, there being such nnmerou.’* stone ghauts and 
temples, some of which cost 17 lakhs of rupees. Tliis 
is the residence of some of the native princes, pension- 
ers of the Honorable East India Company ; but 
their dwellings are divided into so many little chatn- 
beis, or pigeon holes, that the internal part of the city 
has the appearance of a mass of mean buildings, piled 
up without any regard to order or appearance, and 
narrow, filthy lanes, lusteMd of streets. There is a 
large inclosed niurt, called a ehouk that opens at 5 
F. M., where trinket^, toys, birds, cloth, coarse hard- 
ware are exposed for sale li has a large well in it, 
and is alsoa resort for native auctions. Clo^c to the 
chouk is the principal alley or mart for Goulbiiduns, 
a very fine silk, of various patterns, worn by natives, 
as trowscis ) a]<«o fine caps with tinselled crowns 
aod very elegant gold and silver embroidery : also 
scarfs and turban pieces for fancy head dresses. 
There is likewise a traveller's cliouk, a native inn, and 
a lurec horse mart, where very fine horses, of the 
Toorky, Persian, anil Cabal breeds are procurable, as 
high as 8, 10, and 15,000 rupees, and are brought here 
by the fruit carrh>rB who bring grapes and pears from 
those countries. Here are several miniature painters, 
and also venders of mirnutiires on ivory, said to be 
likenesses of difff rent native princes, and their queens, 
and nautch tf ii It. ; true likenesses of native servants in 
costume, tradesmen and beggars. ^ 

Delhi jewellery of the best gold is brought on 
tward the steamers, by sending for the dealers. Here 
is also an old obscrvulory, and two very high and 
alcnder minarets, one of whi«h has a slight inclina- 
tion ; travellers ascending them are expected to give 
the keeper a fee of 1 rupee. From their tops is a view 
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of the cUv, the Adjacent rountr5, find the river (so 
^ratifvifiu a aitfht ehimld not be passed over by any tra« 
veller) ProvisiiM s nre rprocuruble ; piirtridKca, qnoll, 
and wild ducks of sorts are to be obtained. Steamera 
remain at Uaj Ohaut Ifd discharge and take in pack- 
ages, and to receive coals. Tiie civil and military statioa 
is ahoiit 4 miles ioland, direct from Raj Ohaut, where 
reside thecommiss'oner, the judge, magistrates, collec- 
tors, the eeneruL and all (he military otticers of the na- 
tive reuimentg stationed here, and some European 
artillery. Here also resides a doctor, a postmaster, 
eleam agent, coach builder, end Europe an shop-keepers. 

Letters for sieamers, or travellers, are not for- 
warded t • the vessel or boats, but inusi be sent for 
which is very immnvenient. 'J he city is about 2 miles 
long. The natives are very uncivil to strangers. 
Numerous fanatics are here, who drown themselves 
believing that the holy Gunua, and the city of the most 
holy, scares them eternal happiness. 

Befliros is from Caleuiia, via Bhagruttee 696 
miles, via Sonderbiinds 984 miles, and by land or dawk 
route 428 miles.. Letters take 4 days, Bhangies 7 days. 
Letters for stf^aruers sh mld leave Calcutta, the 12th 
day aftfr the vessel In the rains, and on the 14th day 
in tile dry season. 

Palanktens are procurable here, but infested with 
vile vermin. Travellers wisldng to fvisit the station 
of Siirde, sliould write up from Gliuzrepore to any 
friend, or tlie steam agent, for a conveyance to be 
ready at Rujuhaut fur thorn, on their arrival. 

Hainriagliur, 1^ miles above Benares, on the right 
bank of the river, is a native palace, the residence of 
the Rajah of Benares. 

Sooltuiipore, Benaj^es, is a native cavalry station, 
17 miles above Benares, and on the left bank of the 
river. Steamers bring to here a few minnies, on their 
passage up or d«twn, as required, to laud and receive 
passengers. It has a kunkery or rocky point, which 
is very awkward for native boats, as also for steamers, 
owing to iiorrow channel and strong currents; it is 
oiT the stables, which are called Little Cuinilta. 

On the right bank of the river, about 4 miles above 
Sool tan pore, is a very neat looking place, called Chu- 
niir, with a very neat-looking* English church, that 
reminds one of sweet, * sweet home.* It is an invalid 
tni I itary* station, and has a fortiHcation, on an isolated 
rocky hill, which projects into the river, forming a 
very nasty point to pass in the rnins. Hindoo tradi- 
tion tells us, this fortressws'^ built in one night by a gtuuk, 
and is Irnpreiriiablo : it completely commauds the ri- 
ver, and is used as a place of confltiemeut for state 
prisoners. There are several detached rocky hills, or 
Slone quarlcB here. It is a very sickly place, owing 
to the heat arming from the stone, which causes fever 
and spleen. This is a great place for snakes. A lit- 
tle above the fort is a temple. Tradition states It to 
contain a chest, which cannon be opened, unless the 
party opening it lose iiis hand— -four thieves having so 
suffered once, in an attempt on it. Very fine black 
and red earthenware is procurable here, such as wine 
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coolers, which being filled wilhVater, after the bottle 
is iuserted, ahd set out in the draft of the hoi westerly 
winds, (none other serves the pfirp se,) in the shade, 
cools the confined liquor pqtial|to iclns it. The cuoN 
er must be dried daily. Also red sandy water holders, 
or sories, which keep water vAy cool. Black biitter- 
pots, with a casinif for water, very neatly finished, and 
larae black double urns, to contain tiroud and keep it 
moist. Here is a steam affeot; biet steamers seldom 
stop more than ten minutes. 

Seven miles above Ohunar, on the right bank of 
the river, is the village of K ulnae, with rocky bottom 
and hard lumps of red earth in the river, a little above 
is a ravine, which is to be avoided by all boats. 

Fourteen miles above Ohunar, is the crossing ferry 
of the Benares grand road, and of Kiiwa bnd Bhud* 
doolee to Mirzapore. From hence to the latter place, is 
a fine road, distance?^ miles by land, and 16 miles by 
water. 

Ten miles above the ferry, and 7 miles below Mir- 
lapore, on the left high bank, is Bhajoan, with a white 
tomb, and a patch of kunkcr in ihe river, on which 
many boats are lost. From here the cantonments of 
Mirzapore are visible. 

Mirzapore, a miliUry cantonment, is 2 miles be- 
low the cii.> ; and the civil staiion, where the judge’s, 
niugistr.rte’s and collector’s offices are, is 1 mile below 
the city. The steamer etop.s ut the agency ghaut, at 
the lower end of the city. This place is noted for a 
cotton mart, and cotton manufactory ; as likewise shell 
lac, Ihc d>e, hard wore in a small way. Many boats are 
hero, ut all seasons. 

Tlie city is very confined and dirty, subject to great 
sickness. There are 2 or 3 fine .stone gliaiira here, and 
some small temples and minarets. Bread, butter, eggs, 
mutton, lunib, kid, beef, veal and fowls are procurable 
here. Both a military and a civil doctor reside here. 

Mirzapore is from Calcutta, via Bhugrutlee, 748 miles 
via Sunderbnud.s, I03G miles, und by dawk route 455 
miles. The dawk takes 5 days, and bJiangy 8 days to 
run betters for steamers should leave Calcutta on the 
13tli day after her in the rains, and 17 dajs after her in 
the ilry sf^ason : the veaseds having plenty of cargo to 
discharge here, are g.enerally detnineJ from four to 
five hours. 

Four miles above Mirzapore is Bindachun, on the 
right bank, noted as the place of an annual meeling of 
disreputable people who come here to make vows and 
poojaUs. 

One mile above Bindachun are the dangerous 
granite rocks of Seebpore. 

Twenty-oii’ht miles above Mirzapore, on the left 
bank of the river. Passengers generally land in the 
cold season, and have a walk across the neck of land, 
in a W. N, VV. directlpn two miles wide to Taila, and 
rejoin the steamer again off there ; she having to go a 
detour of 2 miles round the point. 

Two miles above Sutarmaree, U Daega Kunker 
Spit, with a deep bight.

Letchyagurree and us ravine, on the left bank of 
the river, is 22 miles above Deega, noted for Its rob- 
bers when it was attacheii to the Onde territories, 

Sursa is a large cot^n mart, on the riulit bank of 
the river, and is 60 miles above Mirzapore, and 23 
miles be low Aliababad}Uo which place in n good road. 
This is the station of a E‘'ropean custom's o6[i.cer. 
There are several |»ucka houses here, and two v^ry fine 
tanks at the hack it, and an old mud fort. From 
hence, up to Allahabad, the river is very intricate and 
shallow. Ironvrock in a small way can be done for 
boats here. Turkeys and guinea fowls abound. 

Allahabad, is 83 miles above Mlrzapore. Its fort is 
at the junction of the rivers Jumna and Gauges. It has 
an imposing appearance, when on the river, 7 miles 
below it. The Jumna waters are blue, whilst the 
Ganges are muddy. The steamers put to at the. Jumna 
mosque, built by General Kyd, and \ mile inside the 
Jumna. The native military cantonments are about 
5 miles inland, and the civilians’ and officers' are from 
3 to 4 miles inland. The general and doctor reside in 
the fort, as also ibc steam ngent. State prisoners are 
kept here. Hej-e is also a laige stone pillar said to have 
been erected by' Alexander live Great, to mark bis con- 
quests I and a cave full of native stone images, wherein 
is shewn a Small cntiance to a supposed subterraneous 
passage to Benares, but which, in fact, only extends a 
few feet. (The city is the seat of one of the principal 
native courts of justice the Siidder Dewaiiny.) It is 
also a great place of worship, and an annual fair is 
held outside the fort on the sands, at point or junc- 
tion. It was formerly the seat of the residency. Bread, 
butter, eggs, beef, mutton, lamb, kid, fowls, pigeons, 
turkeys, guinea fowls, quail, partridges, teel, wild ducks 
and geese are procurable here. European shops are 
Jiere and auctions held. About 2 miles from the 
ghaut is the chouk,or market, where all sorts of cloth 
European and native, are procurable. Shawlnien board 
the steamers, if sent for, with all sorts of Cashmere 
shawls, waistcoating, caps, gloves, socks, and Affgha- 
nistan woollen cloths ; as also Delhi jewellers and ma- 
nufacturers of cotton ; carpeting of various patterns — 
showy on rooms, and rather durable. A little beyond 
the chouk is the livery stables where beautiful horses 
are piocurable, of the Persian, t'abool, and Toorkey 
breeds. The post-office is in the fort, where you nrtust 
send for all letters. Letters for steamers' should leave 
Calcutta on the 14th day in the rains, and on the 17th 
day in the dry season, after the departure of the steam- 
er. The distance from C dcutta is, via Bhagruttce, 
S.31 miles, via $underbnnds 1186 and by dawk roiue 
501 miles. Steamer’s regulated distance is 800 miles. 
Steamers remain here three entire days when they 
depart on their return trip, aOer discharging and tak- 
ing in theii^ upward and downward cargoes, and pas- 
sengers. Apply to agent there, or to commander, for 
passage downwards.

The following rnhs for stamping letters have been submitted to the Governor 
Grneral of India in council^ o-nd being approved, are appended for the guidanee 
of the officers of the department. 

RULES FOR USING POST OPF^tCE STAMPS. 

All letters and packets whatever (save^nd except newspapers and ship and 
steam letters, heieafter specially provided for,) received at any Post Oflfice in 
India for despatch by post, wheiher free oi post paid, or liable to postage, as the 
case may be, are to be marked vvitli the appropriate stamp, ? i'aring the name of 
such office rd despatch, and when side<stamps are not provided, when the date of 
tJic month and year fo'^in'i part of the stamps itself, the said date mu«»t be entered 
in writing across the middle of the face of the stamp. If the letter or packet 
re -eived for despatch he post paid or hearing postage, the amount of postage so 
piul oi du^ must he cut icd in writing on the face of the stamp, aftej: the word 
^aid” or “healing” as the case may be.* 

^2 All letteis and packets whatever, received at any Post Office by post for 
delivery at such office, aie in like manner to be stamped with the appropriate 
aflicc atamp, and maikcd with the date of the month and year; hut the amount 
of pi s age paid or due, is not to be entered on the stamp of delivery, as the 
s ainu ot despatch legulaies the levy of postage. 

The stamp loi .ill service, soldie^rs or other free letters, or packets is an 
oval inch long by 1 incli wide, bearing the name of the office and the word 
free ” and must be stamped red. 

X The stamp foi all letters or packets, on which postage has been paid, is 
an oblong inch long by I inch wide, beaiing the iidine of the office and the 
woid “pair!” and mu't also be stamped red. 

5 m The stamp for all letter', or packet:,, on which a postage has not been paid 
ill advance, in an oblong inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the 
ofiice and the vctnd “hcaiiog” and must be stamped black. 

6 Forwaul 1( ttci.s or pHckcts, i. e., those wliich follow a party addressed 
from station, to station, are to be st.imped at caah office of fresh despatch, and 
Tii.Tiked wiili the additional postage due on such fresh despatch. 

7 When a letter exceeds in weight asingle tola its weight, doubles, treble, 
Itr. must he entered in ivriting on the face thereof, and on banghy paicels, the 
••xact weight inn.st iu all eases he enteied in writing on the same. 

S All scMviL'e. soldiers or other free letters or packets received from sea- 
ward, at any Genei.il Post Oftiee aie to be stamped with the ship letters free 
stamp. This stamp is a ciieular 1 1 inch in diaincler, luaving the name of the 
Cieneral Post Office, the date of the month and yeai and ttie words “ship letteis 
free” and must be stamped red. 

0 All otbcl letters or packets loccived from -"award at any General Post 
Office, are to be stamped, if leecived by ship with the ship Icttei beaiing stamp, 
and, if by u Goveinment steamer, vMth tlie steam letter bearing stump. Tlie for* 
mci is a sqnaio .stami» inch in diameter, bearing the name o! the General 
Po'it Office, the date oi the month and year, and the words “ship letter bearing.” 
The letter i-s an octagonal stamp of similar dimenstims, but with the words 
Steam letter bc.iring.” Boili these stamps must be stamped b/ark. 

• 10 At the sivcral stations where newspapers are published in T.idia, news- 

paper Stamps are proiided with which all iicw'spupers received at sueli stations 
for despatcl), will be apnropi lately stamped, whether free, paid or bearing, as 
the case may be, and the postage paid or due, as the case may be, marked on the 
same either by the stampor in writing. At offices of delivery where riewspapei; 
tamps may not be provided, newspapers will be marked with the usual office 
tamp, in like manner as other packets.

The British Government reserves to 
itself at all times the right of causing, 
whenever it sbali think proper, the 
abovementiohed correspondence com- 
ing from the Bast lodev to the United 
Ki«gdoin» aAd vice vereh and passing 
through France, to be conveyed, ei* 
tlier between Malta and Msrieillcs, or 
between Alexandria and Marseilles, 
by vessels ireighled or employed for 
that purpose by its iirders, or by the 
paokdts of the Royal Navy. 

ARTICLE II. 

Whenever the packets of the Royal 
British Navy, charged with the oorres- 
pundenre from the East ludfes, for 
Great Britain shah touch at Marseil- 
les, or at any other French port in the 
Mrditerraneai), they shall be consider- 
ed and received in those ports as ves- 
sels of war : shall be exempt from 
all dues of navigation and port 
charges; and shall enjoy therein ail 
the honours and privileges accorded 
by the convention of the t4ih June, 
1033, to the vessels of the two stales 
employed in ibe conveyance of the 
eorreaftoudence between Dover and 
Cailala^ 

fhoianie immunities, honours, and 
prlvllej^ea tfe secured to the packets of 
the royal French navy In the ports of 
the Medilerrunean subject to the doui- 
nion of her Britannic rm^esty.

The rioration of the passage from 
^tezandria, to MarseHfee, including 
the time necessary for the tranship- 
ment and for the puriflcation,if neces- 
sgry, on the correspondence at Malta, 
shall nor, ezcept under iincoi)troul- 
able circumstances, exceed three hun- 
dred and forty five hours, or fourteen 
da^s and nine hours 
The duration ^f the passage from 
Marseilles to Alezandria, including 
the time necessary for the tranship- 
ment of the correspondance at Malta, i 
shall not, except under uncontroulable 
circunistaiices, exceed three hundred 
hours, or twelve days and twelve 
hours. 

ARTICLE V. 

The distance between Marseilles and 
Calais ahall be performed by the mail 
cpachea of tbf French Post ottice one 
hundred and ^wo hours, or four dajs 
and six hours.

Whenever British packets shall be 
employed for conveying the corres- 
pondence comiiiir from, or destined for, 
the French office, the operations of 
wei/hing and counting above prescrib- 
ed shall be performed by the Post 
office at Marseilles, and the result 
thereof shnll be communicated by the 
French post office of the United 
K ngduro. 

ARTICLE X. 

The sums accruing to the post 
office of France, in virtue of the pre- 
ceding article, shall be placed, to the 
credit of that office in the general 
account of the iransmission of the 
correspondence, which is to be made 
out every month, in conformity with 
the stipulations of the XIVth article 
of the convention of the 30lh 
March 1836.

OFFENCES AGAINST PEOPERTT. 

llTH NoVjimdbr, 1814.— Persons of evil fame frcq'ienfinK 
ttreets(|K. srithout givint^ a good account of themselves, and shewn upon oaih 
to haveo^n so frequenting streets, &c. with Intent to commit a felony, wHf 
be adjudged, by two justices, to suffer fifty stripes, or be seut to the bouse of 
correction for three months. 

Bye-Law, 218T April, 1817.— Persons found In possession of lead, iron 
and other metals, and not able honestly to acoouiit for tlieir heing so, may he 
sentenced by two jiistioos to pay a doe of Rs. 100, for fst offence ; Rs. 200 for 
2d nfftnee, and Rs. 400 for every mbsequeiit offence ; or, if the fine is not paiff, 
to 2, 4 o" 0 months' imprisonment witl^hurd labor in the honse of correction. 

Power to two Justices to make an order on a husband and father to 
maintain his wiic and children, legitimate and iileuitimate, and to commit to 
Common Jail for iion-cornpli'ince for two months. 

Workmen, servants, labourers, employed at wharfs, arsenals, godotvns, 
shops, found in possession of goods, dec. and not able to account for such pos- 
•L«44ion sutisfactnrily, may be committed, by two justices, to the house of cor- 
rection far 6 months (N. H. No fine fo this case.) 

Byr-Law, I'Jtii Novbmbbr 1818 —Journeymen artificers or workmen, 
purloining materials delivered to fashion, woik up, or repair, may be senienceil 
bv two Ju'itices, In a fine of Us. lOO; or, if the fine is not paid, to 2 mtinihs* 
iiriprisoiiinent in the House of OurrecMon, or the like imprisonment wiihout hue. 

Byh-Law, 22d October, 1819. — Offences aimPar to the iast-mentmned 
occurring at the Mint, liuhle to 4 montiis’ imprisonment in the House of 
Correction or to whipping, or fine, by aiitliority of two Justices. 

Persons employed at the Mint contravening rule*! in regard to alloy, liable 
to fine not exceeding 50 Hs,, or to piildic whipping, hy two Justices. 

Also, principal nielteis at the Mint, debasing metal, liable to public whip- 
ping, also to fine, by two Justices, of its. 50 ; and commitment to eoininoti jail, 
and house of correction for a period not exceeding 4 months. 

Uyb-Law, l3rH Noybmbbr, 1821 — Persons purchasing, &c. regimenfal 
accoutreiuents from soldiers, may be fined, by two Justices, in the sum of 
rupees 50 , and if the fine is not paid, may be committed to the common jaif, 
or house ocorrection, for a period not exceedingd months, or may tie whipped. 

N. B. The whipping may be without the fine, but not without the impri- 
Bonmpnt apparently. 

Byb-Law, 13th April, 1816.— Mariners arriving in ships that may be 
burnt or destroyed, ure liable to be compelled to serve in other sliips, and if 
they refuse, or desert, to imprisonment for two months, beyond the period for 
which they received advance, bjf two Justices.

from tlieir tcF'Scle, or overstaying leave, ^ree’lu hie to imprisonment for 3 days in 
the common jail, or house of correction, bv'tno justices. 

By B- Law, 13th ApuiL, 101G — Domestic servants .are liable to two 
monihs' impneonment, in the house of cdTrection, for miscarriage, or insolence, 
by iwojustices. ^ 

Bye-Law, 12th November, 1816.— Journeymen and labourers refusing 
to work tictording to agreement, conibinins to raise waaes, nr deeoy,j|^ntiii)i- 
clate otiiers, are liable to a hue of 100 rupees, or imprisonment for GWiays in 
the common jail, or house of cornction, by two justices. 

Byk-Law, 11th Novemdbk, 1814.— Seamen deserting ships liable to a 
fine of d0^upe<8,in default of payment, or not more th^n 30 days’ imprisonment 
lu tlie house of correction, and not less than 14 da 3 B sentence, by two justices. 

Byr-Law, 26th March, 1810 — Biitishand foreign seamen teaiing their 
vessel against tlie will of the master, or overstaying their leave, may be sent 
to the house of correction for 30 days by two justices. 

OFFENCES AGAINST THE PUBLIC. 

Byb-Law, Sth July, 1816.— Persons taking wine or liquor into the 
garrison of Fort William, without authority, if bilow the rank of Officers, 
are liable to imprisonment in the common jail or house of correctino. 

Byb-I aw, 18th November, 1814.— Persons throwing dirt, &c., on 
roads, or into drains, or leaving bricks, carriages, on roads, or obstructnig 
them, shall f rfeit 10 rupees. 

Persons not n moving projections, or encroachments on roads, on notice, 
are liable to he fined 100 rupees, and expenses of removal. 

Workmen rt building walls and encroaching beyond the old foundations, 
liable to a fine of one thousand rupees, and the wall to be pulled down. 

The above penalties to be adjudged by two justices, and levied by distress 
of goods. If such distress is not found sufhcient, then offenders may be com- 
muted for SIX months to the common jail. 

N B. This B3'e-L'iw gives the power tojnstlces to summon juries to assess 
the value of Iniids about to be taken for roads and sewers. 

By theeame Bye-Law, persons of low condition walking with arms in the 
freei without authority of government, or of a justice of the peace, liable to 
orfeiture of arms and a fine of 20 rupees, to be adjudged by one justice. 

HtE'Iaw, 2?o June, 1du2 —Gunpowder is forbidden to be manufac- 
tured or sold in Caicutla, without license, under penalty of seizure of the pow- 
der, and 6ne of 500 rupees if made, and 4 rupees per seer if sold. One justice 
may sentence where the penalty is less than one hundred rupees. License to 
be granted by two justices. 

Byb-Law, 7th Fjsbrdahy, 1818 —Hotels, taverns, lunch houses, &c. to be 
licensed by two justices If opened without license, a fine of rupees 100 may 
be levied b\ two justices. By this law a particular ghaut is appointed for 
seamen to land at. (N. B. A dead letter.) 

Byb-Law, 17th April, 1820.— Common or promiscuous gaming for 
DTdney liable to a fine of 100 rupees ; if not paid, 3 months’ Imprisonineut in 
the house of correction, by two justices. 

Bye-Law. f^TH March, 1827.— Teeka bearers plying without badges, 
liable tn a fine of 20 nipees, and in default of pavment, imprisonment in ihe 
Gouitnoii jail or hous^of correction, not exceeding one mofith, by two justices. 
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TBEKA PALANKEENS AND BEAREBS. 

A rule, orrlinanre, aud reprulatiun tor the good order and civil government 
of the geitlemeiit of Fort William hi Bengal,' and for requlating the number 
and fire of Tueka Pnlaiikeens and Tecka Bearers, iu the Town of Calcutta, made 
and passed by the Vice-President in Council, of and for the prebldeiicy of fort 
William in Bengal, the eighth day of March In the year of our Lord one thou« 
sand eiglit hundred and twenty 'Seveii, and registered iu the Supreme Court tff 
Judiniture, on lhe27lh April, 1827?« 

Whereas, it is considered just and expedient to regulate the number and 
fare of Tteka Palaokccus and Tecka ^carers, in the town of CHlcuttn, and to 
place them in such manner under control of the Police, as may tend to the 
greater convenience of the imhlm. 

1 Be it therefore ordained, by the Vice-President in CouiioU, of and for 
the pre^[kijcy and hetllement ot Fort William iu Bengal, and by virtue of tlie 
powers^Mim vested, by a certain Act of Parliament passed in the thiiteenth 
year of ilie reiirn of His Majesty King George the 111, entitled An Act for 
establisliing certain regulations for the better management of the affairs of the 
Hast India Company, ae well In India as in Europe,'* and by a certain other 
Act of Parlianieiit, passed in the fortieth year of bis said Majesty King George 
HI , entitled An Act for establishing further regulations for the government 
ot the British territories in India, and the better adniiiiistratimi of justice within 
the srtme," that thirty days after the due publication and registry of tins rule, 
ordinance aud regiitaiion in the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William 
in Bengal, with the consent aud appiobatioii of the said Supreme Court, if Die 
said court shall, in its discretion, approve of and consent to the publication and 
registry of tiie same, no person whatever shall let out or keep for hire any teektt 
palankeen, or serve as a teeka bearer within the limits of the town of Calcutta, 
without having obtained a license for that purpose, signed by two of His Ma- 
jesty’s Justices of the Peace, acting in and for the town of Calcutta. 

il. And be it furtlior ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that it siiall 
and may be lawful for the aforesaid justices of the peace, to license such num- 
ber of teeka palankeens and teeka bearers, us ihpy, the said justices, shall deem 
Butheieot for the said settlement of Fort William in Bengal, ond that bueh li- 
censes shall be granted for the term of one year^ and shall and may be recalled 
by any two of the said justices, at any time within the said year, for any great 
iniacondijct, or misbehaviour of any persons to whom sueh license shall have 
been uraiited ; and that if any persons within the said settlement of Fort Wil- 
liam in Bengal, shall let out or keep for hire any teeka palaukeens, or serve as 
teeka hearers, without having obtained such license as is required by this rule, 
oidinance, and regulation, or after aii.^ license which he may have obtained, 
shall have expired or neen recalled, such person elifiB, upon couviction before 
two or more of the said justices of the peace, forfeit for each and every such of- 
fence, a sum not exceeding tiiirty rupees, and in default of parment, shall bo 
forthwith caaimitted to the common jail or house of correction, for any peiiod 
not exceeding two months, unless the fine shall be sooner paid. 

Hi. And be it further ordained, by tiie authority aforesaid, that every 
pulaiikeen so licensed, as aforesaid, shall bear on each side thereof, in large 
chjrticters ill English and Bengalee figures or characters, the number of such 
license, and that every tecka bearer so licensed as aforesaid, shall wear engrav- 
ed or written thereon, in large characters in English and Bengalee figures or 
cliaracters, and that if any person having obtained a license as aforesaid, to let 
out and keep fur lure a tecka palankeen, or to serve as teeka hearer, shall neg- 
Ucl lo have the number of his license ou his palankeen or badge, as beretn be- 
fore ordered aud directed, every such person shall forhit, for each and every 
such offence, any sum not exceeiling twenty riTpefs, aud in default of payment, 
siiulJ be coir.iiiiitcd to the common jail or house of correction, for any period 
not exceedirtig one month, unless the fine shall be sooner paid. 

IV. Ami be it further ordaiped, by the authority aforesaio, that it shall 
and may be lawful for any four or more of the afon said ^slices of the peaco, 
from time to time, as they may deem fir, to fix and settle tae rates, and hire of 
tecka palankeens and teeka bearers within the said settlement of Fort WUlmn

IX. I^rovidfd always ti^at nothing in this regulation contained, shall in 
any w^extend to prevent any person without liernse, from hiring or letting 
for hin^iiy palankeen for a month or any longer period, nr to prevent any 
perso^wiihout license from hiring any bearer or set of bearers for a month, 
or any longer period, or to prevent any person without license from engaging 
and hiring himself to serve as a bearer for a month or any longer period, or 
from serving under such engagement and hiring.

which Tioiice a receipt is granted.) (I ) nor Untess similar notice he given of the 
ie-ooeypanc% of ntch premises within seven days of tJteir becoming occupied^ 
(for which nonce n receipt is likewise given.) (2) 

The bills for bouse tax, being made out Irom hooka f>repared by the as- 
sessors, and approved by the justices at their quarter sessione, neither the 
Commlseioners nor Colleetor have power to alter those tnila in any res-

Appeals should be delivered to the clerk to |he justices, and 
receipts oblatiied from him of their having been Hied in bis office. The iisses« 
•ors give notice to appellants of the da> and hour appointed by the justices 
to hear tiieir appeals. 

The house tax is payable quarterly, and recoverable, in cases of default, 
by distreB« of the goods and chattels of the owner or occupier, under tha 
provisions of the statute 33rd Qeo. 3rd clip. 5dd sec I5th and the act (No. 24,) 
passed by the Governor (ieneral iu Council, on the 7tli December, 1840.

A Tax of 5 percent, per annum, on the rent, is levied quarterly by the 
foll ctor of assessment on all dwelling houses or tenements in Calcutta. 

The rent of houses occupied by the Proprietors is estimated at the rent 
•iinilar houses of the nclghboi#bood are let. 

No tax IS levied on empty houses, if the same be duly reported to the 
e Elector within seven days of being vacated. 

Public reifgiou<) edifices are exempt from the payment of tax. 

Tim assessment on all premises is taken on the rents already known. 
When rents full, or the value decreases from any cause, parties may petition the 
Jdsiices of the Peace, through the clerk to the Justices in Session, whtn, a/ier 
examination, their cases will be taken into consideration. In assessing new 
premises, the assessor will serve on the proprietor a notice, specifying 
the rate at which the tax will be levied, shoulU this appear to the owner 
fxcesHivti, he can, as in the above case, send to (he clerk of the peace a petition 
siHiiug bis oi'j> cfiuns when his case will ijie brought forward and bear d. 
Should no objtciifin he made, the rate aamtd by the assessor will be fixed. 
Sessions lire held quarterly for hearins all ohjectione as to rent, and any alter- 
atiiiii made in session, whether of increase or di crease will take place from 
th« commencement of (he next quarter, and will not have any retcospective 
iffict nor will the altcrtaion break in upon a quarter. 

When the property is occupied by huts, built by the tenants, besides the 
real amount of ground rent received by the proprietor, a valuation on tiie 
huts is also made, and the owner is assessed for both the giound rent and the 
%alueo( the huts vbeon bis pari may leavy the tax, or the difference between 
the grottod rent and the valuation, from his tenants. 

On tfia tale or pui%base of property the purchaser should see that all 
balsneesare adjusted and propneturs should be careful to notify to the 
assessors that eueli change has taken place, the'ansessor on being satisfied of 
the coi'recliiess of such information will, during the next session, insert the 
Bamu of the ne^ prii|ineior in the assesament book, after which the bills 
will be issued in tlyt riapie of the purchaser. 

If any part of premises be occupied the whole is considered as occupi.‘d. 
*^he owner can have Ih^ separate parts assessed sepetaiely by appiiQaiieu to 
thi Justices. 
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The tax i« coUepted quarterlyi and in case of refqsal or efaston of pay- 
ment, the collector ouy levy the same by distress of property of ihr occupier 
or proprietor. Parties often think it sufficient to intimate a fali in their 
rental to the collector, but this is of no avail, for^he notice of occupation in 
which is (generally inserted, is obliged to be kept in his office, whilst the 
noiica of reduction should he msde to the clerk to H. M.'s Justices in SessiqjgS) 
if with the view to having it rated gccordingiy. 

Her Majesty’s Justices of the l^eace hereby proclaim and give notice to tha 
Owners and Occupiers of Houses and Land in Calcutta, and to all others whom 
it may concern, that the practice hiHierto adopted, in the Collection of the 
House Assessment, of repeatimr demande, and of permitting arrears to accumu- 
late, before < nforcing tlie remedy by L‘iW provided to compel payment from 
tliose refuse or neglect to pay this Tax, (so essential to the comfort and 
health nr (he Inlmbitunts of Calcutta,) Is discontinued ; and that henceforth all 
A'tses'iments due and unpaid will be recovered and enforced wiiliout delay, and 
with the utmost rlcrour of the Law. One demand only of each sum assessed 
will be made, upon failure to comply with which on or befdre the ninth day 
after such demaiol, the defaulting party will he forthwith proceeded againsti 
before a Justice of the Peace, by summons, warrant and distraint.

With respect to the rates of fees for the ritual service, it has b(en thought 
proper to'continne to charge the same sums which have heretofore been re- 
ceived on uccQiiiit of funeral fees, with some modifirailons, calculated to re- 
lieve iho lower classes of the cominuiiily, upon whom ihc'fees formerly charged 
iiii^dit be thought to press too heuv ify. Wl'h ’these vlewts the foilnwing rafps 
have been established, wliioh it is hoptd, will tifford relief to the public, with- 
out materially affecting the just rights of the chaplains, viz.

The Lord Bishop has also been informed, that in respect to ground which 
has been consecrated by him, or ground wliicV may be set apart hereafter at a 
station, for tire purpose of burial, it is desirable that a sutffcieiit portion should

The Hon’ble the Vice-president in cil is pleased to resolve, In super- 
cession of the rule passed under date the 19th July 1831, permitting chaplains 
to draw a travelling allowance according *o the rates fixed ac the general post 
ofhee for visiting out 6t|||oos, that hireafter an extra ullnwancs not tn exceed 
200 rupees per inensem^hall he paid to the district chaplains of the Bengal pre- 
sidency upon periodical visitations, when these hate been duly authorized, and 
that it shall he cslcnlated at the rate of one day’s allowanrc for every ten miles, 
allowing for a hall on the 8abbsth ; provided, howe\er, that the allowance drawn 
on this account shall in no case exceed 200 rupees per mensem. The bills for 
this allowance are to be authenticated by a copy ol the order or authority under 
which the visit has been made, and by a declaratiou on the part nt ihe rhaplain, 
that the journey has been performed, without which documents the civil audi- 
tor is prohibited from passing the charges. 

<iralcutta Court ojf raiall Catioeo. 

Whereas by act No. IX. of 1850, entitled an act, for the more easy 
recovery of debts and demands In Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, it is, 
amongst other thlngn, enacted that 

** The judges of each court holden under this act, subject to the approval 
of the judges of the Hupreme C ourt, shall have power to make and Issue all 
the general rules for regulating the practice and proceeding! of the court, 
and also tn frame forme for every proceeding In the court, for which they 
shall think it neceseaiy that a form be provided, and also for keeping all 
books, emrie'* and accounts to be kept by the cleik of the court, and Irom 
time to time lo alter any such rule or fonn ; and ihe rules so made, and the 
forma so Irnined, shall bo observed and used in the court of that piesul ne>, 
anil shall he sent to the Supreme Court fur ^approval, but shall be of force 
until flisapi ro\ed." 

In pursuance of such power, therefore, it is hereby ordered, that the

CALCUTTA TRADE ASSOCIATION. 

REGULATIONS. 

I. That this association be denominated. *'Tiie Calcutta Trade Association.** 

II. That it do consist ot an unlimited number of merchiints, tradesmen, 
artists and others, who may be disposed to aid in the accomplishment of the 
objects of the association. 

III. That the objects of this association be 

1. To encoumge the general adoption ot the system of rpadv'money-pay- 
ments, which prevails in ail other parts of the world, and wliicli enables tradesmen 
to sell at lower rates ilian those of Calcutta can afford to do, from the prevalence 
of the ruinous system of Indiscriminate credit which has obtained for many years, to 
the serious injury ot the tradesmen, and the manifest disndvantage of the public. 

2. To define the terms of credit, when credit is allowed, and to prescribe 
measure^ culculated to ensure pavLnent,and guard against future loss when the 
tdi ms of credit are violated. 

<3 To encourage Ineudly coromiinicatiori amongst persona engaged in business 
in Ttilcutta, especially on subjects involviug their common interests; an object 
which appears to have been liiiherto neglected. 

IV. The officers of the trade sssociatlon are the master, past masters, senior 
warden, junior warden, treasurer, secretary, auditors, counsel and solicitor. 

V. The ms^.fer to be elected from the past masters and those members wlio 
have served or may be serving the offices of wardens. Ail other office bearers, 
to be elected from the raerahers generally. 

VI. The election ot master, wardens and'treasurer to take place by ballot 
annually , at a special meeting to be convened for the purpose, on the second 
Saturday in December. All other officers, when once elected or appointed lo 
hold their offices, until removed by death, resignation, or vote of the associaiiori. 

VII. No member sliall confiniie in the ofhee of rnrjiter or warden for more 
than two years in succession; but he may be again elected after he has bean out 
of office one year. 
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V/ir. Tlie committee of management, fo consist of tw.'lve raembt-rs in 
crMition to the offlce bearers, and five to be considered a quorum.

XI. The committee of management shall meet every Saturday rnoniihg for 
file despatch of business, their decisions being subject to the approval of the

XII. The general quarterly ineelings of the association to take place tin 
second Saturday in January, April, July, and (October. 

XIII. The master sliall preside at all meetings or, in bis absence, the iin- 
tnediate past master, in the absence of the immediate past master, the oldest 
past master present, sliull take the chair. 

XIV. The luasler, or, in bis absence, the senior warden, lias light and an- 
llioriiy of assc'inblirig a special geneiul meeting; i he can've ot ‘nocIi mceiing to i‘t 
iJeclared in the siiinmons, and no otler biisiiiess to be entered iipcn.

Admission of‘ Sttbscrflters, 

Art. 1 . The rollowing description of persona, and tliey, alone, are eligible 
to be subscribers to the Bengal Military Fithd.— 7 

1st Officers or cadets in the military service of the honorable company 
under the prcsidcMiry of Fort William. 

2d, ('haplains of the Bengal establiahment. 

3id. Ollicers of the Bengal medical establishment, and veterinary surgeons. 

4th. Officers of the Bengal establishment, on the retired list. * 

Art. 2. Individuals of the descriptions enumerated in the 1st aiticle, 
who entered the sei vice previous to^ the 30th August 1826, and who hitherto 
h.'Me not become subsciibers, shall only be admUstble on the following con- 
ditions : — 

1st. That the application for admission be accompanied by the certificate 
rf two snigeons, that the peison desiring to suBscribe is then, to the best of their 
kmivvledge, in good health. This cerlifiC4(te being confnmed by the declaration 
to the same ellect, from the pcison so applying to be admitted. Applications 
fiom inanied officers being also accompanied by a certificate of their rnarraige, 
and inrnnaiiou of the concct age of the parties.

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Art. 8 The following rules have effect from first January 1837 ; — 

First — All members who have served 32 years may subscribe as colonels ; 
all who have served 27 as lieutenant-colonels ; all who have served 22 as 
majors; all who have served 12 as captains; and all junior ofiicers as lieutenants. 

Second — Medical and Veterinary officers may subscribe as colonel after 27 
years’ service; as licutenant-coiunel after 22 years; as majors after 17 ye^rs ; and 
«as captains after 10 years. 

Third — t'haplains may subscribe aftf r To yc/iirs as lieutenant-colonels ; after 
20 years as colonels. 

Fourth — Admission to subscribe in the next higher rank,*to which his ser- 
vice may render an officer eligible, khall depend upon the payment of the increased 
donation within the pciiod presciibed by regulation 11. Further, the claim 
must be made to the manageis in India within thiee months, if he be in India, 
or if at home, witliin 12 months from the completion of the qualifying service. 

Fifth. — If the privilege to subscribe in the next higher rank, be not embraced 
within the above periods, the application, whenever subsequently made, #ust be 
accompanied by a health certificate, and compound interest at 8 per cent, per 
annum shall he charged upon the additional donalion and arreais of subscription 
aceiuniilattid half-yearly (as by article 2 of the existing rules) from the date of 
these rules taking effect, or from the completion of the qualifying service. 

Sixth* — Retired officers are entitled to enter tlie higher classes of subscrip- 
tion under^he above conditions, on the expiration of the several periods which, 
had they remained in the service, vvouU have given them the same privilege. 
This rule is applicable to suhscribeis under article 5. 

N. B. The period of sei vice under this article, includes the lime passed 
in furlough, whether on sick certificate or pi ivate affairs, and is calculated, in 
every bianch of the military -.eivice, from the dare of first arrival in the country. 
Officers embracing the piivilege giamed by this rule must comply with all 
its provisions, calculated through each guide of service. 

Art. 9, Subscribers may redeem by a single payment the periodical sub- 
scription exigible under article 7, the equivalent sum being determined on this 
principle. 

Members in Europe to redeem at Europe rates ; in India at Indian rales; 
calculated by two tables of different values of an ariiuiity, one adopted for Europe 
(as the Northampton tables,) the^tlier for Indian (as the Indian tables,) receiving 
back, or paying the difference of premium according to residence in one or other 
country. Parties visiting Europe on furlough, or tor a Icmporaiy lesideiicc not 
exceeding three years, not to receive the difference, nor paities revisiting India 
to pay it, if the temporary residence docs not exceed 1 year. The value to be 
taken from tables of which the following is a specimen. 

1. On promotion the subscriber w'lll be liable to pay the donation and to pay 
or redeem difference of subscription, 

2- Members who may redeem their periodical subscriptions by a single 
payment are precluded the benefit of passage money and equipment allowance. 

3. All subscTibcis who may, from this date, 1st July, 184G, redeem llieir pe- 
riodical siibscriptici's by a single payment shall be liable for the difference be- 
tween existing rates of subscription and any futuie liigher rates that it may be 
found necessary to adopt.

Provided that nothing contained herein, or in any other part of these rules 
of the institution shall he considered to entitle to the benefits of it any widow 
who may have been legally divorced or sepaiated from her husband for adultery, 
dr who at the peiiod of her luishand's demise may have quitted his protection, 
and he living in a state of notorious adultery, though not divorced or separated 
from him by law, or who siib.'iequently to her husband’s decease may be living 
in a notorious state of incontinence. 

Art. 24. Jf a widow pensioner on the fund marries, her pension is to 
cease dining her covci ture ; but in the event of her again becoming a widow, 
she shall be re-adiniitcd to all the benefits she may have enjoyed from the fund 
during her first widowhood, in like manner as if she had noc re-niairied; but 
suhjec-t of course to all the limitations and conditions preset ibed by the regula- 
tions in the first instance. Jf the second htishand shall al.so have been a sub- 
scriber to the fund, the widow will leceive however only one annuity, taking 
that which may be the greatest that is to say, according to the rank of the flisc 
01 second hm»band, whichever may be the higher. 

Art. 2J. Every widow benefiiting by the military fund, and not provided 
with a passage to P^urope at the expen.se of government, shall be entitled (for one 
passage onlv) to an allowance of rupees I, *200, the claim to be determined by the 
'following rule • — 

If the ninuey possessed by a widow exceed the sum of 12 000 rupees, the 
.same being available for iniincdiate expenditure and entirely at her disposal, 
she shall not be entitled to the benefit of passage-money. In like manner, al- 
thoui:h not immediately available, norat her disposal, if t^e yearly interest of 
siicli money cxcecul the sum of j£J()8-8-9 ; the claim to pdl^age-money will be 
disallowed. Widows in Europe at the time of the4r husband's death, are not 
entitled to passage-money on returning to India, oi again visiting Europe. 

N. B. Tn propoitioii as a Widow's Pcn.sion from Military and Lord

• SECTION IV. 

Qenerul Regulatwns. 

Art. 27. The Bengal military fund i& to be administered by' a president 
and twelve directors, to be chosen annuafiy, on or about the 15th of Jaiiiury, 
by u general meeting of all subsciibers who iray be present at the picsidenry. 
Nnbscribers w ho may be absent from the presidency may vote for directors by 
proxy, on addie^ising to tiie secretaiy letters corita.ning the names of the pei- 
soiKS for whom they wish to vote, or by transmitting such names under their 
signature to the general niecing by the hand of any other subsciibcrs. The 
dll ectors wlio shall be found duly elected shall then choose their piejideiit from 
among themselves. The precise day and place of meeting shall be notified by 
the piesidentin the Govcrn,mvnt Gazette at least two calendar months beforehand. 

Art. 28. At the annual meetings the uccounts of the fund and proceed- 
ings of the Directoisfor the past year, shall be laid before the meeting, fur in- 
s, section and approval by the subsciibeis present, who were not of the direction; 
attei which the meeting at large will proceed to choose Directors for the ensuing 
twelve months. The accounts to be published for general itifonna ion. 

Art. 29, The Directors of the past year are eligible to be re-elected. 

A nr. 30. All subscribers, who may have contributed to the fund by 
paying donations and subscriptions in their respective rank'^, during six coniiiiiicd 
months before any meeting, are entitled to attend to examine the accounts and 
proceedings, and to vote foi Directors. 

Art. 31. In the event of a vacancy in the office of Director occurring in the irv- 
termediate pcilod between two annual meetings, the Directors may choose a succes- 
sor from aniongat the subsciibeis at tbe piesidency, who may be eU.;ible to the office. 

Art. 32, (>n occasion of any paiticulur and iinporlani bu^tiness which 

may nccossaiily Tcquire the opinion of the society at large, special meetings will 
be cal'ed of the subscribeis at the presidency (others voting by proxy) as pio- 
vided for in article 27. Or if any alleged mismanagement, or other emcrgcMit 
cause should Ov'cur to any twelve subsciihers to require ihe notice of the society 
ut l.irge, a special \neeli»>g shall be summonei by the pre.sidcut on the writtett 
requisition of such twelve subscribers under the forms above prescribed. 

Art. 33. The dii colors siiall have a sccietary chosen by themselves, who 
also shall be accountant, with an establishment upon such allowances as sliull be 
deemed adequate to the lespective duties. 

Art. 34. The secretary will be expected to have an office at his own re- 
sidence for the ficqpm nudatiun of the meetings of the directors, for the preserva- 
tion of the records, find for the purpose of affbi'ding access to the officers of the 
army at Urge lo ihe book9*jr the institution. 

Art. 35. The directors of the fund will hold regular monthly mcetings; 
bnt no meeting of the rfireClors consisting of a smaller number than five, shall be 
competent to the transactioaof businex.s- and it will rest with any director, or with 
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ihe secretary, to represent the occurrence of such necessity to the president, who 
wi I convtMie a special iiicetiut; within ten days from the date of hia receivinr the 
application; but no special inectiuf; shall he called with the view re-cons'der- 
ing lesolufions which may have been alieady adopted by a fotmer meeting of 
di'C'cturs, unless at the reqiii'^itioii of a number of directors greater than that 
which at'.emied such meeting. 

Art 36. The secretary will invariably lay beTore the directors, either att 
the regular or special meetings, ^»ll Pfettfy^s that may have been received hy him 
since the last meeting Minutes of ?lic* proceedings of ail meetings will be re- 
coriled and authot^icaicd bv ibe -ignatures of the directors present. The se »'e- 
fary will also submit to the diiecjois wlio attended, drafts of all the letters whicFi 
in those Mieeiings he may have ^bcen desired to write. Letters denittiiding au 
immediate answer, wlien such may be of an oidinary nature, may be replied to 
by the ''ecrel.ny, wihout waiting for a meeting of the diiertuis : but every letter 
projiosecl to be dispatched by the secierary, n ust previously receive the .special 
sinction of one director, signified by his initial to the drafts, which will be sent 
to him foi cohsideiation.

Rean/fi lions of a General Mditanj Fundf for the benefit of uidoms ond 
rhtldren of deceased officers, in Her Mojestt/s ISvrvicc in India, established in li}20, 
07/(1 ievisedin 1827 ; and Hales 21 and 22 added in 1845. 

Under the piotection and countenance of the Most Noble the Maiqucss of 
Hastings, eommander-in-chief in India, tlic above named tund was established 
in the )car 1820, foi the puipose of sending houu', in coinfoit and respectub.lity, 
the families of neeeased ofhceis in lier tin.jesiy's legimcnis, serving in India, who 
may have been left destitute ; and of pi eventing the painful and degrading 
piaclicc of appealing to the luiblic for subsi i iplions on such octa.sion'. , and also 
of providing relief in such cases as in a n(|iiir(. it, uiiul they cun be conveniently 
sent home. 

It having since been found advisable to make sonrie alterations in the rules 
and reuulations then e.stablished, the following revised i*i giilations^ passed with 
the general consent of the olliceis of the army, have been approved of by hi» 
excellency the right honorable Viscount Combeirneie, commanUti -in-chief in 
India, who has been pleased to become patron to the institution.

voyage from India to England, leaving their widows and cbildirj^i in ciicumsiatuee 
of great distress, and wuh advertence also to the manifest ju^<ce of allowing ail 
yvidovys and children of officers, lAing subscribois to tbo fund, who may die at the 
C/'apeof Good HopCi the Mauritiusi or New' bouth Wales, the benefits of the 
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Militaiy Fund, directed Rule 21 — to be proposed for the consideration of the 
Hhule body of lyiibsc ibers, and it haviiif^ been carried by the votes of 227 n)em> 
hers, with a ininonty only of 35, the Rule is accoidiflf^ly rendeied pcrmaneiu, 
together wiih Rule 22, proposed at the same time, which was voted lor by 233 
niembcis, and a minority ot 29.

I have read the rulea of the Bengal Medical Retiring Fund, the same 
being contuined in the Deed of 10th October, 1830; and it seems clear, that 
the Annuity is not In the naiare of a pension or voluntary grant, but that it it 
a benefit which the retiring officer actually purchases, and for which (iu 
orditiary cases) he could proceed by 8nit8«.at law or in equity. This disMn^ 
guishea the case from Gibson vs the Rdat iiidia«Company, 5 Bingh. N. C. 26*2, 
where the Court of Common Fleus'in England held, that the pension of a 
Military Officer of tlie Company does not upoq^is bankruptcy pass to his 
itssignees. I am of opinion therefore that Mr.^. H. Brett’s right, title and 
interest in the Annuity of ^300 a year, to which he is entitled from the Bengal 
Medical Retiring Fund, pass wholly to bis Assignee Mr. Belcher. The Secre- 
tary of the Fund, or the London Agents, therefore will be Justified in making 
the payments henceforth as they accrue, direct to the Assignee, for the lime 
being. The only precautiou necessary to be observed is to taken receipt from 
the Assignee as stkch.

ou th*^; 24th of Febiuary ,1786. 
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41. The beneiits of the $;chool are extended tp the legitimate children of 
European non -coipmissioned officers and private Soldiers^, beloitgin;' ^othe Hon’^le 
Company’s I}eiigal establilhment ; to the destitute orphans of warrent officers, 
Conductorsj Sub -Conductors, riding masters, ^c., and the legitimate children of 
Drummers and Fifers, provided they are the offspring of girls brought up not 
less than four years in the Orphan School, or ot soldio^s wives receiving the 
usual sTibsistence granted by government ^ 

43. The children of su?h hTon^Cpmiinissioned officers and privates are 
entitled to receive tlie bounty of the Honorable Company, from the time of their 
birth until they complete their (purteAith year. 

44, This bounty consists in an allowance of Co.*s Rs. 3, per mensem, aiitho- 
lized to be drawn for each child enrolled previously to the 1st of January 1841, 
and f'o.’s Rs. 2*6, for those enrolled subsequently to that date, under the name 
of subsistence allowance. 

f)3. The regulated subsistence allowance for children residing with their 
parents or Guaidians, is drawn direct from i^ation Secretaries by offiL’ers drawing 
the pay, or having iinniediate chaige or command of parent;^ or guardians of 
children respectively. ,, 

64. These allowances aie to be driRA'n monthly in separate abstracts, ac- 
companied by Review Rolls, duly certilied and authenticated. 

117. The children, of non-coxnmissioiied officers and soldiers of Her Ma- 
jesty's service dying in India are ehtitled to the benefits of the institution, and to 
be received into the school in the same manner as tl»e Orphans of non-cornmts- 
sioned officers and soldicis in the Hon’ble rompany's Service; bu the cliildren 
of con-commibsioned officers and soldiers of Her Majesty's service whose fathers 
are living arc not admitted. 

N. B. — This allowance is strictly limited to legitimate children.— 

611. In the event of a child born after the I5th day of any one month, or 
dung befoie the 1 jrli of (he month, no subsistence allow'aiice is diawii lor such 
child for that month. 

515 . Demands for arrears of subsistence money are rejected in all cases, 
except those in which the Parent or Guardian may have been employed on sei- 
\ice, in the field, or proceeding from one station to another, and thus may not 
have had an opportunity of applying first regnlnily to any committee. No arrears 
for a period exceeding six months are, in any case, to be paicT without rcicicnce 
to the general manageaient.

5. From the foregoing explanations it will bo seen, that the benefits aris- 
ing Irom a particlpatiou in the profits are ocluaHy experienced (when a reduc- 
tion of the premium ds selected) at t,he perpnls wi^eii the seventh annual, or 
thirteenth and fourteenth half*y«urly premiums fall due.

*. he security of Policy-)ioidei‘s in (nd^ i** rpade complete by the nespon* 
s'bility of (.he whole body of Pfopiiators, both in England and in India, to 
fhe extent of the subecribed capital ; w^i^st, for their imrhediate protection 
and advantage, an adequate fund w ill be inve.ted in Indian .seemitios, fO hs 
to bn a fwdys immediately available, to provide for whatever casualties may 
arise. The e^'onomy of 1^•licy-hotders has been consulted by the adoption of 
Tables, deduced from the most complete and extensive oliRervations of the 
rale of mortHlity among Europeans in India. Ttiey have been constructed 
i^ith ^nshlerabie labour and eY 4 >en'«e, exi^ressly for the u^e of the '( hurch of 
3'iingland Assurance Company ; and, Hltbongh snfflclently high to afford ri>m- 
]>lete protccti'in to all partle4 interested, will be found, on the wJiole, c<oi- 
rtd. rabiy l(f«Ver tlien tlio^e of any etrtsthiir Inarittition The cmtvenieiMse of 
Policy-holders has been iaptciully provided for, b^' the variety of Tables which 
liave been c mpn'ed. and by the adaptation^of such Tahhs to suit the objects 
and circnm<ttfncea of different parties^; whilst the t'ompstiy’s arrange merits 
are «oeh,4t¥at ihe^ium assured may be received ritber in England or in India 
PS may be the more convenient. The pretoHin^ may be paid I'iiher annu liy, 
liall-ycarl , or quarterly ; and Policies, which iiave become forfeited by nuii- 
piiymenlof the premium.^*, miy be received, within twelve month®, upon proof 
fif the same state of healHi, and the puTment of the preirtruitts in arrear, with 
jnte est th reon, but w thont th>* exaction of any fine. Tiie age will be ud- 
ittitred in all cases where satisfactory evtdence is furnished in regard do It, 
previously to the Assurance being completed. 

Policies rIFected by parties on th«>ir own lives, end assigned as a bond Jidc 
seciirhy to oilers, w I'l ii4<t bb rendered void In event of death by su cide, 
duelling, or the hands of justice. Claims will becuiiie payable within tiuee 
jiiuntlis after esdsfastory proof of deAth. 


TABLES. 

The first five Tableware for the use of the t'ivU servants of the Comptny, 
of merchants, olergynnen and otlrars, who are not liable to the same exposme 
t(f llie injurious effecis of the climate and other risks, to which iniiiaiy 
otficers are^subjecled 

Table ! ctnrtafns the rates for Assora iees on the lives of such persons 
for SHORT TERMS, varying from one to seven years. 

Table II contains the rates for AHsuiunees on the lives of such persons 
for the WHOiiiB term of life, at an equal rate of premium, payable 
annually during life. 

Table III also contains the rates of premium for Assurances on the lives 
rif such persons, for the whole teiIm of life ; but the Table has been 
^coniitrocted on a plan, which ha^ recently been introduced into the f ractice 
of liife Afsiiranee in Orest Britain, which has boon attended with great siio- 
cees, and has met with the decided approval of Policj'-liolders. Jt is to be 
•^observed, that according ro this Table, whilst the su/n assured is to become 
pay^rible at ttie death bf iHe p ny, whenever that event may happen ; the 
Tiitet^yable by the abjured durhig ^tiie iir.^t seven years, does not materiallv 
■exceed the rare, vrliltdi would be eliarged for an Assurance for the term of 
'seven years ; whH.4t the {to I fey doe r not become forfetted at the end of 
the seven years, buf m y be continued by the payment of an increased rate 
of qtfeibi ivu' dating iheeecond seven years; and after fourteen years, by the 
'puyitient of a still furtheV i icreased premituu, during the remainder of I'fe. 
Tn a person who is desirous of effincing an Aesnrnnca which is not to become 
void at the end of any Specified period, and who ,1s at the same lime desirous 
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of atfaininji; h!s object with the leaet poieiblo prsieni this l^bfe iii 

pec'ulidriy suitable; and w^l, it ia expected, become ds popular and ae exten- 
aively resorted to in fndia, ae it has been in England. Ite advautagea will 
at once become obriousi by comparing together the examplee aonexdd to 
Tables IJ. and III. 

Ti&le IV. ha# been constructed for \be use of Civilians and others, not 
exposed to military risks, who rflay be desirous of effecting Asenran^a on' 
their own livo^, for the benefft of^othlr^ personn f for instance, when a hua> 
band may wish ^o effect an Assur^ee, to be paid at his death* to a wife, 
daughter, relative or other pengm, in*thfl event of such person surviving him. 
The Tah'e of course contains tiya premiums only for the ages therein men> 
tioned ; but the rates for other ages may be ascariaiued by application to tlie 
Company's Agents. 

Table V. has been constructed for the use of Civilians and odjflers, not 
exposed to military risks, with extreme care and attention, and is, in the 
opinion of the Directors, likely to prove highly advantageous to all parties 
who imiy resort to it. Unlike tlie Tables before mentioned, which are com.* 
puted mr cases where the benefit is to be enjoyed by oiliera aftet the death 
of the assured ; this Table is adapted to the cases of such pai^ties as may be 
desi^'ous of securing a piovision f«r their own use, in a more advanced period 
of life. For instance, when a person ^engaged in the Civil service of the 
Company, may wish to increase the pe>is on to which he would become 
entitled after a given period of service, this Table exhibits the means of 
attaining his object at a very moderate expense, its use and advantages may 
he at once seen by reference to the Examples annexed. It is, however, neces- 
sary to notice one point in reference to this Table. The 9d Example gives 
the rate of premium to be paid during tioenty yeo'S* continued residence in 
India, for an Annuity of 1000 llupees, or an equivalent amount in British 
money, to commence at the end o such term. Now, in the event of any 
portion of this term being passed in Europe, the twenty years after the expi* 
lation of which the Annuity would become payable, if the party were resident 
during the whole time in India, must neco8.«arily be extended, not for the 
whole period of time passed in Europe, but for the half of such period only. 
The Annual premium, however, would, in every case, cease at the expirailoa 
of the twenty years. If, for instance, the party wore to remain six years in 
England, and then return to India, the Annuity would not become payabio 
until after tweuty-tliree years, although the Aauual premium would cease at 
the end of twenty years. 

The Tables VI , VII , Vill., IX. and X., are for the use of j^/Hcers in 
the Army and Navy, and others exposed to military risks. Thejr am precisely 
analogous to Tables I., II., III., IV. and V.j and the samO observations 
will apply to them respectively. 

In cases where Assurances are to be effected on the livoi of persons 
exiiosed in an rqual or nearly equal degree to the effects of the climate, as 
Military Officers, but not liable to be killed in action, a rate of premium 
will be charged according to the nature of each partienlar ca^e. It will, 
however, somewhat exceed the rata for Civilians, but will be leas than tho 
rate for Military officers. The premium for every such case may be ascer- 
tained by application to tho Ageyit. 

When the par y resides in, or is about to visit any particularly nnhealihj 
part of India, or is afflicted with gout, hernia, or any slight chronic disease, 
n )t attended with ifninediate danger, such additional rate (to be ascertained 
by application to the Agent,) will be charged as the circumstances of the 
case may require , 

No addition to the premium will in any ease be maile for sea-risk, in 
passing from any one part of Mdia (jncUiding Cetion,) to another; or in 
passing to nr from the Cape oi Good Hope, or England, either by the 0ver« 
land w Sea-toute. > .v .v .
